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15,000 head back to school next week

Newton's 30 public school principals will be standing in 
iie doorways of their schools Thursday, Sept. 9, as an 
estimated 15,381 students will begin the 1976-77 school year. 

The kindergarteners entirely new to school will number 
H5, down 101 from last September. The total school 
-■nrollment is down 461 students from last year. 

Of the 852 classroom teachers, only the elementary 
.eachers will meet all of their students Thursday, as the

Teachers' tea 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink will meet with the 
42 professional staff new to the school system at a tea set for 
8:30 a.m. at Day Junior High School on Tuesday, Sept. 7. 

The superintendent will make his annual address to all 
teachers Wednesday at 9 a.m. in the Day Junior High 
School auditorium. 

The School Committee was to have acted on the new 
appointments Wednesday night, but the nine members have 
previously approved the appointment of Thomas Egan of 
Needham to head the budget and accounting department. 

All tenured teachers who were threatened by loss of jobs 
have been placed in jobs in the system, according to 
Assistant Superintendent for Personnel Hope Danielson. 

She said all the people who worked at the Newton Junior 
College were placed in the secondary schools or found jobs 
elsewhere. 

Mrs. Danielson also said most of the nontenured teachers 
not rehired in April have been given jobs in the system.

Fleet of buses ready for students 


A full fleet of 30 school buses is ready to 
leave from Needham Street next Thur¬ 
sday to begin carrying students to nine 
public schools in Newton and the private 
schools here. 

This year each bus will be equipped 
with a two-way radio as ordered in the 
contract that the company was awarded. 

Bill Pike, manager of the Garden City 
Division of the Metropolitan Coach 


Service, said each bus has been fully 
cleaned and repaired. 

In some cases entire rows of seats have 
been replaced, partly as a result of the 
$14,000 worth of vandalism done to the 
buses last year, Pike said. 

Ten new buses are on order with Ward 
Company bodies which are assembled 
with heavy, close rivets for greater 
safety. Garden City now has 35 Ward 


bodies dating back to 1972, with five of 
those buses on standby for breakdowns. 

Newton's buses are also equipped with 
seats with high backs to prevent whiplash. 

Pike is working with Lt. Charles Feeley 
of the Community Safety Division of the 
Police Department to plan the required 
emergency drills from school buses.

Newton Metco program secure 


The largest Metco program in the state 
will continue as planned last year, but 
only after a summer of boycotted 
meetings and uncertainties about funding 
of the program. 

The Metco funding crisis which had 
shaken the city during the summer was 
resolved within the last 10 days when 
Governor Michael Dukakis gave $150,000 
more to the state program, which was 


then dispersed to the largest Metco 
participating towns. 

Newton's 350 Metco students will be 
bused voluntarily from Boston on the first 
day of school next Thursday. 

The state Board of Education gave 
tentative approval to the Newton 
program Tuesday on the condition that 
the $47,000 in additional funding Newton 



will receive will go to services for the 
children. 

School Committee chairman Alvin 
Mandell had previously given assurances 
that he would go along with any 
restor ation of services recommended by 
the superintendent Wednesday night. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said Wednesday that he would recom-

A Middlesex Superior Court judge has 
restrained Police Chief William F. Quinn 
from beginning dismissal actions against 
one Newton officer living further than 10 
miles from the Newton city line. 

Newton City Solicitor Howard Levine 
said Tuesday that Chief Quinn is willing 
to apply the restraining order obtained by 
Officer James Burke to all officers and 
will postpone enforcement of the 
residency law until at least after a court 
hearing Sept. 7. 

In March Chief Quinn issued an order to 
all officers stating that they must reside 
within 10 miles of the city limits by Sept. 1 
or face dismissal action based on a state 
residency law at least four years old. 

Judge Robert Prince granted the 
temporary restraining order against 
Chief Quinn after an argument by police 


union attorneys Joseph McParland and 
Gerald McAidiffe who said no decision 
should be made until the state Appeals 
Court hears a similar Boston case. 

Police union President Thomas 
Fleming said Tuesday night that the 
Boston case involving the same dispute, 
measuring of the 10-mile limit, is 
scheduled to be heard in October. 

L>ast Wednesday night the police union 
met and appropriated $1000 for legal 
costs to contest the impending dismissal 
against eight officers. 

Chief Quinn said that number has been 
lowered to six because two officers have 
shown proof that they are making efforts 
to move closer to Newton. 

Officer Fleming said if the 10 miles are 
measured from the city line of Newton to 
the town the officer resides in, instead of 
his or her front door, only two officers 


would be outside the limit. 

Fleming also said that the chief’s 
directive of March 9 said he would grant a 
delay of the restriction if any officer 
shows “legitimate intent" to move within 
the limit, and he claims this should in¬ 
clude good reasons for not moving. 

The president said one officer who 
faces dismissal has lived outside the limit 
for 10 years, and the chief has known 
where he lives. 

Fleming said, “1 am happy the 
restraining order was issued, but I would 
be more happy if an injunction were 
issued." 

He also said the union members voted 
to join the Police Officers Legislative 
Organization for $300. Started by the 
Boston police union, this is a new lob¬ 
bying group of two officers that will be on 
Beacon Hill full time. 


City will purchase trash trucks 


A decision has been made to purchase, 
not lease, the city’s new fleet of trash 
collection vehicles, but a question 
remains over which ones will be bought. 

The bid opening on the contract for the 
sale or lease of vehicles was held last 
week. The city's original plan to switch to 
two-man collection trucks received a 
setback when the bids on the two-man 
trucks came in more than $5000 higher 
per vehicle than anticipated. 

Commissioner Larson Wednesday, 
however, had not ruled out the two-man 
Shu-Pak side loaders he originally 


estimated would cost $45,000 apiece. 

He said he is in the process of checking 
the Shu-Pak bids, which came in in ex¬ 
cess of $50,000 per vehicle. 

The trucks he has in mind have a 
capacity of 37 cubic yards. The city 
currently uses trucks with a capacity of 
16 cubic yards. 

The larger trucks are also part of the 
plan to cut the number of routes from 17 
to 10. 

International Harvester offered the 37 
cubic yard vehicle at a cost of $51,611 per 
vehicle. It also offered a 25 cubic yard 


packer truck at a cost of $39,308 per 
vehicle. 

Mack Trucks of Allston offered the 37 
cubic yard vehicle at a cost of $54,756 
apiece for the 12 required. 

Both firms also indicated it would take 
several months for the vehicles to be 
delivered. 

1 .arson said Wednesday there is no way 
to tell now when the new trucks and 
reduced routes would be in action. He 
said plans will remain “up 'n the air" 
until a decision is made on whether or not 
to buy the two-man vehicles. 


Novitiate campaign extends its reach

The campaign to convert the St. Joseph 
Novitiate tract into a city park remains in 
full swing. 

Elected officials have now been pulled 
into the meetings and discussions with 
community groups. 

Attending a Ward 8 Democratic 
Committee presentation by the Con¬ 
servators' open space committee on 
Tuesday night were Sen. Jack Backman, 
Rep. David Mofenson, and Aid. Terry 
Morris. 

Backman called the park proposal "an 
exciting and important idea" which ties in 
with his own hope of creating a Charles 


River Conservancy to manage land all 
along the river. 

He favors public ownership of all 60 
acres, but the amount purchased would 
depend on the seller and a more extensive 
study of the situation, he said. 

Backman says he would work hard to 
obtain the 50 percent federal and 25 
percent state reimbursement for which 
Newton is eligible if city funds are spent 
to purchase the Novitiate land. 

Ward 8 Democrats are enthusiastic 
about the park idea, but they took no 
formal vote because they want to look at 
the whole picture of open land in the 
ward, according to Chairwoman Fay 
Cohen. 


Residents at the meeting this week 
were particularly concerned about a 
forthcoming plan to build apartments on 
the Murley Farm land, she said. 

The committee also felt that Newton 
has not done enough in the past to obtain 
federal and state funds which are 
available to reimburse us for up to 75 
percent of the purchase price of open 
space, Ms. Cohen said. 

Public tours of the Novitiate land, led 
by the open space committee, are 
scheduled for two Saturdays in Sep¬ 
tember, according to Joan Lerner, co¬ 
chairwoman of the committee.

Bridge 

still 

closed 

A trial closing of the bridge on Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue in Auburndale at 
Howe Street has been extended for 
another 60 days. 

A section of the Commonwealth Avenue 
carriage lane in Auburndale was closed 
in July after a fatal accident escalated 
neighborhood requests that something be 
done about this scene of numerous ac¬ 
cidents. 

A barricade was set up at Kobinhood 
Hoad and the 45-day trial began. It ended 
Aug. 25, but the bridge remains “tem¬ 
porarily" closed due to a second trial. 

According to Traffic Planner David 
Tannozzini, a barricade has now been 
established at Arapahoe Road in the 
carriage lane. The impact of this barrier 
will be studied for 60 days. It is one block 
north of the Washington Street and 
Commonwealth Avenue intersection. 

The Traffic Commission, Tannozzini 
said, is inviting opinion on the closing. At 
the end of the 60-day trial, the Com¬ 
mission is expected to make a recom¬ 
mendation to the aldermanic Street 
Traffic Committee on whether or not the 
bridge should remain closed, and, if so, 
which method of rerouting traffic on 
Commonwealth Avenue is preferable. 

On June 29, Robert Mancuso, 21, of 10 
Dana Rd., West Newton, was killed when 
the motorcycle he was riding failed to 
neogotiate a turn on the bridge and struck 
a tree.

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State could lose EPA funds 
if it does not act promptly 


CETA has 36 
short-term jobs 


Rep. David J. Mnfenson (D- 
Newton) expressed concern 
this week that Massachusetts 
may lose more than $150 
million in Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
funds if it doesn't act soon to 
increase its participation in the 
federal water treatment 
program. 

According to EPA officials, 
between $150 million and $200 
million of the nearly $290 
million earmarked for 
Massachusetts for planning 
and building water pollution 
treatment facilities will go to 
other states if Massachusetts 
does not act to "significantly 
increase its planning and 
participation” by Sept. 30,1977. 

"Not only will we stand to 
lose important dollars, we will 
lose an opportunity to provide 
more than 7000 jobs,"Mofenson 
said. 


"We need water treatment 
facilities and we need the jobs 
that come with them. Accor¬ 
ding to EPA figures, only 26 
percent of our rivers are rated 
'fishable, swimmable,' as 
compared to 51 percent for the 
entire New England region," 
he continued. 

Mofenson also noted that 
employment estimates start 
with at least 4,000 jobs directly 
involved in treatment plant 
construction and range up to 
12,000 jobs if indirect em¬ 
ployment is also included. 

The 1972 Federal Clean 
Water Act was designed to give 
states $18 billion through mid- 
1977 to clean up waterways, i 
The $574 million given 
Massachusetts in 1973 must be 
matched by 15 percent on the 
state level and 10 percent on 
the local level. 

It is to be allocated in three 


phases: evaluation of water 
treatment needs, planning and 
designing the appropriate 
system and building the actual 
facility. 

Mofenson said he was 
disappointed that, according to 
EPA reports, Massachusetts 
has "the worst record in New 
England for obligating its 
share of the money." 

It has used less than 50 
percent of its share while 
states like Vermont and New 
Hampshire have used over 60 
percent and Rhode Island 66 
percent. 

Mofenson said he was 
"encouraged” by Sec. of 
Environmental Affair's Evelyn 
Murphy’s statement that she 
has made meeting the 1977 
deadline a "top priority," but 
he is still concerned that the 
rate of planning is too slow to 
prevent the federal monies 
from going to other states. 


Backman and Mofenson work 
to maintain elderly services 


Newton Area CETA has 
announced that 36 new short¬ 
term jobs, professional and 
paraprofessional, in State 
agencies are now available. 
Unemployed low-income 
residents of Newton may be 
eligible. 

While Newton Area CETA 
expects to put major emphasis 
on job training during the 
coming year, batches of short¬ 
term jobs are expected to 
surface periodically. 

These short-term public 
service jobs include 14 social 
workers, three social service 
technicians, three planning 
assistants, two food stamp 
agents, two library assistants, 
one vocational instructor, one 
junior vocational rehabilitation 
counselor, and positions in 
several other job categories. 

The public service jobs are 
funded by state allocation and 
are with state agencies 
throughout metropolitan 
Boston. Sample locations are 
Brookline, Cambridge, Boston 
and Waltham. 


Eligibility for CETA 
programs is limited by law to 
persons represented in the 

following social-economic 
categories: special and 
recently discharged veterans, 
welfare recipients, recently 
discharged general relief 
recipients, handicapped 
persons, individuals over 45, 
female am nd male heads of 
households, high school drop¬ 
outs under 22, persons of 
limited English-speaking 
ability, and minority group 
members. 

Unemployment for 30 days or 
more and low-income status 
are also requisite. Technically, 
low-income families fall belo w 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
guidelines defining that group. 
Local CETA offices have 
complete eligibility in¬ 
formation. 

The west suburban office of 
the Comprehensive 

Employment and Training Act 
is located at 90 Bridge St., 
Newton. For more details visit 
CETA or call 965-5750. 


Sen. Jack Backman and Rep. 
Mofenson said this week that 
they will work for a plan to 
regionalize the delivery of 
human services to senior 
citizens that will not mean a 
cutback in services. 

After a 4 '5 hour public 
hearing led by these 
legislators, cochairmen of the 
Committee on Human Services 
and Elderly Affairs, they 
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issued a joint statement that 
said the services developed 
over the past 20 years by the 
277 Councils on Aging will not 
be overlooked. 

Sen. Backman and Rep. 
Mofenson stated, "We have 
found that the state plan as put 
forth by the Department of 
Elder Affairs (DEA) un¬ 
fortunately does not include the 
utilization of the local Councils 
on Aging in the cities and towns 
where the services are to be 
rendered. We must make 
certain that there is local 
community participation in 
these needed programs for our 
senior citizens. 

"The Councils on Aging who 
represent the elderly 
throughout the Commonwealth 
have the first hand experience 
and knowledge of the needs of 
their elderly community. 
Therefore, the state plan 
should include viable roles for 
our Local Councils on Aging’" 
said the statement from 
Backman and Mofenson. 

The hearing included 

testimony which protested the 


department’s failure to utilize 
the experience of Councils on 
Aging in the state plan of the 
DEA; the elimination of ser¬ 
vices for many elderly who 
were previously receiving such 
services; the creation of a 
large regional bureaucracy 
with little or no local input or 
local participation; the 
proposed elimination of certain 
programs now funded by local 
planning agencies and local 
Councils on Aging; the extra 
costs incurred by the use of 
middlemen in social service 
contracting; the lack of fun¬ 
ding for non-Title XX elderly, 
and the quality and cost of food 
services and the need for ex¬ 
pansion of the program. 

Following the testimony at 
the hearing, the Hiunan Ser¬ 
vices Committee will analyze 
the Administration’s 
procedures which have 
developed Home Care Cor¬ 
porations. Also to be con¬ 
sidered will be a revision of the 
DEA structure that would 
include the direct utilization 
and input of Councils on Aging.

Pines calls for intensified 
efforts to find alternate fuels 


Drinan announces 
bid for reelection 


Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton), concerned with 
energy costs to Massachusetts 
businesses, call this week for 
intensified efforts to in¬ 
vestigate and put to use 
alternative energy sources. 

Pines stated: "It is clear that 
this state’s economy cannot 
fully recover until we end our 
virtual total dependence on 
outrageously price foreign 
fuel." 

“The increasing cost of 
foreign fuel has adversely 
affected the competitive ad¬ 
vantage of Massachusetts 
businesses. We can no longer 
afford to be at the mercy of 




capricious price decisions 
made by foreign govern¬ 
ments,” Pines said. 

"As a member of the Mass. 
Offshore Oil Drilling Com¬ 
mittee, Pines is working to 
promote local oil exploration 
as a viable option to our 
dependence upon the OPEC 
nations. Presently, the com¬ 
mittee is busy reviewing the 
environmental impact studies 
which must be submitted to the 
federal government before the 
drilling sites can be leased. 

Last year, Rep. Pines was 
the only Massachusetts 
legislator to attend the hearing 
of the U.S. Dept, of the 
Interior's Bureau of Land 
Management concerning the 
proposed oil and gas leasing on 
the Ourter Continental Shelf. 

Speaking at the hearing in 
Trenton, N.J., Pines stressed 
the need for greater input from 
this state in the formation of 
off-shore petroleum policies. 

"To achieve energy in¬ 
dependence I support offshore 
oil drilling and for ecological 
reasons encourage immediate 
development of solar heating 
and cooling. Solar energy is 
inexhaustible and non¬ 
polluting. We must commit 
ourselves to learning to ef¬ 
fectively harness this natural 
resource. The result will be 
inexpensive, clean and 
abundant energy," she said. 

I^ast week, the House of 
Representatives approved a 
bill which creates corporate 
tax incentives for the use of 
alternative energy sources. 

The proposed legislation, 
now in the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, enables 
corporations to deduct the 
installation cost of solar or 
wind-powered climate control 
or water heating units when 
determining their net taxable 
income. 

"This legislation mandates 
the type of governmental 
encouragement necessary to 
develop alternative energy 
sources. Alternative energy 
sources, especially solar 
energy, will engender an in¬ 
dustry providing hundreds of 
new jobs. Any loss in revenue 
resulting from the new tax 
incentives will be more than 
balanced by new taxes from 
the many who are newly 
employed, " Pines said. 


The Federal Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration will soon fund a 
Solar Energy Research 
Institute. The New England 
Council has submitted a bid for 
the grant, and if successful, the 
institute will be initially 
located at the MIT campus. It 
will eventually relocate in 
Westborough . 

Pines said she feels the 
selection of the Massachusetts 
site is critical because “in a 
five-year period 
Massachusetts would receive 
$50 million in jobs and services. 
We could combine our abun¬ 
dant technological skills with 
our ability to transform this 
knowledge into marketable 
products. 

"The institute would make 
Massachusetts the solar 
energy capital of our country," 
Pines said. 

There are reasonable 
alternatives to the outrageous 
prices of imported fuel, she 
noted. "Massachusetts cannot 
afford to lose businesses 
because of high energy costs. 
We must begin immediately to 
utilize alternative energy 
sources and make 
Massachusetts a competitive 
state in which to operate a 
business," she said. 

Holiday delays

Trash collection will be 
delayed one day next week 
because of I-abor Day, Public 
Works Commissioner Gene 
I-arson announced this week. 

Trash usually picked up on 
Monday will be picked up on 
Tuesday, and the rest of the 
trash will be collected one day 
later than usual, with Friday 
collection being done on 
Saturday. 

Larson said recyclables will 
be picked up as usual on each 
day but Saturday, and asks 
residents with Friday 
collection to hold recyclables 
until Friday, Sept. 17. 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Newton) officially 
announced his candidacy for 
the U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives in the 4th Congressional 
District this week. 

"I would like to announce my 
candidacy to serve for a fourth 
term in the Congress of the 
United States, so that I may 
continue the many legislative 
initiatives which I have un¬ 
dertaken on behalf of the 
Fourth Congressional District 
of Massachusetts," he stated. 

"Six years ago, an un¬ 
precedented caucus of some 
2,000 people gathered together 
and asked me to run for this 
office. It was the sense of the 
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Congressman Drinan 

caucus that people wanted a 
change — they wanted 
someone to go up against the 
establishment and help end the 
war in Vietnam; to redirect our 
efforts toward the goals of 
peace and prosperity. The 
people confirmed this 
judgment at the polls. 

"They sent me to 
Washington to fight for these 
things, and we won that fight. 

"A few years later, the 
country was plunged into a 
different crisis — the tangled 
skein of corrupt compaign 
practices, abuse of power, and 
politics of secrecy we now 
lump together as "Watergate." 

“Throughout this time, 
people from the district wrote 
me hundreds of letters of 
support for my early bill for 
Nixon's impeachment. I was 
honored to serve on the 
Judiciary Committe during 
this historic constitutioal test, 
and to express the sense of our 
people that no man stands 


above the law. We won that 
fight too. 

“Now these emotional moral 
battles are behind us, and some 
people ask what Drinan is 
fighting for these days. And I 
tell them there is an older, 
more basic fight still going on 
in this country today. I am 
speaking of the fight for 
economic justice for all 
Americans. 

"I am speaking of the gross 
inequities in our tax laws. Of 
the lack of jobs. Of the unfair 
costs of energy. Of the bitter 
irony that sees the cost of living 
rising but the quality of life 
diminishing. 

"This is what concerns the 
nearly half-million people I 
represent and these are my 
concerns as well. 

“Right now, unemployment 
in this country stands at 7.8 per 
cent. And I’m happy to report, 
however, that unemployment 
in this District declined over 25 
per cent last year — from 10.7 
per cent to 7.1 per cent, which- 
is significantly lower than the 
national average. 

‘‘I’ve worked as a liason

The School Committee 
uas to have heard good news 
Wednesday night when the new 
budget director. James Egan, 
was to tell of a $304,497 surplus 
in the professional salares 
account. 

Egan said this week that the 
surplus results from a lower 
cost-of-living increase 
nationwide than the School 
Committee had included in its 
budget for teachers. 

Teachers were entitled this 
September to an increase of up 
to 7 percent, but the national 
index went up 5.4 percent' 
Egan said. 

Contracts with other school 
employees stipulated that cost- 
of-living increases be based on 
the Greater Boston index 


which rose 7.5 percent in the 
past 12 months, so there was no 
surplus in other personnel 
accounts. 

Besides the Meteo program, 
the School Committee was also 
expected to have acted on a 
request from the city that the 
School Department be 
responsible of for paying its 
own workers' compensation 
claims. 

Assistant Superintendent for 
Personnel Hope Danielson said 
she had planned to ask the 
Committee for $24,000, based 
on an estimate by Budget 
Director Egan. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink said Wednesday 
morning that the agenda also 
included requests for tem¬ 


porary appointment in the 
Division of Program for one 
year to compensate for the 
resignation of Geoffrey 
Pierson. 

Pierson, district curriculum 
coordinator for the south side, 
left this summer to become 
assistant superintendent in the 
Lexington public school 
system. 

Superintendent Fink said he 
had planned to recommend 
that Science Coordinator 
Robert Kilburn take Pierson's 
job for one year while 
reorganization of the division is 
studied.

Arbitrator rules in favor 
of custodian in grievance 




School custodian James M. 
Blake. Sr., is entitled to be 
head custodian at Newton 
North High School this fall as a 
result of a decision reached by 
arbitrator agreed on by the 
custodian’s union and the 
School Department. 


Blake, who has 10 more 
years seniority than the 
current senior custodian, 
Robert T. Daly, according to a 
union spokesman, appealed 
through the grievance process 
when he was not given the job 
last year. 


The School Committee was 
expected to have acted last 
night on the settlement. 


According to custodian at¬ 
torney Alan J. McDonald, 
Arbitrator Harry Prucell found 
that the School Committee 
should pay all the back pay 
that Blake would have earned 
as senior custodian at Newton 
North, above what he earned at 
the old F.A. Day. 


Custodian union President 
Ernest Peltier said this would 
mean the School Committee 
would have to pay Blake the 
overtime hours that Daly 
worked last year based on the 
pay Blake would be entitled to 
at North. 


Last year Blake earned 
$14,755 at Day Junior High and 


Daly earned $14,502 at North. 

Assistant Director of Per¬ 
sonnel Thomas P. O'Conor said 
the School Committee may 
appeal the decision to Superior 
Court' or grant Blake the job 
and additional pay, an amount 
not determined as of Tuesday. 

If Blake is given the Newton 
North job, Daly will be eligible 
to request assignment to any 
custodial assignments that 
become available.

Curve ball explained 
by museum exhibit 


Luis Tiant, Ferguson

At meetings held on the DCA 
proposals to date, tenants have 
said they do not want the option 
offered of forming a local 
tenants' organization, 
Buchbinder said.

Tenants are always welcome 
to attend the monthly meetings 
of the HSC and participate 
directly in discussions, and one 
has been doing so recently. 

The final regulations adopted 
by the HSC will eventually go 
to tenants for ratification. 

HSC also plans to adopt them 
for Newton's other, federally- 
funded public housing projects, 
Buchbinder said. 


David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), chairman of the 
Special Legislative Com¬ 
mission on Privacy, wants to 
protect consumers from credit 
investigator errors. 

"As the role of credit, credit 
seekers, credit grantors and 
credit investigators grows in 
our society," the state 
representative said, 
"possibilities of credit probe 
mistakes also increase and 
with them, sometimes 
devestating consequences for 
individuals." 

The Mass. Legislative 
Privacy Commission is 
currently seeking answers to 
such questions as: how far 
should credit investigators go 
in checking out credit ap¬ 
plications and what kind of 
safeguards should there be to 
protect credit applicants from 
mistakes, errors in judgment 
and false information included 
in credit investigations. 

The commission is con¬ 
sidering to what extent, if any, 
the private sector, including 
credit reporting agencies, 
should be covered by the 1975 
Fair Information Practices 
Act. which now applies only to 
state agencies. 

"One of the problems of 
people who have been ad¬ 
versely affected by unfair 
information-gathering prac¬ 
tices," Mofenson said, "is their 
fear that if they come forward 
with their stories, they will 
only make matters worse. 

"This in turn leads to a false 
conclusion that there really are 
no abuses of individual rights 
of privacy in such areas as 
consumer credit and other 
investigative reports, because 
no one complains. 

"We don’t want people to 
suffer silently, we want to 
help; but we don't want to 
legislate in a vacuum. Maybe 


certain legislation is inap¬ 
propriate at this time, maybe 
industry self-regulation is 
sufficient. We won’t have a 
clear idea until people have 
had an opportunity to know 
their rights, to recognize the 
limits of the current law and 
come forth with their stories." 

Mofenson said he hoped 
people who have suffered 
because of inaccurate, in¬ 
complete or otherwise 
erroneous investigative 
reports would write or call his 
office at the State House: 727-

Half right 

Former Governor Francis W. Sargent 
voiced the opinion in an interview the other 
day that either he or Commerce Secretary 
Elliot Richardson could defeat Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis if an election were held 
today. 

Sargent expressed surprise at the extent 
to which Dukakis's popularity has eroded 
in the past 20 months. 

Ex-Governor Sargent is at least half¬ 
right. The polls indicate clearly that the 
Dukakis political stock has dropped so low. 
Richardson definitely would topple him at 
the present time in Democratic 
Massachusetts. 

While Sargent would be a slight favorite 
to win over Dukakis because of Dukakis's 
high 40 per cent unfavorability rating, 
Sargent is far from a political powerhouse. 
His standing with the voters is not much 
better than that of Dukakis. 

When Michael Dukakis won election to 
the Governorship in the 1974 Democratic 
sweep, doubt was expressed by some 
political observers, that any Republican 
ever again would carry Massachusetts in a 
statewide contest. 

But Dukakis, popularity has gone steadi¬ 
ly downward during the months he has 
been Governor. We can’t recall any Gover¬ 
nor in modern time who has lost as much 
public support in a span of 20 months as has 
Dukakis. 

It all began when Dukakis, after 
promising in his 1974 campaign that there 
would be no new state taxes if he were 
elected Governor, sponsored two big tax 
programs in 1975. His credibility has never 
been the same. 

While his own popularity plummeted. 
Dukakis was able to persuade many voters 
that he inherited a monstrous financial 
mess from Sargent whom he succeeded. 

Unless Dukakis can achieve a political 
comeback in the next year and a half, 
improve his standing with the voters and 
lower his unfavorability rating, he almost 
certainly will be defeated for Democratic 
renomination in the 1978 Democratic 
Primary. 

As recently as 1964, the defeat of a 
sitting Governor in a Democratic primary 
tore the Democratic party asunder and left 
it in a shambles, opening the way for the 
election of a Republican governor. 

But Massachusetts is much more heavily 
Democratic today than it was 12 years ago 
and seems on its way to becoming a one- 
party state. 

Dukakis is hurt by some of the jokes 
being made about him, his faults and 
failings. 

State House politicians are still 
chuckling about a comment by former 
Republican State Committeeman Edward 
F. King, now a columnist, that if Governor 
Dukakis had been made manager of the 
Red Sox when Darrell Johnson was fired, 
he would have set up a panel to recommend 
the pitchers who would be used but then 
would have disregarded the suggestions of 
the panel. 

Michael S. Dukakis is a decent, honest 
person. But politically, he seems to be his 
own worst enemy. He certainly has a 
scarcity of knowledge on how to win 
friends and influence people. 

Ex-Governor Sargent seems to be a 
political realist about almost everything 
except himself. Sarge caused a clicking of 
Republican eyebrows and expressions of 
GOP displeasure when he predicted that 
Jimmy Carter will carry Massachusetts 
next November. 

Sargent is a realist on almost everything 
except his own political prospects.

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NEW YORK - A strange alchemy is at work in both the 
Republican and Democratic Parties. The magic ingredient 
is The South. 

The rise of the Sunbelt as an economic and electoral 
power is not only shifting the balance of politics in the 
country but is also changing the make-up and the character 
of the Republican and Democratic Party — in totally 
unexpected ways. 

The South was the backbone of Reagan's strength at the 
convention. Every Southern! and southwestern) state went 
for Reagan with the sole exception of Florida. 

The South was also the proving ground for Jimmy Carter. 
It was in Dixie that the former Governor of Georgia was 
able to form an anti-Wallace coalition that ultimately 
turned into a proCarter alliance. 

In both party conventions the South played a decisive 
role, although quite differently at each of the conclaves. In 
the GOP, the South was a force for conservatism; in the 
Democratic Party, the South came to swim in the 
Democratic Party mainstream, as embodied in the 
Roosevelt, Truman, Kennedy, Johnson tradition. 

The curious and opposite roles played by the South in the 
evolution of the Parties are products of the new Southland 
that has been emerging since the end of World War II. This 
once rural' sparsely populated area of the country has been 
turning urban and has been gaining in population more 
rapidly than the older declining areas of the Northeast. 
Growth in population has meant growth in influence. 
Citification has brought new classes into being. 

Out of the new South came the beginnings of a two-party 
system that allowed Republican Eisenhower to carry 
Virginia, Florida, Texas and Tennessee in 1952. "The 
Eisenhower Republicans in the South,” note Jack Bass and 


Walter De Vries in their recent book on Southern politics 
"often included leadership from the professional and 
busmess elite and a reform element that perceived the need 
to develop a twoperty system and to challenge entrenched 
Democratic stateshouses and courthouse organizations that 
generally were unresponsive to the needs of a changing 
society.” 

But then came Goldwater with his declaradon that 
"we're not going to get the Negro vote m 1964 and l9J8 so we 
ought to go hunting where the ducksare_As a result of thfa 
Southern strategy, say Bass and De Vnes ' JJJ* f 
creasingly attracted the most reactionary elements of the 
region." These were the people who gave Reagan his vie- 
lories. 

The conservative drift to the GOP in the South drained 
many right-wingers away from the Democratic Party. 
Simultaneously. Blacks and unionized workers who were 
now voting in greater numbers, stayed with the Democratic 
Party, intent on bringing their state organizations into line 
with the national party. 

It is this new Southern Democratic Party with which 
Jimmy Carter is identified. As their leader, he brought 
them into the mainstream of Democratic politics in 
America, so that the classic war of Dixie Democrats 
against their Northern colleagues was absent at the con¬ 
vention. .. i „ , 

As a consequence, the Democratic platform — as liberal 
as any ever adopted — was carried unanimously. And the 
Republican platform - more conservative than any ever 
adopted — was carried unanimously. 

The rise of the South has had opposite effects on each 
party, making the GOP more consistently conservative and 
making the Democrats more homogeneously liberal. 


How the U.S. reacts to murder

Watching my country react to the 
premeditated, savage, brutal murder of 
two of our men in uniform at the hands 
of Communist North Korean thugs, I do 
not know whether to laugh or cry. 

By now, the facts of what happened are 
well known. On August 18, inside a joint 
United Nations-North Korean patrolled 
area at Panmunjom, a party of nine 
South Koreans, two U.S. officers and four 
U.S. MPs entered this region to prune a 
40-foot poplar tree blocking the view of a 
U.N. observation post in the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ). 

At this point, a North Korean lieutenant 
and seven of his men approached Capt. 
Arthur Bonifas, 33, of Newburgh, N.Y., 
and Lt. Mark Barrett, 24, of Columbia, 
S.C. He asked them what was going on. 

They explained their party was there to 
trim the tree. 

"Good"' the North Korean replied, and 
he sat down to watch. 

Then, without warning, the North 
Korean lieutenant leaped to his feet and 
demanded that the tree-trimming be 
halted. When the Americans refused, a 
North Korean guard ran across his side of 
the DMZ's "Bridge of No Return" and 
returned with a truckload of rein¬ 
forcements. 

What occurred next is detailed in a 
report from U.S. Ambassador W. Tapley 
Bennett Jr. to the head of the U.N. 
Security Council, Isao Abe of Japan: 

"One North Korean officer took off his 
watch, wrapped it in a handkerchief and 
placed it in his pocket. Another of the 
officers rolled up his sleeves. The U.N. 
Command senior officer was busy with 
the tree-pruning detail and did not sec 
this. Immediately thereafter, the North 
Korean officer approached the U.N. 
Command officer and, crying ‘Kill,’ 
struck him, knocking him to the ground." 

As Newsweek magazine reports it, as 
Capt. Bonifas and Lt. Barrett lay on the 
ground, "their North Korean attackers 
picked up axes that had been dropped by 
the terrified tree-trimmers and 
methodically crushed the skulls of the 
Americans with the blunt sides of the 
blades. The rest of the allied party 
escaped from the brawl with lesser in¬ 
juries."

City, White House press secretary Ron 
Nesscn quoted President Ford as saying: 
"Responsibility for the consequences of 
these murders rests with the North 
Korean government." 

Nessen was unable to say what these 
consequences might be. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger said 
that what the North Koreans had done 
was "an act of murder" and they would 
be held ‘‘responsible for all con¬ 
sequences." Kissinger demanded "some 
explanations and reparation," some 
gestures or actions to make amends for 
the killings, but what he didn't say. 


The State Dept, itself issued a 
statement viewing the murders "with 
gravity and concern”* warning that such 
actions "cannot be tolerated." How 
would this U.S. intolerance manifest 
itself? Foggy Bottom didn’t say. 

The New York Times reports that in 
Seoul, South Korea, the day after the 
murder of the two U.S. officers, "high- 
ranking American embassy officials 
continued their vacations at sunny ocean 
beaches presumably also concerned 
over the gravity of the situation but not 
enough to come in out of the surf. 

Finally, the U.S. Government swung 
into action. 


Kissinger, CIA Director George Bush 
and our top military brass held a top-level 
strategy meeting at which it was agreed 
that something decisive must be done. 
Ford okayed the plan. 

So, two days after the murders, under 
the cover of 2fi helicopter-gunships, 
several F-4 Phantoms and F-lll jet 
fighters, and three B-52s flown in from 
Guam, a 300-man U.S.-South Korean 
"quick reaction" force invaded the DMZ 
and — are you ready — cut down the 
controversial poplar tree! 

In a warning that must have had 
America's adversaries around the world 
quaking in their respective boots, a 
Washington Star eight-column front page 
headline screamed: "U.S. Cuts Down 
Korea Tree in a Show of Force." 

One wonders what it must have been 
like in that National Security Council 
meeting when the agreed-upon course of 
action was to cut down a tree. I mean, the 
whole thing was fraught with danger. 
Should an environmental impact 
statement be filed? Should the Sierra 
Club be notified before or after the cut¬ 
ting? Decisions, decisions, decisions. 

A recent Time magazine essay pooh- 
poohed any analogies between what's 
happening in America today and what 
caused the decline and fall of Rome. It 
made the point that Bicentennial 
America ‘‘has not shrunk from the 
challenge of events,” whereas Rome did. 

Well, I’m not so sure, not so sure at all. 
In my judgment, this country failed in a 
most cowardly way to respond to the 
challenge of events in Korea. 

And this failure comes on the top of 
others in recent days. 

The secretary of the army, in effect, 
has voided West Point's Honor Code 
saying that, as a "once-only solution," 
the 202 cadets accused of cheating will be 
allowed to re-enter the academy if cer¬ 
tain conditions are met. 

An Air Force survey, leaked to the 
Associated Press, shows that almost one- 
fourth of all recruits — 23 per cent — 
would evacuate a base rather than fight; 
28 per cent weren’t sure. Thirty-seven per 
cent said they would not have enlisted 
had a war been going on; 15 per cent said 
they would not die for their country while 
26 per cent weren't sure. 

These are not hopeful signs. 


Are nuclear plants really that safe??????

The Atomic Energy Commission of¬ 
ficially calls the danger from nuclear 
power plants "infinitesimally small." 
But is it? 

The AEC licenses them under Title 10, 
Part 20, of the code of Federal 
Regulations. It contains 60 safety stan¬ 
dards. But a Gallup 1*011 reveals that 40 
per cent believe stricter safeguards are 
essential. 

In fact, the AEC itself has un¬ 
successfully asked Congress for millions 
to hire more guaards, install new alarms, 
get more fencing, get tamperproof 
shipping cases and develop ways to track 
stolen nuclear materials. 

Moreover, the AEC itself found in its 
Brookhaven National laboratory study 
that a major reactor accident could cause 
at least *7 billion in damage. 

.Accidents do happen. We of the public- 
have been just plain lucky! 

I have reported on my visit — the first 
ever permitted — to the amazing nuclear 
production plant near Aikin, S.C., that 
runs for 27 miles along the Savanah 
River. Scientists there explain that a 
nuclear power plant catastrophe can 
occur within one-thousandth of a second 
and uidependent difficulties can provide 
a cascading effect. 

Uranium-235 is the plant's fuel. When a 
critical mass is collected in one place, it 
can undergo a violent spontaneous chain 
reaction. Most accidents are un-

publicized, but warnings come from the 
WLndscale Works' No. 1 pile in Englnad, 
the SL-1 reactor near Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
the malfunctions within the Enrico 
Ferme Power Plant, 30 miles from 
Detoit, etc. 

In addition, reactors are planned to 
operate at least 20 years with only 
periodic changes of the fuel rods inserted 
into the core. Switchming these can take 
a year and cost *4 million. 

As these rods age they develop small 
puiholes. The rods' radioactivity leaks 
through these puiholes into the water 
which moderates the reactor. The 
radioactivity-contaminated water ac¬ 
cumulates within the reactor hoieing. 
This is metered into the cooling water 
that is being returned to the river or 
ocean. 

In simple truth, nobody — the AEC, 
Savanah River nuclear scientists, 
nuclear plant designers or anyone else - 
knows how reactors will operate as they 
age. 

As one result, our uisurance industry, 


which covers hazards of every sort, 
refused to adequately insure the utilities 
against the nuclear power risk. 

They have underwritten less than *200 
million in nuclear plant insurance. They 
do not have sufficient confidence in a 
nuclear plant's safety, the AEC "in¬ 
finitesimally small" statement not¬ 
withstanding. 

The fact is that, hardly known to our 
public, the utilities of our country must 
depend on the government's Price- 
Anderson Act. Hus Act was sponsored by 
former Senator from New Mexico Clif¬ 
ford anoerson, who had large uranium 
interests, and it is most certainly a 
mighty unique piece of legislation, to say 
the leaast. By the Act the liabilityy off a 
nuclear power reactor is limited to $560 
million 1 

Actually, our nuclear power plants 
could not exist if the amazing Price- 
Anderson Act did not coexist with them. 

Meanwhile, we are additionally lucky 
not yet to be the victims of a makeshift 
atom bomb — or its blackmail. 

This potential is only now being 


discussed by our public, but I first heard 
it privately discussed, with intense 
alarm, inside the General Accounting 
Office, Congress' investigative arm. 

The GAO finds that the AEC and the 
nuclear power industry cannot account 
for thousands of pounds of nuclear 
material makable into atomic bombs. 
Hus material yields that result by skillful 
people possessing reasonably simple, 
widely available instructions. 

The GAO tells me that an informed, 
dedicated band of bomb makers can 
easily fashion an effective explosion. 
They would need only about 40 pounds of 
enriched U-235 uranium or 12 pounds of 
platonium. 

Moreover, the GAO has gotten reports 
of alarming neglect in some nuclear 
power plants. It investigated these and 
discovered weak fences, inefficient 
patrols, too few automatic detection 
systems, no real plan should the lethal 
nuclear material be stolen, etc. 

In fact, the GAO finds large loads of 
enriched uranium "subject to hijacking 
or other diversion attempts." 

We of the public are right in worrying 
about the simplest and plainest thing on 
earth — the atom. The GAO finding of the 
footloose way the AEC and some of our 
nuclear industry handle atomic materials 
is a roaring disgrace. 

It is further proof that there always 
seems to be one more place at the Mad 
Hatter's Tea Party.

You told me over the 
telephone that the weeds had 
been sprayed with a chemical 
defoliant Aug. 20 "in response 
to my husband's urgent con¬ 
cern." Certainly we never 
requested that the city use 
chemicals to do an Incomplete 
job at greater risk than simple 
weed-cutting. One week later, 
the weeds are uglier, but they 
are still pollentating and I need 
more medication than ever. We 
do not want the weeds sprayed; 
we want them cut. 

Apparently it is going to be 
necessary for my financial 
losses to exceed my tax bills 
before the city will do 
anything. I am currently 
spending $1 to $1.50 per day on 
prescription medication. 

I have been given to un¬ 
derstand more than once that 
the Forestry Dept, is simply 
unwilling to cut the weeds 
because the department head 
does not believe that it would 
do me any good. 

He told me that last year; he 
told my husband the same 
thing this month. My doctor, a 
board-certified internist, says 
that cutting the weeds is the 
only solution. What are the 
medical qualifications of the 
Forestry Dept.? 

While City Hall sits on the 
problem, time goes on and the 
matter becomes more urgent 
for me. 1 have never before 
come across a city where the 
mayor seemed to be unable to 
force a department to do a task 
that was so clearly urgent, or, 
for that matter, any task. 

I don’t want sympathy, I 
don't want explanations. 
Neither will stop my allergy 
symptoms and those of my 
neighbors. What I do ask, for 
about the hundredth time, is 
that the weeds along Cypress 
Street be cut, immediately, 
along the whole length of the 
street, and that in ensuing year 
they be cut automatically and 
without all this time-wasting 
between July 25 and Aug. 7.

Brandeis officials this week 
said the gift, valued at nearly 
$ 200 , 000 , will be used as a 
scholarship fund honoring the 
memory of Martha and Alex 
Braun of Chicago. The 
scholarships have been 
designated to help needy 
Brandeis students of high 
scholastic standard. When 
Mrs. Braun died in 1955, her 
will provided for a gift to 
Brandeis upon the death of 
three other beneficiaries. 
According to her request, the 


In 1958, then Brandeis 
President Abram L. Sachar 
and the University's Board of 
Trustees elected to turn down 
the offer if it ultimately came 
with religious preference or 
was discriminatory and 
restrictive in nature. 

Upon the death of the three 
life beneficiaries, the principal 
of Mrs. Braun's estate became 
available to Brandeis. The 
university then sought to 
remove the religious 
restriction in the will through 
petition to court. The Chancery 
Division of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County recently ruled in 
Brandeis' favor.

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Safely participating in daredevil sports

There are on this earth those rare people who can suc- 
1 cessfully take a simple idea and translate it into a concept 
. fromwhicheveryone can benefit. Such a man is C.R. "Sam" 

Weihe. Jr. of Needham. Weihe came from Pennsylvania to 
Massachusetts 22 years ago as a salesman of dishwashers 
; and dishwasher parts. 

. On his rounds he began to sec things wrong with the dish- 
washers. After attempting to improve the appliances he 
!found he was incurring the wrath of some major com- 
;panics. Undismayed Weihe founded his own company in 
;Newton, Adamation, Inc. Today, as chairman of the board, 

•he is still selling. 

What makes Weihe unique is that on his sales trips he 
doesn't wine and dine customers at expensive restaurants 
or hotels. Instead he invites out the prospective customer's 
whole family for a try at land sailing on a device he in¬ 
vented. 

He got the idea for a land sail boat after seeing an ice boat 
along Route 128. He examined the boat and says it seemed 
"logical to put the wheel on in place of a runner.” Weihe 
also discovered that by steering the boat from the back as 
opposed to steering it from the front, it became more 
maneuverable. 

The boat, which operates with the thrust of the wind, can 
be operated on "spaces as limited as tennis courts.” Sud¬ 
denly Weihe opened up a whole new area for participation 
in sports once unavailable to those who could not sail 
because of "fear of drowning" or a physical handicap. 

Weihe says that land sailing is not really a new idea, 
pointing out that there was land sailing going on on the flats 
of the Netherlands at the turn of the century and it was even 
popular in the Mojave desert. 

land sailing is a far cry from the three masted schooner, 
a tall ship, on which Weihe spent two years sailing to 
Europe upon graduating from Pennsylvania State Nautical 
School. 

The one time sailor was launched on the inventing portion 
of his career after taking his daughter to the Needham High 
School hill to teach her to ski. That was 17 years ago. As the 
lessons progressed, Weihe tired of climbing the hill and 
devised a miniature ski low set on the hill. 

Smiling as he recalled the incident, Weihe said that no 
sooner had he finished the ski tow “why, 30 kids literally 
came out of the woods" to use the "lift." He was ap¬ 
proached by the Park and Recreation Commissioner to through which people can learn to fly without getting 
build a ski tow that the town could use and as a result "hundreds of feet off the ground."

That was the beginning of Weihe's inventions to simplify 
the so-called "daring" sports such as sailing, hang-gliding, 
water skiing or snow skiing. He sees his inventions as an 
opportunity to help people participate in these sports, learn 
them more easily while enjoying recreational activities 


Surfing is another "daredevil" sport and Weihe pointed 
out that “kids learning to ride a surfboard in the water may 
have consumed thousands of dollars of gasoline.” So to 
conserve energy, he invented a surfing tow which is 
manually pulled. 

Conservation however, was not the only catalyst for the 
idea. Weihe had promised his grandchildren he would teach 
them to water ski. Taking them to the lake part of the

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mend the additional $47,000 be used to 
restore a psychologist, tutorial services, 
books and supplies, in-service staff 
training, and the Hale Reservation 
program. 

Superintendent Fink said he considered 
these “absolutely essential services" for 
the Metco students, although he could see 
that some School Committee members 
may disagree with the Hale Reservation 
program. 

Asked how he felt knowing that the 350 
students would be returning next week, 
Fink simply said, “I’m delighted." 

He related some concern from the 
parents of the Metco children who had- 
called during the summer to ask how 
much the children were really wanted 
here. 

The total Newton Metco budget will be 
$657,702 as the superintendent had 
planned to recommend Wednesday night. 

The total includes $191,597 for tran¬ 
sportation and bus monitors, $137,419 for 
the salaries of seven professionals and 
one secretary, $72,567 for other direct 
costs such as tutoring, books and sup¬ 
plies, and fringe benefits for employees, 
and $256,119 for the indirect costs of 
classroom instruction. 

Metco staff suit 

The additional funding from the state 
will only rehire one of the four Metco 
personnel who failed to get a preliminary 


injunction in Suffolk Superior Court last 
week that would have prevented the 
School Committee to lay them off. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine said he 
filed to two motions to dismiss the suit 
because it failed to join the state in the 
action and falied to name the School 
Committee as individuals. 

Juan Lovelace, the pshychologist in the 
suit, is in the superintendent’s new 
budget to be rehired, but social workers 
Lesley Christian and Jewell Bell and 
counselor Charlayne Murrell arc not 
included in the budget.

Boycotted meetings 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell was pleased with the state 
funding of the program here. 

Mandell and three other members of 
the conservative majority refused to 
attend two meetings on Metco in July 
because Paul Ash, one of the crucial 
members in their voting block, was out of 
the country. 

In June the Committee voted 5-4 to 
approve a Metco budget that would have 
cut $82,000 in direct services to the Metco 
children here, which was the amount of 
the shortfall in state funding from what 
was anticipated. 

State Secretary of Education Paul 
Parks and officials in the Bureau of 


Equal Educational Opportunity wanted 
Newton to accept the lower appropriation 
without cutting as many services, which 
would have meant Newton would receive 
less in reimbursement for indirect costs. 

The School Commitee members, 
backed by the superintendent and some 
aldermen, argued that the state should 
fully fund the program as it was intended 
when Metco began 10 years ago. 

Governor Dukakis last week dipped 
into his $4 million emergency account and 
got approval from the House and Senate 
Ways and Means committees to give 
Metco $150,000, which would bring the 
state budget up to $5.9 million. 

This was what Newton legislators and 
the State Department of Education had 
orginally asked for. 

Other communities with more than 100 
Metco pupils will receive some of the 
$150,000 extra in state funding. 

When the State Board of Education met 
Tuesday, it approved the Metco budgets 
as submitted by 39 communities, gave 
tentative approval to Newton’s budget, 
and did not approve budgets for 
Framingham or the Minuteman Regional 
Technical School district. 

Soterios Zoulus of the Educational 
Information Services bureau in the state 
Department of Education said the Board 
of Education also heard a positive report 
on the value of the state Metco program 
and the acheivements of the students.

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this year which states that each school 
student, whether or not a regular bus 
rider, must practice emergency 
evacuation from a school bus twice a 
year. 

Students will use the front and back 
doors during these drills and will not be 
required to exit from the four emergency 
windows in each bus, Pike said. 

A special bus will be making the rounds 
to each school to begin the drills with 
kindergarten children. 

School officials met this summer on the 
problem of bus riders jumping from the 
back of buses in the middle of traffic 
when the bus is stopped at a favorite 
intersection. 

School Committee member Honora 
Kaplan will report to the School Com¬ 
mittee the recommendations of her 
subcommittee on a bus pass system that 
would make bus riding safer for all 
students. 

Pike said that he is willing to use any 
pass system that may be needed to insure 
the safety of the children. 

It may slow down drivers if they oc¬ 
casionally have to check passes, but Pike 
said, "We'd take any amount of time, go 
to any expense for safety."

/Ml elementary school students live 
close enough to walk by the School 
Department standards, but for safety 
reasons some bus service is provided for 
Spaulding, Countryside, and Burr schools 
throughout the year, and some Un¬ 
derwood School students are bused in the 
winter. 

Under state law the School Deparment 
also provides bus service for any Newton 
child attending any Newton private 
school that is more than 1 H miles from 
the student's home. 

Those buses will begin service on Sept. 
9, and will run the same routes as last 
year, but there will be no buses for 
Solomon Schechter School which has 
moved out of town. 

James Cameron, assistant director of 
Support Services who coordinates the 
busing program, said it is his un¬ 
derstanding that each principal sent out 
each school’s bus schedule to each 
student. 

If a student has any question about the 
bus schedules the principal's office 
should be contacted. 

In preparation for carrying the 3000 
students for a cost of about $308,000, 
Cameron said, "Metropolitan has been 
very cooperative to insure safety, and Lt. 
Feeley and his office has worked very 
hard, also."

Homemade barbecue buns make good picnic 
sandwiches as well as an accompaniment for ham¬ 
burgers. hot dogs, fried chicken and luncheon salads.

Well, how was your summer? Perhaps 
you're wondering where it all went...and 
why you didn't take better advantage of 
those lovely hot days and balmy 
evenings, and here it is Labor day, the 
finale. 

Don’t be sad, make the most of it by 
planning a picnic. The advice given us 
has always been try to stay home on this 
holiday and forego dreary lines of traffic, 
short tempers and the like. Plan either a 
backyard cookout or head for a comer of 
a nearby field or the edge of a lake and 
make the most of your improvised out¬ 
door dining room. 

With food costs taking a bigger bite out 
of the family budget, why not treat the 
family to homemade sesame flavored 
barbecue buns. They're perfect for 
picnics and all kinds of feasts, a natural 
accompaniment for fried chicken, hot 
dogs, hamburgers-you name it! They’re 
made the Rapidmix method which 
eliminates the need to dissolve yeast. The 
dough may be made up and frozen until 
you are ready to use it-up to four weeks 
later. You mix and knead the dough, then 
shape it right away without letting it rise, 
cover and put in the freezer. Also, after 
buns are frozen, they may be stored in 
plastic bags in the freezer. Before baking 
the dough must be allowed to thaw and 
rise until double in bulk. Remember, 
buns bake in about half the time required 
for baking loaves of bread. 

If you're grilling out of doors, here are 
three great sauces which can be used all 
year 'round for basting steaks and chops 
on the outdoor grill or roasts in the oven. 
The Sweet 'N' Sour Sauce is a Polynesian- 
type blend of pineapple and green pepper 
which makes an excellent basting sauce 
for grilled fish, roast pork or spareribs. 
The Zesty barbecue Sauce is recom¬ 
mended for flank steak, lamb cubes or 
pork. Taste of Honey Sauce is excellent 


on beef kabobs, spareribs or pork chops. 
All three sauces store well in the 
refrigerator. Keep a batch of each on 
hand for impromptu barbecues. 

l.abor Day is tnily an unusual holiday 
when you realize it doesn’t honor any 
special historical event or pay tribute to 
any one person. You could say that Labor 
Day exists to remind us that this beautiful 
country’s strength exists because of the 
dedicated work of a great many men and 
women. So have a very pleasant labor 
Day! You’ve earned it! 

BARBECUE BUNS 
2 cups warm water (105 to 115 deg.) 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
4 cup sugar 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 cup softened margarine 
6 to 7 cups unsifted all purpose flour 
Measure warm water into large warm 
bowl. Sprinkle in yeast and stir until 
dissolved. Add sugar, salt, margarine 
and 3 cups flour. Beat until smooth. Add 
enough additional flour to make a soft 
dough. Turn out onto lightly floured 
board; knead until smooth and elastic, 
about 8 to 10 min. Place in greased bowl, 
turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in 
warm place, free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. Punch 
dough down; divide into 20 pieces. Form 
each piece into a smooth round ball. 
Place on greased baking sheets about 2 
inches apart; press to flatten. Cover; let 
rise in warm place, free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. If desired, 
brush rolls with a mixture of 1 egg white 
and 1 tablespoon cold water; sprinkle 
with sesame or poppy seed. Bake at 400 
degrees 15 to 20 min. or until done. 
Remove to wire racks. Yield 20.

1 pkg. (8 oz.) cream cheese 
Y« cup sugar 

1 egg 

2 tablespoons milk 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
4 teaspoon vanilla 

Cream butter; gradually add brown sugar and flour. 
Blend until mixture resembles commeal. Stir in pecans. 
Reserve 1 cup of mixture for topping. Press remainder onto 
bottom of an 8-inch square baking pan.

4 cup snipped fresh parsley 

1 tablespoon grated lemon peel 

2 tablespoons freshly squeezed lemon juice 
Lemon wedges 

Fry bacon slowly until crisp; drain, reserving bacon fat.

To serve, crumble bacon 
and sprinkle over scallops; garnish with lemon wedges.

Renee's ordeal may have paid off 




Tennis, skiing grow among teens

NEW YORK iUPI) - She 
merely wanted to make her 
point, Renee Richards said all 
along. She kept saying it over 
and over again. 

That was her only reason for 
subjecting herself to all the 
trauma, all the anxiety, all the 
harsh glare of publicity that 
came with her appearance in a 
big time tennis tournament. 
That’s what she said. 

Now that the world's most 
celebrated transsexual since 
Christine Jorgensen has made 
her point, I'm curious whether 
she's going to zip up her racket, 
retreat to the background and 
be content with playing in the 
small clubs forevermore. I 
doubt it seriously. 

Renee Richards, 1 believe, 
was sincere when she gave all 
her reasons for coming from 
California to play in the Tennis

Week Open at South Orange, 
N.J., last week. She said that 
as a transsexual she felt had a 
perfect right to compete as a 
woman, and she did that, going 
along fine until she simply 
gave out and was beaten by 17- 
yearold I-ea Antonoplis in the 
semifinals. 

What Renee Richards did 
last week was a great ordeal 
for her. Everywhere she went, 


people stared at her in 
cariosity. If you don't think 
something like that can chum 
up your insides, ask some of 
those individuals who make 
their living appearing in circus 
sideshows. Renee Richards 
didn't have to be told people 
were talking about her. She 
knew it. She also knew they 
were making jokes about her 
and when the matches were 
over and she was all by herself, 
how do you imagine she felt 
about that? 

To compound everything 
else, Renee Richards could 
hardly make a move without 
being surrounded by news 
reporters, radio reporters and 
television reporters. Reporters 
surrounding you everywhere 
you go can wear down even 
strong men, and if you doubt it, 
ask Hank Aaron or Roger 
Maris. 

For all this, Renee Richards, 


an amateur, didn't get a penny. 

"Renee didn't even ask for 
expenses," says Gene Scott, 
who promoted the Tennis Week 
Open. 

So in the end, all Renee 
Richards actually got was the 
satisfaction of being accepted 
as a woman, which is all she 
said she wanted in the 
beginning. Now that she has 
that satisfaction, you'd assume 
maybe she'd be happy to go 
back to her successful practice 
as an ophthalmologist and play 
in some of the small clubs near 
her Newport Beach, Calif., 
home. Don't assume that at all. 

There are a number of small 
clubs not too far from where 
she lives like the Lido Isle 
Tennis Club in Newport 
Harbor, the Santiago Tennis 
and Swim Club near Santa Ana 
and the Victoria Tennis Club 
outside San Bernardino, and 
maybe Renee Richards will 
show up at one or two of them, 


but I have a hunch she'll enter 
every possible tournament she 
can. or at least try to. 

Whether she admits it or not, 
she seems to like the publicity 
and all the controversy she has 
generated. She already has an 
agent and there's a book about 
her life in the works. 

Renee Richards has proved 
her point but I can easily un¬ 
derstand why she isn't in¬ 
terested in taking a chromo¬ 
some test. By refusing to do so, 
she continues to keep public 
curiosity alive. Is she or isn't 
she? Nothing intrigues people 
so much as curiosity about sex, 
and the only thing that in¬ 
trigues them more, it seems, is 
sex and athletics. Renee 
Richards is in an ideal position 
now to capitalize commercially 
on her sex change in many 
ways. The lecture circuit is 
only one of them. If her book 
goes over well, why not a 
movie? 


NEW YORK I UPI) - A 
survey by Boy's Life Magazine 
shows ihe fastest-growing 
sports among its male teen-age 
readers are tennis and skiing. 

Skiing zoomed 50 per cent 
and tennis 2.1 per cent over a 
similar survey in 1973. But 
tennis ranks only eighth on the 
list of sports to play or do and 


skiing is 25th. 

Camping and biking led with 
91 per cent, followed by: 
swimming (87 per cent), 
fishing 1 82 per cent), football 
(74 per cent), basketball (72 
per cent), baseball (71 per 
cent), tennis (49 per cent), 
shooting and bowling, (42 per 
cent each).

NFL players table contract offer

CHICAGO (UPI) - Pro 
football management's latest 
contract proposal has been 
tabled by National Football 
league player representatives 
and the players' group has 
called for continued 
bargaining. 

Failure of the player re¬ 
presentatives to take a stand 
on the contract, which was 
understood to include limits on 
the size of team squads, 
probably meant the owners 
would have to establish squad 
size at a meeting scheduled in 
New York today. 

There was a report that one 
of the points called for a squad 
limit of 43 with four players 
permitted on a taxi squad, 
while owners expected to set a 
40-player squad limit. 

NFL Players Association 
Executive Director Ed Garvey 
said the vote to table the 
proposal called for clarificaion 
of various points in the 
agreement. 

"What we do will have to be 
discussed with players around 
the league," Garvey said. "The 
representatives felt we needed 
to continue bargaining.” 

The vote, which neither 
Garvey nor NFLPA President 
Dick Anderson of the Miami 
Dolphins would announce, 
came Tuesday night during a 
10-hour meeting. The 
representatives discussed and 
voted individually on more 


than 30 articles in the proposed 
agreement. 

Anderson, who negotiated 
the proposal with Dan Rooney 
of the Pittsburgh Steelers and 
with the participation of NFL 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle, 
said he "favored the proposal. 

I thought it was something the 
players could live with and 
deal with." 

"I’m disappointed," he 
added. “I feel it was the best 
offer we're going to get. Now 
we'll have to go further and 
continue to negotiate." 

The executive commission of 
the association approved the 
proposal and submitted it to 
the player representatives. 

Garvey said one of the player 
representatives in the meeting 
said it was the job of the 
negotiators to "get the best 
possible offer they can get and 
if the representatives want to 
take it, they can." 

Terms of the proposal and 
bones of contention between 
the players and management 
were not released. 

Various points known to be 
included in the contract 
proposal were minimum 
salaries, preseason play, the 
application of the Rozelle Rule, 
moving expenses, pensions and 
medical insurance. 

Garvey said there was no 
discussion in the meeting of a 


possible strike nor was any 
date set for future negotiations. 

The players have not had a 
contract since 1974 and played 
without a contract for the last

Siderowf out to join immortals 


I.OS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Dick Siderowf, the British 
Amateur champion from West- 
port, Conn., was sweating 
profusely when his first round 
match in the U.S. Amateur was 
over — and it wasn't just 
because of the heat. 

"It was pretty hot but that 
wasn't the problem for me,” he 
said. "I just played awful and I 
don't know how to explain it." 

A suave stockbroker, Side¬ 
rowf picked off the British 
Amateur crown for the second 
time in his career at St. 
Andrews in June. 

He was extended to the final 
hole Tuesday before turning 
_ back Mike Barge of Fargo, 
N.D., 1-up as the 76th U.S. 
Amateur got under way at the 
Bel-Air Country Club in 90- 
degree temperatures. 

That allowed him to escape 
the same fate as Vinny Giles, 
the 1972 U.S. Amateur and 1975 
British Amateur king who 
came here as one of the 
favorites. The 33-year-old 
Giles, of Richmond, Va., was 
ousted by Don Reese on the 
20th hole when Reese sank a 
seven-foot birdie putt. 

"To beat such a great player 
as Vinny," said the beaming 
Reese, "is almost like winning 
the tournament." 

“1 played real well but he 
just won it on the 20th," said 
Giles. 

Siderowf two-putted from 15 
feet on the 18th hole and won 
his match when Barge failed to 
make a four-footer. But the 
winner scrambled in with a 12- 
over-par 82. 

"That was a long four-footer 
for him,” Siderowf said of 
Barge's putt. "But I don't know 
about my chances. I thought 


they were good when I came 
here but I didn’t hit a fairway 
all day. 1 don't look at myself 
as the man to beat now or 
yesterday, though. 

"There are simply too many 
good, young college players 
entered." 

Siderowf is one of only 14 
men who have won the British 
Amateur twice and he’s at¬ 
tempting to try to join the 
immortal Bobby Jones and 
three others as the only players 
to pocket both major amateur 
titles the same year. 

Reese, a Grosse lie, Mich., 
product who helped Troy 
(Ala.) State win the NCAA 
Division II team title this year, 
tuned up for his Giles match by 
playing 18 holes in the morning 
at the Riviera Country Club. 


"I like to play to warm up,” 
he explained. “I’m not going to 
worry about any letdown now. I 
feel super about winning. I 
hope I can win this tour¬ 
nament." 

Gary Cowan, a former two- 
time U.S. Amateur champ 
from Canada, didn't lose a hole 
in romping past David 
Richards of Chambersburg, 
Pa., 7 and 6. 

Cowan won the U.S. Am for 
the second time in 1971 and 
then decided not to play in the 
event for four years because he 
wanted to spend more free 
time with his family and at his 
insurance business. 

"This was the last year of my 
five-year exemption," said 


Cowan. "That’s not a bad 
reason for deciding to play this 
year, huh?" 

Ed Tutwiler of Indianapolis, 
at 57 the oldest player in the 
200-man field, beat 20-year-old 
San Diego State Junior Matt 
Ellison of Ventura, Calif., 4 and 
3 while Doug Clarke, 17, La 
Jolla, Calif., winner of the 
Trans-Mississippi Amateur a 
month ago at Pebble Beach, 
Calif., got past Randall Mahar 
of Beaverton. Ore., 3 and 2. 

Former San Francisco 49ers’ 
quarterback John Brodie beat 
Aldo Butera of Danbury, 
Conn., with a par on the 23rd 
hole and then said, “This is a 
lot like football because you 
have to pay attention or you're 
in trouble.”

Home 
owners 
are ahead 

Ken Fischer cleared away 
stacks of home listings from 
his desk at a suburban Tampa, 

Fla., real estate office and 
leaned back in his chair. 

"Frankly,” he said, "the 
only way to stay ahead of 
housing prices is to own. The 
problem is coming up with the 
initial investment." 

The nation's real estate and 
home development industries 
— bogged down by the recent 
recession — is showing a 
steady recovery as more and 
more persons seek to invest in 
homes. 

In many areas, older homes 
are being snapped up as soon 
as they go on the market. New 
homes are selling with equal 
elan. 

Florida is back on its way to 
a real estate boom, Atlanta is 
slowly rebuilding its real estate 
market and sales are strong in 
such areas as Chicago, New 
York, Boston, San Francisco 
and I/OS Angeles. 

Rural real estate sales also 
seem to be picking up. 

Bob Swift, real estate editor 
for the Miami Herald, said real 
estate advertising volume has 
been "a lot better than I ex¬ 
pected so far this year ... The 
advertising volume isn't as 
good as two years ago, but it’s 
bouncing back sooner than I 
thought it would." 

Several Miami-area realtors 
also said there was no lack of 
buyers and that most homes 
seldom remained on the 
market more than four to six 
weeks. 

Centra! Florida home sales 
were picking up after a serious 
slump. Sales in the $30,000 
range have leveled off, accord¬ 
ing to a spokesman for 
developers. The spokesman 
said sales are picking up best 
in the $35,000 to $50,000 range — 
and are coming up strong in the 
$15,000 to $60,000 range. 

Most buyers, the spokesman 
said, are "older, established 
families who’ve been married 
five to seven years ... 

"Young people are priced out 
of the market right now." 

Atlanta still suffers the 
lingering effects of recession, 
according to Atlanta Constitu¬ 
tion business editor DeWitt 
Rogers, but business is picking 
up somewhat. 

Hutch Jordan of Fourteen 
West Realty Co. in Atlanta’s 
Morningside area says the 
slump appears to be ending 
there. Most of the homes listed 
by Fourteen West are 20 to 60 
years old and they are selling 
well. 

"Our houses here sell in a 
week or two from the date 
they’re listed," he said. But he 
added that suburban realtors 
have houses on the market 
much longer. 

Jordan says most buyers are 
established younger couples — 
lawyers, government workers 
and other professionals. 

"A lot of them have been 
looking for a long time," he 
said. 

In the Chicago area, older 
homes offered for sale are 
moving well and new develop¬ 
ments surveyed report steady 
sales. 

"Mortgage assumptions and 
contract sales are in big 
demand,” said one suburban 
Mount Prospect, Ill., realtor- 
la wyer. "A lot of young people 
really want to get a home and 
build equity but they can't 
come up with the initial down 
payment. 

"There's a lot of interest in 
renting with an option f to buy t. 
Listings for rent-options 
seldom last more than a week. 

"The outright sales of older 
homes also are going particu¬ 
larly well, though most are 
being purchased by older 
couples," he said. "A lot of 
them have been saving for a 
long time. Others already had 
homes and are moving up or 
relocating." 

In the 1-os Angeles area, 
realtors are enthusiastic. 

Dale Townsend of the Los 
Angeles Times classified 
advertising department says 
ad volume is slightly down be¬ 
cause houses “are selling so 
fast developers can't keep 
listings." 

A spokesman for the San 
Francisco Board of Retailers 
reports sales of existing homes 
up sharply and prices climbing 
fast.

MITLA PASS, Sinai (UPI) - Greg 
Burris was leaning back in a chair and 
smoking a cigarette when the first 
squawk came over the monitor box at the 
American watch station. 

The 20-year-old college dropout from 
Garland, Tex., squashed out his 
cigarette, picked up a pair of binoculars 
and looked down from his hilltop post at 
the yellow sands of Mitla Pass. 

It was only a jcepload of U.N. soldiers 
traveling east from Checkpoint Mike. 
Burris shook his headful of shoulder- 
length hair and sat back again. 

The first anniversary of the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace agreement today was 
just another day for the 170 American 
men and women monitoring the accord 
from seven surveillance posts in the 
barren Sinai Desert. 

"It was exciting at first but it didn't 
take long to get over that," Burris said. 
"I used to be relieved every time we had 
a false alarm but now its nothing more 
than routine.” 

Burris, who joined the U.N. Sinai Field 
Mission two months ago after dropping 
out of Richland Junior College in Dallas, 
said he tries not to think about what 
would happen if war breaks out again in 
the Sinai. 

"It's entered everybody’s mind," he 

Lie detector 
tests taken 

Battle in 
R.l. over 
federal 
bench 


PROVIDENCE, R.l. (UPI) 

— Businessman Richard F. 
Chipperfield's challenge to 
presidential nominee Herbert 
I*’. DeSimone, who is being 
considered for the federal 
bench, is part of a continuing 
financial clash between the two 
men. 

Results were expected today 
on lie detector tests taken by 
Chipperfield and three associ¬ 
ates who last week accused 
DeSimone of extortion in 
testimony before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee in Wa- 
_ shington. 

The tests by Raymond S. 
August Inc., a Boston poly¬ 
graph outfit, will be made 
public because the four partici¬ 
pants signed waivers. 

They are seeking to block 
confirmation of President 
Ford's nomination of 
DeSimone to the U.S. District 
Court in Providence. 

The appointment also was 
opposed by the American Bar 
Association, the second time in 
a decade the ABA has taken 
such action against a presiden¬ 
tial judicial appointee. 

A vote is expected after the 
labor Day congressional re¬ 
cess. Any delay beyond the 
planned Oct. 2 congressional 
adjournment would nullify the 
appointment. 

Chipperfield testified last 
week he was threatened 
through an intermediary with 
bodily injury in 1975 if he did 
not repay a $35,000 loan from 
American Bank and Trust Co. 
of North Providence. 
DeSimone was the attorney for 
the bank. 

The intermediary, John R. 
McGarry of Providence, was 
one of those to take the tests. 

State police last week told 
the committee it had found no 
evidence of an extortion at¬ 
tempt by DeSimone. However, 
George Bibbcy of Providence, 
a private investigator hired by 
Chipperfield, said Tuesday the 
committee refused to hear 
tapes proving the allegations. 

Subsequent to the alleged 
extortion attempt, DeSimone 
was hired by Posi-Seal 
International Inc. to defend the 
company in a $461.37 million 
lawsuit brought by Chip¬ 
perfield and Stanton Saunders 
of Pawcatuck, Conn., Chip¬ 
perfield said Tuesday. 

Chipperfield’s lawsuit, now 
pending in U.S. District Court, 
alleges the current principals 
of Posi-Seal took the company 
illegally from him through a 
1971 reorganization. He lost the 
first round of litigation in a 
March 15, 1972 decision by the 
2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New York. 

Chipperfield founded Posi- 
Seal in 1966 and masterminded 
its unique type of hydraulic 
valve into a multimillion dollar 
product. 

Chipperfield was urged to 
press liis case and his charges 
initially were aired by John It. 
A.salone Jr. of Coventry, a 
home builder and self-styled 
"citizen's advocate" who said 
he was a Posi-Seal stockholder 
at one time. 


said. "There's always a chance of war. 
But you've got to put it in the back of your 
mind. You can’t let it worry you." 

Burris, wearing the U.S. mission's 
bright orange jacket over a pair of red 
swim trunks, said he likes his work at the 
Mitla West watch station, nicknamed 
Caddo Mountain after a peak back in 
Texas. 

"I really enjoy it," he said, stretching 
out his sandaled feet. "It's got problems 
like anything else. But it isn't rough as I 
was told it would be." 

Burris earns $1,400 a month tax free 
plus a 20 per cent bonus if he sticks it out 
for 18 months. He works 60 hours a week 
but he gets a week off every 21 days. 

He lives in a carpeted, motelstyle 
room, down to a bottleopener in the 
bathroom, at Buffer City, an air- 
conditioned base camp put up by the 
builders of the Holiday Inn chain. 

He can buy quality Scotch at $2 a bottle 
in the PX, attend free movies, play tennis 
on two lighted courts and hustle his 
buddies on a pair of pool tables. 

But boredom remains a big problem for 
all but the 10 women, mostly in their 20s 
and 30s.

"I think I'll stay forever," she said, 
sitting on a comfortable sofa in the main 
lounge.

Police said Tuesday they were 
preparing sketches of a man and a 
woman who toured the castle museum 
last week and asked a lot of questions 
about security. 

Thieves stole a Seventh Century 
tapestry, paintings, sculptures, 15th 
Century metal works, books of Gregorian 
chants and 17th Century Italian 
manuscripts from the 56-room castle. 


Police Tuesday questioned museum 
caretaker Russ Woodward. 

"We're covering all bases. Everybody 
is a suspect," said Gloucester Det. Jerry 
Gouliart. "As it looks right now, it looks 
like a pro job. They (the thieves) were 
very selective." 

"We also have good sets of fingerprints 
from areas where large paintings and 
tapestries were taken down from the 
walls of the museum and these are going 
to be compared with FBI and state police 
files," said police Lt. John Cronin, in 
charge in the investigation. 

Officials have declined to give an of¬ 
ficial estimate of the value of the stolen 
items. Museum curator Naomi Kline said 


she hoped to finish an inventory of the 
castle’s art objects by Wednesday. 

One of the stolen paintings, "Madonna 
of Divine I/>ve” which was painted by the 
Italian master Raphael in the late 15th 
Century, was valued at $50,000. 

The castle, surrounded by a moat and 
with a drawbridge, was built by the radio 
and electronics inventor John Hays 
Hammond Jr. more than 50 years ago. 
The castle houses a $10,000 pipe organ 
Hammond built himself and is frequently 
used for organ recitals. 

Police theorized the thieves or an ac¬ 
complice attending a recital Saturday 
night could have hidden in one of many of 
the castle's dark rooms. 


Everyone has a story about Judge Hugh Bownes 


' CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - Just about 
anyone who has ever seen New Hamp¬ 
shire’s only federal judge in action has a 
favorite story about Hugh Bownes. 

Like the time Bownes sat patiently in 
his U.S. District Court listening to a 15 
minute, overly-complicated argument 
from a young lawyer. Bownes leaned 
forward, fixed the attorney with a steely 
gaze, and said: "What you mean is..." — 
reducing the argument to one brief 
sentence. 

Not all the stories bring a smile to 
Bownes, 56, a native of New York City, 
who has weathered several political 
storms over rulings that outraged the 


more conservative elements in New 
Hampshire politics. 

Among the rulings were decisions 
backing the right to cover the state motto 
"live Free or Die" on license plates and 
supporting recognition of a homosexual 
students organization at the University of 
New Hampshire. 

The judge also drew fire earlier this 
year for saying prayer in public schools 
approved by the New Hampshire 
Legislature was "patently un¬ 
constitutional." 

But Bownes does not see himself as an 
"activist" judge. 

"I find the term ‘activist’ elusive,” he 


said in an interview published in the 
September issue of Yankee Magazine. 
“For exampje, no one is more con¬ 
servative or careful to follow precedent 
than (Boston federal) Judge (W. Arthur) 
Garrity. He got stuck with the (busing) 
case — few judges would have taken the 
time to write the decision he wrote." 

"I admire particularly the way he has 
stood up as a man and a human being 
under the stress that he is continually 
subjected to," Bownes said. 

"We had word that workers from 
surrounding towns planned to invade the 
campus. If it had not been for Kent State, 
there would have been no restriction at 
all," he said.

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A new restaurant comes to Faneuil Hall 


The Magic Pan Creperie has opend its second fine 
restaurant in Boston in the historic Quincy Market Building 
at the Faneuil Hall Marketplace behind City Hall. 

Famous for its 21 varieties of entree and dessert crepes, 
the original Magic Pan began in San Francisco in 1965, and 
was so named because of the unique patented rotating 
wheel that makes lacy-thin crepes upside down on a pan 
that serve as ^Tappings for delicious fillings. 

The new Quincy Market Buildings restaurant has opened 
on the 150th anniversary of this historic building and the 
beginning of the revitilization of the old Faneuil Hall 
Marketplace. 

Once a thriving food mart in the 19th centruy, and the 
architectural pride of Boston, the Market and its adjacent 
structures fell into disrepair in the 1950’s. Now with care 
and meticulous restoration the market will once again be a 
vibrant site for restaurants, sidewalk cafes, boutiques and 
food stores on three levels inside the building, and outdoors 
under the weatherproof glass canopies. 

In keeping with the rich architectural heritage of the 
Quincy Market building, the decor of the new Magic Pan is 
set within exposed granite and brick with beamed ceilings, 
handsome European antiques and lithographs. The in¬ 
formal atmosphere is enhanced with fresh flowers on every 
table, an abundance of plants and trees, polished wood 
floors and colorful fabrics. 

Entree selections include Crepe St. Jacques — scallops, 
shrimp and sliced mushrooms in a bechamel sauce with 
Gruyere cheese; Beef Bourguignon — tender cubes of beef 
simmered in a hearty wine sauce; Chicken Elegante — 
richly flavored creamed chicken in crepes, topped with 
Parmesan cheese; and Steak Kebab and mushroom crepe 

— steak chunks marinated in white wine on a skewer, with 
bacon, onion, tomato, muchrooms, and green peppers, 
served with a crisp spinach salad. 

There are also crepes which embrace deliciously 
prepared vegetables, such as soufleed spinach sprinkled 
with Parmesan cheese, or Crepes Ratatouille, a blend of 
zucchini, tomatoes, eggplant and other garden vegetables 
carefully seasoned and simmered, and then folded in a 
crepe. 

Each day the Magic Pan prepares fresh batches of 
homemade soups, and mouth-watering dessert crepes that 
envelope ice cream and fresh fruits. 

Some favorite desserts — each a special taste experience 

— are Strawberry Supreme — fresh strawberries and 
brown sugar with sour cream or fresh whipped cream; 
Crepes Beignet - crepes delicately crisped and twisted, 
served in a basket with a cup of hot branched chocolate 


sauce to dip in; and Crepe a la Mode - ice cold vanilla ice 
cream, wrapped in a hot crepe and served with bittersweet 
chocolate shavings on top. 

Cocktails and table wines are available, and there are 
accommodations for private parties. 

The restaurant is open Monday-Saturday from 11:30 
a.m.-midnight, and on Sunday for brucnh from 11:30 a.m. to 
3 p.m. and dinner from 3-10 p.m. 

John Lehman, manager of the new Magic Pan in the 
historic Quincy Market Building at Faneuil Hall Market¬ 
place, has selected a few crepes from the menu and adapted 
the recipes for use at home. 

Your first festive crepe dinner menu includes Shrimp 
Gourmet Crepes and Crepes Ratatouille accompanied by a 
crisp, green salad and a dry white wine. For dessert: 
Strawberry Crepes Supreme. The recipes follow. 

BASIC CREPE RECIPE 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
14 cups milk 

3 eggs 
Pinch of salt 

4 cup oil or melted butter 
(for frying the crepes) 

Sift the flour and salt together into a mixing bowl. Add 
eggs and mix together thoroughly (the mixture will form a 
thick paste). Add milk gradually and beat thoroughly until 
the mixture is smooth. The batter will have the consistency 
of heavy cream. Let batter stand for 2 hours before using. 

Brush a hot crepe pan with the butter or oil. Pour in ap¬ 
proximately 14 to 2 tablespoons of batter, depending upon 
the size of the pan. Tip the pan to coat it with a thin layer of 
batter. When the crepe is golden brown (about 1 minute) 
turn it and brown the other side. Continue cooking crepes, 
adding oil or butter to the pan when needed. Makes 12 to 14 
crepes, 6 to 64 inches in diameter. 

Note: You do not need a special crepe pan, though they 
are nice to have. Any 8-inch slope-sided skillet will do, and 
teflon coating aids in easy turning. Crepes may be frozen 
for later use by placing a piece of waxed paper in between 
each. 

SHRIMP GOURMET CREPES 
1 cup finely diced onion 
4 cup butter 
1 cup flour 
4 cups milk 
4 cup sherry 
1 lb. cooked shrimp 
12 cooked crepes 

Saute the onion in butter until soft Stir in flour and cook 


until golden. Slowly add the milk, stirring constantly. Cook 
until sauce is smooth and thick. Stir in sherry. Stir in 
shrimp. Place 4 cup of shrimp mixture in center of each 
crepe. Fold sides over center to enclose filling. Arrange 
rolled crepes in baking dish and spoon remaining shrimp 
mixture over the middle of the rolled crepes. Heat under 400 
degree F. broiler for a minute or two and serve. Six ser¬ 
vings (two crepes per serving). 

RATATOUILLE CREPES 
4 cup olive oil 
1 large onion, slices 
1 green pepper, cubed 

1 eggplant, peeled, cubed 

2 small zucchini, cut into 4 -Inch slices 
1 can (1 lb. 12 oz.) tomatoes 

Salt and pepper 
1 large clove garlic, crashed 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
4 teaspoon oregano leaves 
6 cooked crepes 

Saute the onion slices in the olive oil until they are 
transparent. Add the eggplant and green peppers and cook 
for five minutes. Next add the tomatoes, zucchini, garlic, 
parsley and oregano. Add salt and pepper to taste. Simmer 
about 20 minutes uncovered. Spoon mixture onto center of 
six crepes. Fold side over center to enclose filling. Place on 
oven-proof dish and heat under 400 degree broiler for a 
minute or two and serve. Six servings. 

STRAWBERRY CREPE SUPREME 
6 cups sliced fresh strawberries (reserve 6 
whole berries for garnish) 

4 cup brown sugar 
1 cup sour cream or whipped cream 
Powdered sugar 
4 cup brown sugar 
6 cooked crepes 

For best results, slice the berries no more than an hour or 
two ahead of serving time. It is important not to bruise the 
berries or allow them to go mushy. Toss the sliced 
strawberries very gently with 4 cup brown sugar. At 
serving time, place 1 cup of sliced, sweetened berries in 
center of each crepe. Top each serving with 2 tablespoons of 
sour cream or whipped cream. Sprinkle 1 tablespoon brown 
sugar (per serving) over cream. Fold sides of crepe over 
center to enclose filling. Sprinkle a little powdered sugar 
over the filled crepes. Top each crepe with 1 tablespoon 
sour or whhipped cream. Sprinkle 1 teaspoon brown sugar 
over each serving and top with a whole strawberry. Six 
servings. 


This railroad is offering 
commuters vans if they 
will quit taking the train 


‘ SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Southern Pacific Railroad 
is offering its commuter pass¬ 
engers 1,000 free vans if they 
will quit taking the train. 

The project would cost the 
railroad $6 million to get out of 
the commuter business. 

The railroad, which claims it 
is losing $9 million a year on 
the commuter run between San 
Francisco and San Jose, 
handed out kits explaining its 
idea to the regular 8,000 
commuters this week. 

SP said it would buy up to 
1,000 new eight-passenger vans 
and turn them over to the 
commuters. Each regular SP 
commuter would then become 


one-eighth owner of a van. The 
eight people who get a van 
would have to share fuel, 
maintenance and insurance 
expenses. 

"Commuters using vanpools 
would pay less than they do 
now for rail fares and save 
even more in future years," 
explained SP vice president 
Alan D. DeMoss. "They would 
also save both time and money 
because vanpools can provide 
door-to-door service "

Busing-issue in 9th District race 


BOSTON (UPI) - South 
Boston probation officer 
Robert "Peaches” Flynn 
counts on diehard anti-busing 
sentiment gripping the Boston 
dominated Ninth 
Congressional District to help 
oust his neighbor the 
congressman in the state's 
September primary. 

But the odds and traditions of 
the district virtually assure 
two-term Democrat J. Joseph 
"Moakley of a third 24-month 
tour in Congress. 

Moakley is expected to easily 
deflect the Sept. 14 challenge 
by Flynn, 37, as well as the 
assault of three minor 
challengers in November. 

The relationship between 
congressmen from the 
predominantly Irish district 
and the voters in the three- 
decker houses along tree-lined 


streets traditionally has been a 
close one. Moakley’s home 
phone number is in the 
telephone book. 

And the tight knit neighbor¬ 
hood where nick names are 
common, likes its politicians 
familiar. Voters returned John 
W. McCormack to Washington 
without interruption for 45 
years. 

After a two-year interlude in 
which McCormack’s 1970 
retirement left political suc¬ 
cession clouded, Moakley has 
emerged as the power to be 
reckoned with. 

The 49-year-old ex-state 
senator wrestled Louise Day 
Hicks and lost in 1970. But he 
returned two years later to 
successfully campaign as an 
independent against Mrs. 
Hicks, ending her 
congressional career after one 


term. 

Moakley's campaign 
manager in that race, Patrick 
Henry McCarthy, 30, served 
three years as an assistant 
before leaving to tackle nine- 
term Democrat James A. 
Burke in the neighboring 
Eleventh Congressional 
District. 

Some observers see that 
primary race as the strongest 
challenge to an incumbent 
among Massachusetts 12 con¬ 
gressional districts. 

Although Moakley appears 
certain of victory, he cam¬ 
paigns as always, looking back 
over his shoulder. He “never 
really stopped campaigning," 
says campaign manager Jim 


O'Leary. 

The "district includes 13 of 
Boston's 22 wards and stret¬ 
ches into seven suburban towns 
to which many of the district's 
whites have fled to escape a 
court-ordered school busing 
plan. 

Moakley opposes busing and 
federal financial assistance for 
abortions, but his Democratic 
primary opponent uses the 
issues nonetheless. Flynn 
wants a constitutional 
amendment to end school 
busing for school 
desegregation. 

‘"Motion’s’ Moakley...has 
just gone through the motions 
for us," Flynn argues. "He 


hasn’t done the right thing by 
the city of Boston or the 
suburbs." 

"I’d vote my constituency," 
Flynn says. 

Moakley opposes busing but 
walks a narrow line to continue 
support in the black neighbor¬ 
hoods and the more liberal 
suburbs included in his diverse 
district. 

"I've done what I can do on it 
(busing)," Moakley says. His 
campaign manager agrees. 

"I think the time has passed 
when a candidate can get up 
and say ‘I'm antibusing’ and 
just get elected on that basis," 
0'I.eary says. 

Despite Moakley’s hopes that 
the anti-busing candidate will 


stumble, he does face more of a 
contest this year than two 
years ago. In 1974, Moakley 
had no primary opposition and 
he defeated a candiate from 
the U.S. I-abor party by almost 
nine-to-one. 

In addition to facing Flynn in 
September, Moakley must 
overcome opposition in 
November from Republican 
Robert G. Cunningham, 25, 
who unsuccessfully cam¬ 
paigned for Westwood 
selectman; James MacWarren 
of Boston, campaigning on the 
Socialist Workers ticket; and 
Joseph M. O'Loughlin, of West 
Roxbury, a former state 
representative campaigning as. 
an independent.

R.l.schools set to 
open next week 

PROVIDENCE, R.l. (UPI) - School bells ring 
classrooms open across Rhode Island next Wednesday with 
the threat of teacher strikes considerably diminshed from a 
year ago. 

With the opening of school one week away, eight of 39 
communities have not finalized contracts. Three are in 
various stages of ratification and three have serious 
deadlocks. 

"We’re hoping for no strikes but we’re closely watching 
two districts, Westerly and Ponaganset (the Foster- 
Glocester regional school system). We expect the others 
will be settled before schools open," Ronald L. DiOrio, 
president of the Rhode Island Education Association, said 
Tuesday 

a His group represents teachers in all of the unsettled 
districts. 

l.ast year, strikes in 13 communities disrupted education 
for more than 70,000 public school studecoOd ’kout affecting 
4,500 students at Fthode Island Junior College. 

Fourteen teachers — eight from Pawtucket and six from 
Woonsocket — were jailed in contempt of court last Sep¬ 
tember for repeated defiance of back-to-work orders. 

"The disruptions last year had a salutary effect and 
stimulated school committees and teachers' organizations 
to come to agreement and solve their differences earlier 
this year," said Dr. William P. Robinson, associate state 
commissioner of education. 

“Many of the new contracts signed last year are multi¬ 
year contracts and didn't run out this year. Nobody likes 
strikes,” Robinson said. "They're bad for kids, as are 
make-up days." 


Tear gas clouds thoughts of 
peaceful busing in Louisville 


Hopes for a peaceful 
resumption of school busing in 
Louisville, Ky., vanished in 
clouds of tear gas Tuesday 
night. 

An antibusing protest 
erupted on the eve of the 
second year of a busing 
desegregation program. 

But Dayton, Ohio, officials 
moved a public awareness 
program on busing into high 
gear hoping to avert similar 
problems when schools there 
open Thursday and Cleveland 
officials prepared an appeal of 
a school desegregation order. 

Today, some 20,000 black and 
white children, 2,000 more than 
last year, were bused to better 
mix their races in the 
Louisville-Jefferson County 
area's 165 schools. 

Tuesday night, police fired 
tear gas to disperse antibusing 
protesters among the 1,000 
persons who marched along 
Preston Highway near 
Southern High School. Police 
said the gas was used only 
after about 200 persons set 
bonfires along the highway and 
refused to disperse after the 
march. 

The crowd retreated to a 
shopping center across the 
highway from the school, the 


scene of similar violence last 
year. 

Some demonstrators picked 
up canisters and tossed them 
back at the policemen. 

Six persons were taken into 
police custody. Two were later 
released without charge. 

There were 638 arrests 
between Sept. 4, 1975, begin¬ 
ning the fall term, and Jan. 1, 
1976 in connection with an¬ 
tibusing demonstrations in 
Louisville, mainly in an area 
south of the city limits.

The announcement was 
made by Consumer Affairs 
Secretary Christine Sullivan 
and Gov. Michael S. Dukakis at 
the governor’s weekly cabinet 
meeting Tuesday. 

The governor said the course 
could help homeowners save 
an average of $138 a year on 
their fuel bills by teaching 
them how and where to apply 
insulation, caulking and 
weather stripping to their 
homes. 

Financial support for the 
program will be a $215,000 
grant from the Federal Energy 
Administration, the first of its 
kind awarded by the FEA. 

The courses will be taught by 
industrial arts or science 
teachers who first will attend a 
regional training session of 
Project Conserve, a state 
energy program begun earlier 
this year. 

On a related matter, the 


cabinet also discussed plans by 
the Department of Public 
Utilities to reform the state's 
electric rate structure and 
conserve electric power. 

The plans, outlined by Public 
Utilities Commissioner Harold 
J. Keohane, called for peak 
load pricing, a system in which 
the price of power varies ac¬ 
cording to the time of day. The 
price is highest at periods of 
peak demand and lowest when 
demand is low.

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McGrath and DeNucci square off for primary

The main bout of the Democratic 
primary election is a rematch between 
State Rep. Richard McGrath and his 
opponent of two years ago,Joseph 
DeNucci. 

McGrath beat DeNucci by four votes in 
the 1974 primary and went on to beat 
Republican William Matthews to become 
state representative from the 16th 
District. 

Although DeNucci supported McGrath 
in the 1974 general election, the four-vote 
loss caused hard feelings that have 
persisted through two years and at times 
seem to have replaced any difference in 
substance between the two men. 

The McGrath-DeNucci contest has 
caused strange splits in the Democratic 
party here. 

McGrath, elected an alderman in the 


tide of liberalism that swept into the 
Board a few years ago, has lost the 
support of many of his liberal colleagues. 

Aid. David Cohen, who is very active in 
party politics, and Aid. Terry Morris 
have publicly endorsed DeNucci, and 
State Rep. David Mofenson has declared 
his support of DeNucci. 

The difference in personal style bet¬ 
ween the two men may be the deciding 
factor, not the difference in what they 
believe. 

McGrath is somewhat flamboyant in 
appearance and speech, and is given to 
shouting when he is aroused by an issue. 
DeNucci in public is soft-spoken and 
reserved. 

McGrath's recent involvement with 
payroll records removed from City Hall 
files has hurt his image and cut into the 
support of many who agree with his intent 


but dislike his somewhat headlong ap¬ 
proach. 

DeNucci, a member of Newton's Youth 
Commission, has been involved with 
young people for a long time. As a 
legislative aide at the State House, he 
filed several bills to improve the lot of 
youth under the care of the state. 

One of DeNucci s major issues in this 
election is financial. He would work for 
"sensible priorities" in the state budget, 
he says, and criticizes McGrath for 
wanting to increase paid legislative staff 
and the salaries of legislators. 

He would work for the graduated in¬ 
come tax and for a reduction in age for 
tax abatements. 

DeNucci says he would support 
regional recycling and resource recovery 
facilities but is opposed to the banning of 
nonreturnable bottles because he feels it 
would add to unemployment. 


DeNucci supports the Metco program, 
but would vote to assure full state funding 
of all mandatory school programs. He 
believes that "if we keep rejecting 
voluntary programs, the state might 
interfere." He is opposed to any forced 
busing 

DeNucci says he will be a full-time 
legislator. 

McGrath, after being a state 
representative for two years, says one of 
his priorities in the next two years would 
be to make changes in the rules of the 
House. He docs not like the dispensing of 
committee chairmanships to those 
representatives who follow the leader¬ 
ship's orders in voting. 

This week McGrath and five other 
Democratic representatives announced 
that they will not accept campaign

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Tax rate hike 
less than $7 


The Finance Committee last night 
(Thursday) was to decide not whether 
there will be an increase in taxes but how 
much it will be. 

The city administration has asked the 
Beard of Aldermen to approve the use of 
$1.2 million from surplus funds to adjust 
the tax rate for fiscal year 1976-77. 

If the Finance Committee and the full 
Board go along with this recom¬ 
mendation, the tax rate will increase 
$7.20 over last year’s $15 per thousand 
dollars of assessed valuation. 

But many aldermen, including Finance 
Committee Chairman Sidney Small, want 
to use more and have a smaller increase. 
Small said this week he would suggest 
that Mayor Theodore Mann and the 
Board of Assessors use $1.5 or $1.6 million 
so the tax increase then would be $6.40 or 
less. 

Small and Finance Committee vice- 
chairman Richard Bullwinkle both have 
asked for figures on money expected to 
conic into the city that is not listed in the 
mayor's presentation. 

For example, Small said, there will be 
at least $100,000 and possibly $400,000 
returned to the city by the School 
Department. Also not calculated into the 
appropriation request is the $1 million 


less the city will have to pay out next year 
as the result of retiring a three-year bond. 

In addition, there will probably be an 
extension of the federal revenue-sharing 
act that may mean $1 million or more to 
Newton in the next fiscal year. 

Besides the practical aspect of keeping 
the tax increase as low as possible, some 
aldermen do not want to allow the mayor 
to accumulate a large surplus for next 
year, when he will very likely be running 
for his third term as mayor. 

For fiscal 1973-74, which was an Id- 
month transitional fiscal year to get onto 
the state fiscal cycle of July-June, Mayor 
Mann achieved a $5 reduction in the tax 
rate. 

The mayor was reelected in 1973, and 
the tax rate increased $15.80 the following 
year. 

The Finance Committee cannot in¬ 
crease the amount to be used from sur¬ 
plus, but can only recommend by 
resolution to the mavor and the Board of 
Assessors that a higher figure be used. 

The tax rate cannot be set officially 
until after the Board of Aldermen votes 
Sept. 20 and the state approves whatever 
figure the Board of Assessors submits. 

Tax bills must be mailed by Oct. 1.

lowered its offer of funding to the city. 

In a prepared speech Mayor Theodore 
Mann lauded the efforts of Newton’s five 
state legislators who worked hard to 
convince the governor to give the state 
program for 3000 students $150,000 more. 

Newton received $47,000 more for its 
350 students who are bused here volun¬ 
tarily. 

The restored program here includes 
seven professional staff, one secretary, 
the Hale Reservation outdoor education 
program, and tutorial and curriculum 
development services. 

The Metco bus contract was approved 
for $165,651 with the Bob Charles Tran¬ 
sportation Company of Brookline, who 
was the low bidder. 

The bid was $5,333 less than last year's 
contract, and the surplus transportation 
money was returned to the state. The bus 
program also has eight monitors at a cost 
of $25,920. 

School Committee member Honora 
Kaplan also thanked the governor, the 
legislators, and the mayor for the work in 
saving the program. 

Some Metco personnel not rehired after 
last year have filed suit against the 
School Committee to have their jobs 
restored, but it is not known when the 
case will be heard in Middlesex Superior 
Court. 

The Committee also unanimously voted 
to set $3000 aside in a new account to rent 
swimming pool space in the Boston 
College and Waltham Boy's Club from 
Oct. 1 to Oct. 29. 

The Division of Support Services 
received an option to renew the rental of 
the pools until Jan. 1 if the construction 
work on the Newton North pool is not 
completed. 

The Newton North and Newton South 
swim teams will use the Gath Pool in 
September from 2-5 p.m. The other pools 
will be rented from 6:30 to 8 a.m. 

The money will come from the regular 
program instruction salary account. The 
estimated cost of $2,430 through the end of 
October will increase $85 per day for each 
additional day.

Nahanton Woods 'held;' 
more talk Monday 


A switch from denial to "hold" by the 
Land Use Committee leaves the 
Nahanton Woods condominium project 
still a topic of discussion. 

The changed recommendation was 
reported at Tuesday night’s meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen, and Nahanton 
Woods will probably be gone over again 
at next Monday's meeting of the Land 
Use Committee in conjunction with a 
discussion of the major parcels zoning 
amendment in preparation by the 
Planning Department. 

The reason for the decision to hold the 
matter rather than deny the petitions for 
zone change and permissive use to build 
is that, under the new state zoning 
enabling act, the adverse vote by the 
Planning Board would prevent resub- 
inission of the petitions for two years. 

According to Land Use Committee 


Chairman Eliot Cohen, there is not an 
overwhelming desire of the Board of 
Aldermen to kill the proposal, but rather 
to ensure that proper zoning safeguards 
are instituted before permission to build 
is granted. 

The major parcels proposal has been 
under consideration for several years, 
but a final ordinance ’ has never been 
written. The intent of the change in the 
zoning regulations is to assure the 
preservation of open space and to give the 
Board 

some control over the preservation of 
certain natural features such as hills and 
ponds. 

The Nahanton Woods proposal would 
include the donation of 24 of the 28 acres

Light turnout 
predicted for 
election Tuesday 


A ballot without too many attractions 
isn't expected to tempt many voters to go 
to the polls next Tuesday. 

There are no nominees to be decided on 
the Republican ballot and the Democratic 
ballot will feature the United States 
Senate race and nominees for county 
commissioner, with the exception of the 
16th Middlesex District. 

In that race Democratic voters will 
chose between Richard J. McGrath, the 
incumbent, and challenger A. Joseph 
DeNucci. 

Voters in the 19th Middlesex District 
will have the opportunity to nominate 
Howard Passman to the Republican 
ticket by write-in for state represen¬ 
tative. 

Passman, a resident of Newton Centre, 
is a declared candidate for the office, but 
because he changed parties less than one 
year before the deadline for filing 
nomination papers, he was ineligible for 
the Republican ballot except by write-in. 

Passman needs 150 write-in votes in 
order to appear on the ballot in the 


November election. He said last week he 
is hoping to receive 1000 write-ins. 

He would then oppose State Rep. Lois 
Pines, a Democrat, in November. 

Alan ldearie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, predicted 
a voter turnout of 20 to 30 per cent.

Superintendent Fink 
deplores'code words 


Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
told a packed auditorium of teachers that 
he deplores the use of "code" words to 
hide honest feelings about voluntary 
metropolitan programs and the basic 
education movement. 

In his annual speech to the teachers at 
Day Junior High School the superin¬ 
tendent quoted liberally from national 
and local publications to show the ex¬ 
tremes of educational philosophy and 
expectations. 

After he finished his speech Fink 
quipped that he would then start on the 
one he had written for last year. 

The teachers walked out then to protest 
the lack of a contract, but, as Newton 
Teachers Association President Richard 
Cochran noted from the podium, there is 
less tension between the staff and ad¬ 
ministration this year. 

Superintendent Fink began his speech 
by saying it was his personal view and is 
open to challenges "without fear of 
rancor." 

He noted that school committees in the 
city had maintained the educational 
climate that has attracted a top quality 
staff. 

The code words he warned against 
were "neighborhood schools,” 
"metropolitanism," "back to basics," 
and "social engineer," the latter of which 
is a term which lie has previously used to 
describe himself. 

He said some of his mail and phone 
calls had recently have been "downright 
hostile, because I favor voluntary 
collaborative programs that will educate 
together children from ditferent social, 
racial, and economic backgrounds." 

These people therefore assumed he 
favored "the dissolution of the 
neighborhood school" and that be is 
"hastening the establishment of a 
metropolitan school district that will 
destroy the autonomy of the Newton 
Public Schools. 

"This is nonsense," he said. 

A social engineer is viewed as being a 
"manipulator of people and institutions," 
he said, and he admits that he is one who 
is "helping to bring into existence the 
kind of society in which children can live 
and learn together . . .(and) respect 
each other's rights." 


1 Ie connects the fear of social engineers 
to the spreading fear of metropolitanism 
which he sees as being caused by the 
disorder from the compulsory busing in 
Boston.

Q: You are the first Newton 
representative to be made 
House chairman of a com¬ 
mittee in more than 50 years.

Mayor emphasizes role 
of state in Newton affairs

The interrelationship of cities 
with each other and with the 
state was one of the themes of 
Mayor Theodore Mann's “state 
of the city" report to the Board 
of Aldermen Tuesday night. 

In a 22-page address, the 
mayor remarked, “We can’t 
have a healthy Newton without 
a healthy Boston.” He went on 
to say that he was pleased that 
the recent problems with 
Metco funding have been 
resolved and the program will 
continue. 

He pointed out, however, the 
cities and towns must continue 
to try to improve the 
"legislative climate" at the 
state level so that the 
legislature will not impose 
costly programs on 
municipalities without 
adequate funding. 

“For it is very apparent that 
even as we, in the municipal 
department and in the School 
Department, struggle to keep 
our budgets at zero growth, we 
are thwarted by shortfalls 
because of commitments 
imposed on us by the state 
government’" the mayor said. 

Another state mandate 
resulted in the court-ordered 
revaluation of Newton real 
estate, Mann said, which, 
witkout the two-year delay just 
granted, would have imposed 
severe hardships on some 
citizens. 

Mann said he has asked Otty 
Solicitor Howard Levine to 
assist in preparing legislation 
to correct "the gross 
inequities" that revaluation 
will cause, and indicated that

while the Board of Assessors 
"will work diligently to lessen 
the financial impact," the 
legislature must "update 
statutory provisions dealing 
with abatements needed for 
relief." 

Turning to Newton's own 
municipal problems and ac¬ 
complishments, Mann said the 
city is in excellent financial 
condition with a Moody rating 
of AAA, and an audit of the 
city's books by an outside firm 
of public accountants gave the 
city a “clean bill of health." 

He complimented the Pur¬ 
chasing, Personnel and 
Accounting departments for 
their achievements in saving 
money and reducing costs of 
government. 

Reviewing the 
schools, Mann commented that 
the closing of Newton Junior 
College has resulted in 
“substantial cost savings" to 
NKEWTON TAXPAYERS . 

Further savings in the school 
area, the mayor said, will 
come from the sale or reuse of 
surplus school buildings and 
from a contract just signed for 
the site completion at Newton 
North High School, which will 
cost less than $400,000 less than 
expected. 

The mayor remarked on the 
"notable strides" made by the 
Human Services Department 
in its programs for the elderly 
and listed acromplishments of 
the Recreation Department in 
providing facilities and ac¬ 
tivities for residents of all ages. 

The mayor mentioned 
almost every department head 


and department of city 
government in laudatory 
terms, and especially thanked 
the 400 citizens serving 
voluntarily on boards, com¬ 
mittees and commissions. 

The mayor pointed to 
"several significant ac- 
complisments" over the past 
year: occupancy of the first 
low-income family housing, the 
Norumbega land acquisition, 
the beginning of the com¬ 
munity development housing 
rehabilitation program, and 
improvement in service at a 
lower assessment from the 
MBTA, among others. 

In conclusion, the mayor 
said, "It becomes apparent 
that despite financial 
pressures and cutbacks we 
have succeeded in maintaining 
high standards in the delivery 
of municipal services. 

“We are fulfilling our 
commitment to good govern¬ 
ment by accounting for our tax 
dollars and by doing our best to 
make every’ dollar count in 
public service for our citizens. 
This is an accomplishment in 
which all of us share and in 
which all can take pride ..." 

The mayor cautioned against 
complacency. “We should look 
ahead to the future as one for 
opportunities for genuine 
progress and achievement, for 
there is a firm foundation on 
which to build and move ahead 
with the times.”

Pot and greenery 

While straight Americans continue to be 
uptight about legalizing or even 
decriminalizing the use of marijuana, 
they've ignored a passel of other greenery 
which legally can be - and is being - smoked 
in the country. Some of it is dangerous 
indeed. 

Cigarettes imported from India often 
contain a tobacco that has as much as ten 
times the nicotine as in American 
cigarettes and they don’t necessarily carry 
the surgeon general’s warning, either. 
Others contain jimsonweed, highly 
poisonous in large amounts and 
hallucinatory in small. Jipisdnweed is also 
used in making tea and one sipper who had 
used LSD reported that his jimson high was 
much worse than anything LSD produced. 

Ironically, the various teas and smoking 
mixtures are most widely found in health 
food stores which became popular after 
publicity that chemical additives, artificial 
fertilizers, bug sprays and similar un¬ 
natural mixtures were polluting food to the 
detriment of the consumer. While certainly 
there was truth in the charge, the easy 
availability of some of the herbs and the 
fact that dangers in their use are not made 
known, isn’t exactly a public service. 

The United States Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration has banned the sale of teas 
made from sassafras if the essential oil 
safrole has not been removed as it is a 
suspected carcinogen. But the FDA says 
the teas are not food, so generally they do 
not come under its authority and the Drug 
Enforcement Administration doesn’t 
characterize them as drugs or narcotics, 
either. 

The decision apparently must be up to 
the would-be consumer to be sure the 
product he buys is no more lethal than pot. 

So Howe is 
convicted 

Rep. Allan Howe of Utah has been con¬ 
victed by a city court and his conviction 
has been upheld by an appeals court of 
soliciting sex. Was the whole publicity- 
ridden incident worth it or should some 
laws be changed? 

Howe violated a Salt Lake City or¬ 
dinance. The complainants were two decoy 
| prostitutes, hired by the police department 
to nail sex solicitors. Charges of entrap¬ 
ment and unconstitutionality of the or¬ 
dinance were denied by the appeals court. 
It can well be argued that the fact the 
women indicated they were prostitutes 
when they weren't had’ nothing to do with 
the offense for which Howe was charged 
and convicted. 

Yet prostitution and sex solicitation 
come under the heading of "victimless 
crimes." Is it really worth the hiring of 
decoys, prosecution, court proceedings and 
all the other costs involved to shake a 
naughty-naughty finger at Howe or others 
like him? At least the Salt Lake City 
ordinance implicates the man as well as 
the prostitute. 

The appeals court judge gave Howe a 
suspended sentence of 30 days and said he 
could find no provision in the ordinance for 
imposing a fine, although Howe would have 
to pay court costs. 

There may well be a tie between an 
individual’s private morality and his public 
ethics. But who gets hurt in victimless 
crimes? Howe's wife, for instance, is 
sticking by him so far and she, after all, is 
the only really justified complainant. It is 
no business of anyone else what Howe’s 
private sexual habits may be. 


Carter called 'Southern fried McGovern'

NEW YORK - A smart-tongued 
Republican wag has depicted Jimmy Carter 
as "southern fried McGovern." 

That may be an apt label. And it may be 
just what the country wants: McGovern 
seasoned in batter and cooked over a high 
heat. 

What was good in McGovern was nutritious 
for the nation. The meat of his candidacy was 
wholesome. 

McGovern wanted, above all else, a more 
equitable distribuUon of wealth — with the 
poor not so poor and the rich not so rich. Most 
people would agree with him. 

But the way he served out the idea left the 
dish looking embarrassingly raw: something 
about giving everybody a thousand dollars 
(including Rockefeller and J. Paul Getty) and 
then getting back from the well-to-do while 
the unwell-to-do held on to their gift from 
Uncle Sam. 

McGovern wanted to put an end to the war 
in Vietnam — as did just about everybody else 
in the country. But his recipe was awfully 
untasty. He made no effort to render the 
settlement palatable. He just seemed to be 
saying that we ought to turn tail and run — 
back home. 

McGovern wanted to do what he could to 
push the cause of the vulnerables: racial 
minorities, youth, women, draft dodgers. 


Most Americans go along with the idea that 
these elements In our midst should not be the 
objects of social ostracism. 

But at the 1972 convention the voices of 
these dissident "minorities" appeared to be 


the Democratic majority, screeching 
stridently in a countercultural cacaphony. 

The meat of McGovern — greater economic 
equity, peace in the world, human rights — 
was good fare. But it was unseasoned and 
uncooked. 



Baby — you've got a long way to go 


Ms. Gloria and Ms. Betty won’t like it, but the "you've- 
come-a-long-way-baby” folks are pep-talking job equality 
in — of all places — a magazine for women who don't mind 
being "sexual objects." 

Yep, the very kind you find under hair driers. The land 
that hint (brace yourselves, I-ady Libbers) that when it 
comes to climbing corporate ladders, a little powder and 
paint won't hurt. 

Brains help, of course. And professional training. But 
being young and ambitious and handy with the glamour- 
goos Is, according to Glamour magazine's promotional 
blurb, why career gals are "moving up— faster!" 


Then they rattle off a string ot statistics that makes 
anyone who’s been keeping tabs on the plight of women in 
the labor market wonder where all this good news came 
from. 

Most of the data in my files show women are still as un¬ 
derpaid and underemployed as ever. In some areas, even 
more so.. 

But then you realize that the statistics have been chosen 
carefully — very carefully — to accent the positive. And you 
begin to wonder if maybe the ladies’ movement hasn't teen 
missing the boat in its grim determination to tell it like it is. 

Not that it isn’t as bad as they say. And not that they 
haven't won some pretty impressive victories. Don't forget, 
they brought the U.S. government to its knees and got an 
order ending sex discrimination on the job. 
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In the Southern-fried style of Jimmy 
Carter these essential ideas may prove to be 
delicious as well as nutritive. 

Carter is not likely to get into a discourse on 
income redistribution with a flat fonnula for 
resolving the problem in a jiffy. But he is 
likely to appeal to the populist feeling that 
"money, like manure, stinks when it s all in 
one place but is just great when it s spread 

around." . . 

Carter is likely to preach peace - both in 
secular and theologic tones. But his innate 
feel for the realistic makes him toughminded 
enough to know that weakness can Invite war. 
He will seek power to prolong peace. Carter 
respects human rights, including the rights of 
those who. at the moment, may be unpopular 
to many Americans. But he did not allow the 
Democratic convention to become a circus, 
parading freaks. 

While women, black youth, and draft 
evaders had their moments at the 
Democratic convention, they were gracing 
instead of disgracing the convention. They 
were outspoken without being outlandish. 

Much of the platform this year is like the 
McGovern platform of 1972, with some 
significant differences, especially in regard 
to foreign policy. But the greatest difference 
between the candidate of four years ago and 
the candidate of today is a difference in style. 

Carter is a chef who knows how to cook for 
the American taste. - .

Trouble is, it takes more than a federal law to change 
things. It takes money — lots of it — to see that women are 
given an equal chance in the business jungle. And money is 
what the government and corporate training programs 
have been short of lately. 

So maybe the women's moveipent should bite the bullet 
and tell it like it really is: that women who haven't made it 
by their 40th birthday aren't ever going to. That it's better 
to concentrate on psyching up the young ones for the battle. 

This is a bitter pill for those of us wiio ar** over the hill. 
But sentiment has no place in business (an old boss's tale) 
and the truth is the future belongs to the kids between 18 and 
35. The uppity-er they are, the better. 

They’re the ones who are going to crash through the wall 
of male prejudice and the masculine fear that their 
machismo (whatever that is) is threatened by any woman 
who earns equal pay for equal work. 

The fact is, the magazine proclaims, women really are 
making gains. 

Nearly 41 per cent of all professional jobs in the United 
States are held by women. Since 1962, the number of lady 
lawyers has more than tripled to 25,000 ... the number of 
women doctors has increased two and a half times to 34,000 
... and the male-dominated professions of accounting and 
engineering are getting more women than ever before. 

They're making headway in industry, too. More than six 
million women are earning executive salaries in top 
management ... they’re on the boards of more than 200 
corporations... half a million head up their own businesses 
... and 61 per cent under 30 expect to make work their 
career, juggling husbands and children on the side. 

This new independence has given them the confidence to 
demand — and get — concessions bosses wouldn't have 
heard of in the old days. Things like husbands and wives 
working for the same company ... getting promoted 
together ... even transferred together. Some wives — not 
many, but a few — even take their babies to the job with 
them. 

Granted, the men still earn more. Even though a woman 
is the chief support for one out of every eight families these 
days and four out of 10 are single and support themselves. 

Last year the median income of working women was just 
about half that paid to men — a setback from nearly 64 per 
cent in 1955. 

But, like the Horatio Alger stories that led a generation of 
men to Strive and Win, success stories of women who've 
made it will improve the figures. You’ll be seeing more of 
these stories, and more women rattling the door to the 
Executive Suite. 


A Carter position? 

When the smoke clears on abortion Commentary by John D. Lofton, Jr. 
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WASHINGTON - Jimmy Carter's 
official position paper on abortion — 
issued by his presidential campaign 
headquarters in Atlanta, Ga., on let¬ 
terhead stationery — says he "per¬ 
sonally" disapproves of abortion. It 
notes: "Abortion should never be con¬ 
sidered just one of a number of equally 
acceptable methods of contraception." 

But four years ago. when he was 
governor of the Peach State, Carter wrote 
the foreward to a book which advocates 
abortion as precisely this: just another 
form of birth control. 

Called to my attention by the August 23 
issue of the hard-hitting pro-life 
"l jfeletter'" published by The Ad Hoc 
Committee in Defense of Life (Box 574, 
Murray Hill Station, New York, NY 
10016), the book is titled "Women in 
Need," (Macmillan) and it is authored by 
Dr. Robert Hatcher and James Trussell 
Jr. 

I)r. Hatcher is the director of Emory 
University’s Family Planning Program 
and he is on the national board of Plunned 
Parenthood. Mr. Trussell is a professor of 
economics and a faculty associate at 
Princeton University's Office of 
Population Research. 

In his foreward message, Carter ob¬ 
serves how until quite recently it was not 
possible to discuss openly "the con¬ 
traceptive needs of couples.” Now, he 
writes approvingly, "abortion and 
sterilization have joined contraception as 
important concerns for lawmakers, for 
the medical and religious communities, 


Their plea for abortion — which Jimmy 
Carter joins in making — is positively 
rabid. 

"Freedom from compulsory 
pregnancy," as they euphemistically call 
abortion, is “a basic human right." 
Furthermore' they say, the government 
should provide contraceptives to "each 


and every sexually active man and 
woman." The authors write: 

"Abortion is certainly the most 
manifestly unavailable method of birth 
control. No woman should be forced to 
undergo a compulsory pregnancy. We 
think that each woman has the basic right 
to decide with her physician to terminate

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contraceptives, abortion and sterilization 
more freely available in our society, 
Carter says the book "makes a plea to our 
citizens." He concludes: "1 join them in 
making this plea to the American 
public." 

Authors Hatcher and Trussell say they 
wrote their book to explore "the one 
problem which America has definitely 
not solved: the epidemic of unwanted 
babies." 





her pregnancy if she does not want to 
bear a child. Ultimately, only the 
availability of safe, legal abortion can 
guarantee this right." 

To hear Hatcher and Trussell tell it, the 
lack of widespread availability of 
abortion-on-demand may mean the end of 
the Republic, as we have known it. The 
"medically unsophisticated" suffer from 
restrictive abortion laws, they say, not 
realizing "the great financial savings of 
having abortions performed as early in 
pregnancy as possible." 

Couples in small towns suffer from 
these laws; men suffer from the expense 
of having to travel "hither and yon" 
looking for states with less restrictive 
abortion laws; children suffer because 
they may be "unwanted"; and yes, 
"mainly, we all suffer because we see the 
job being done miserably by society" — 
"the job" being the lack of availability of 
abortion-on-demand. 

Hatcher and Trussell say nonrestric- 
tive abortion laws would allow abortion to 
evolve from a crisis procedure to one 
"more or less routine" where women 
could get off the "wild merry-go-round of 
phone calls, visits to referral agencies, 
visits to physicians, and long waiting 
periods and uncertainty." 

In fart, say the authors, drooling at the 
mere thought of such an ideal society, 
with no antiabortion laws, women "would 
find an atmosphere which would en¬ 
courage thinking about the option of 
abortion before a situation arises in 
which they need one." 

This is the plea in which Jimmy Carter 
joined Dr. Robert Hatcher and James 
Trussell Jr. in making to the American 
public. 

Commenting on the upcoming debates 
between Carter and President Ford. 
Carter's press secretary Jody Powell 
says: "A face-to-face debate kind of 
smokes you out. ' 

Indeed it does. Perhaps Ford will ask 
Carter about where he really stands on 
abortion. And if he stands where he 
stands now why did he write what he 
wrote four years ago? 

The auestion is an interesting one, but 
the answer should prove even more 
fascinating.

This year, 
it resconsidered and changed 
the rules. 


I have also reconsidered. 

Thursday, July 14,1966, a 24- 
year-old casual laborer and 
seaman, Richard Speck, en¬ 
tered a Chicago townhouse and 
murdered eight student nurses. 

He was apprehended, tried 
and convicted, and sentenced 
to death. This was changed to 
eight consecutive sentences of 
50 to 150 years each. 

He is automatically eligible 
for a parole hearing, according 
to a neaspaper, Sept. 15.1 don't 
suppose they will turn this man 
loose, but who can be sure? 

If he were to be freed, that

would mean he had served an 
average of 15 months for each 
young woman whose throat he 
had cut. This is only one aspect 
of a system that doesn't seem 
to make sense. 

There have been many in¬ 
stances that verify the fact life 
imprisonment rarely means 
what it says. If that is so, then 
it is not inaccurate to say that 
without the death penalty, it is 
possible to get away with 
murder. 

That should not be.

"Our prison furlough system 
is a shambles and must be 
thoroughly overhauled. Per¬ 
sons who commit violent 
crimes should under no cir¬ 
cumstances be eligible for 
furloughs.” 

The Libertarian party was 
founded in 1971. It is organized 
nationwide and was the only 
new party to receive an 
electoral vote in the 1972 
Presidential race. Its 
philosophy is based on the 
righLs of an individual to life, 
liberty and property. Its 
platform calls for a free 
market economy, a strict 
respect for civil liberties and a 
rionintervcntionist foreign 
policy.

Across the kitchen counter 


For four excitement-filled days, the 100 
happiest cooks around were guests of 
Pillsbury's 27th Bake-Off held here in 
Boston at the Statler-Hilton Hotel.

On one occassion a woman had to 
dump her ingredients three times 
because she turned to answer questions 
and then couldn’t recall whether the 
baking powder and salt had been added to 
the bowl's contents.

If I won the top prize, 
I wouldn't be able to enter again, and to 
be perfectly frank, I’ve already begun 
testing new recipes for the 28th Bake-

There was a lesson in budgeting from tall, 
friendly Barbara Balejko, of Titusville, 
Florida (who later won $2,000 for her 
Lemon Delight Pound Cake). I'm a real 
good shopper, and that’s why I can feed a 
family of five (and my dog who eats only 
my food) for $40 a week," she said 


proudly. “All my neighbors ask me to 
shop for them or come with me, because 1 
show them how to really stretch the 
dollar!" Barbara’s method lies in 
reading food ads on Thursday morning 
and making out a careful grocery list for 
shopping at all the food stores within a 2 
mile radius. “When I see a bargain, I buy 
it. and my freezer can't hold another 
toothpick. I waste nothing ... if I have a 
roast beef for dinner, the next day I cube 
the leftover beef and fresh vegetables and 
put it all into a large skillet; thicken it 
with gravy and serve it over rice or 
potatoes. 1 never buy junk food! Before a 
holiday like Thanksgiving or Christinas, 1 
buy turkeys on sale and freeze them. 
Barbara was delighted to win the $2,000 
and said that her entire winnings would 
go towards paying off her doctor's bills 
incurred because of recent major 
surgery. 

The lucky winners laughed and wept 
with happiness on hearing their names 
called by television celebrity host, Bob 
Barker. Following the elaborate award 
program, there was much hugging and 
kissing by contestents, the signing of 
autographs and promises by new found 
friends to “keep in touch" as they parted 
for the trip back home. 

No, there are no losers in the Pillsbury 
contest. All contestents had enjoyed the 
past 6 months of expectation and had 
finally realized the great thrill of com¬ 
petition.

WHOLE WHEAT 
RAISIN LOAF 
$25,000 Winner 
Mrs. Edward F. Smith, 
Harahan, La. 

2 cups milk 

3 1 cup water 
4 cup cooking oil 

3 to 34 cups all purpose or unbleached 
flour (Pillsbury) 

4 cup sugar 


3 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

4 teaspoon s tmeg 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

4 cups Pillsbury's Best Whole Wheat 
Flour 

1 cup rolled oats 
1 cup raisins 

In medium saucepan, heat first three 
ingredients until very warm (120 to 130 
deg.). (Lightly spoon flour into 
measuring cup; level off.) In large bowl, 
combine warm liquid, 2 cups all purpose 
flour, sugar, salt, cinnamon, nutmeg and 
yeast. Beat for 4 minutes at medium 
speed. By hand, stir in whole wheat flour, 
oats, raisins and remaining all purpose 
flour. On well floured surface, knead 
dough until smooth and elastic, about 5 
minutes. Place in greased bowl. Cover; 
let rise in warm place 20-30 minutes. 
Grease 2 9x5 or 8x4 inch loaf pans. Punch 
down dough; divide and shape into 2 
loaves. Place in greased pans. Brush with 
oil or melted margarine. Cover; let rise 
in warm place until light and doubles in 
size, 30-45 minutes until deep golden 
brown and loaf sounds hollow when 
lightly tapped. If loaf becomes too brown, 
loosely cover with foil last 10 minutes of 
baking. Immediately remove from pans. 
If desired, brush with oil or margarine 
and sprinkle with sugar. Makes 2 loaves.

and sugar. Then sift 3 times more. Add shortening and chop 
in until mix has the consistency of corn meal. Store in 
covered containers at room temperature. Add necessary 
liquids when ready to bake. Makes approximately 24 cups 
mix. 

TO MAKE BISCUITS: 

3 cups mix 
two-thirds cup milk 

Mix and knead ingredients lightly. Roll 4 inch thick and 
cut in 2-inch rounds and bake 10 min. on cookie sheet in 400 
degree oven.

Baseball, like most American institutions, endures its 
share of barbs and arrows, sometimes even gracefully, but 
the one criticism which always cuts to the marrow is the 
charge that it's a soft, leisurely endeavor played by com¬ 
placent men who reflect the sport’s gentle demeanor. In a 
bit of commercial men who reflect the sport’s gentle 
demeanor. In a bit of commercial chauvinism, basketball 
people like to lampoon baseball’s utter lack of concern for 
conditioning, while the football and hockey brethren are 
wont to pooh-pooh the non-violent nature of our national 
pastime. 

Baseball men, of course, bristle at the suggestion their 
game is a barrel of laughs. 

"Maybe it's not as physically tough as football or 
hockey," former Red Sox manager Darrell Johnson once 
responded, “but I'd like to see some of the players in those 
sports stand up at the plate against a Nolan Ryan. Let him 
throw that aspirin tablet at them - let him bury it in their 
ribs just once - and then tell me what they think of 
baseball's toughness. That kind of pain hurts as much as 
anything in sports." 

But the spectre of the hit batsman is just one side of the 
story. Potentially more horrifying is the constant threat of a 
line drive tearing into a pitcher’s face. 

The most famous such incident probably occurred in 1957 
when New York's Gil McDougald drove a fastball into the 
eye of Herb Score, Cleveland's brilliant young pitching star 
who was 20-9 the year before. 

"I always used to pray on the mound before a game," 
Score once said. "When some of the players noticed it, they 
began to kid me. Then came the night I almost lost my eye, 
and those same players began praying for me, too." 

Score never came close to regaining his effectiveness, 
and his tragedy remains a constant reminder of the hidden 
dangers in the game. 

It's something young Dick Pole often thought about, long 
before his right cheekbone was shattered by a line drive off 
the bat of Baltimore's Tony Muser midway through last 
season. 


"Sure a pitcher thinks about that," he says. "One time in 
Triple-A I was facing a kid named Richie Zisk, a big 
powerful guy. I tried to jam him with a fastball and he 
swung at it with all his might. I ducked my head, put my 
glove up to my ear and stumbled four steps backwards. 
When I peeked up, there was the damned ball lying on the 
mound in front of me. I guess his bat just nicked it. So I 
grabbed it and threw im out. I'm sure I looked foolish, but it 
was a natural reaction." 

But natural reactions aren't always enough, he points out. 

"So many times I've seen balls snooi out towards the 
pitcher. They'll whiz over his head, and later the guy will 
say, ‘Good thing 1 ducked!' But hell, he didn't duck until the 
ball was out to center field. 

"I-ct’s face it, the best- 
fielding pitchers in 
baseball are still apt to get 
hit, and there's nothing 
they can do about it. 
You're 60 feet away when 
you begin the pitch, and 
maybe only 52 or 54 feet 
away at the end of your 
follow-through. Ami your 
whole body is jerking so 
much that there's often no 
way to really see the ball 
once you release it. 

"The head is a small 
target, and you don’t have 
to move it very much to get 
it out of the way, but still 
there’s a lot of luck in¬ 
volved.

"Earlier this year Luis (Tiant) was all bent over, right at 
the end of his motion, when Rod Carew drilled a shot right 
into his glove! It was a great out. But suppose it had teen an 


inch to the left or right? Tiant never saw the ball until he 
looked in his glove." 

The shot which struck Pole didn't knock him out. 

"I knew what had happened," he recalls. "Have you ever 
teen hit in the head, and then started to feel it ring’’ That's 
how I felt. I could hear a weird sound coming from in there, 
but it didn't really hurt because my whole head was numb." 

X-rays showed his cheekbone had been crushed, and later 
his vision was troubled by depth perception, but Pole is a 
determined, spirited kind of guy, so no one was too sur¬ 
prised when he reported ready for action just 10 weeks 
later. 

But the physical comeback was only half of the battle. 
There was also a mental war to fight. 

"Concentration is 95 per cent of pitching," the 25-year-old 
redhead explains. "A lot of times you'll see a pitcher get 
knocked around when he has good stuff. That's because his 
concentration is off. It's happened to me. I’ll have a great 
fastball and breaking stuff in the bull pen, then go into the 
game and get shelled because my mind isn’t in it. 

"So I knew concentration was going to be important to me 
if I was going to make it back." 

Despite his awareness of the problem, he had difficulties. 

"When you pitch down and away to someone, especially a 
lefthander in my case, chances are he’ll hit the ball right up 
the middle. But I'd try to go low and away and I'd miss the 
plate by a foot. And I'd know why 1 wasn't thinking of where 
the ball was going as much as 1 was worrying about what 
I'd do if it was hit right at me. That ruined my concentration 
out there, and I just told myself I'd have to fight it every 
pitch.” 

Pole did just that, all winter long down in the Dominican 
League, where he posted a winning record and impressed 
everyone. "I told myself if I could see the ball under those 
lights down there, 1 had to be okay," he laughs. "By the 
time this season started, I was fine again. Now when balls 
are hit up the middle, I don’t even think about them.” 

Unless, that is, he remembers the danger. But he tries not 
to.

The Green Thumb

Rubber plant trouble—The 
rubber plant (Ficus) is one of 
the most popular indoor foliage 
plants we have. One of the 
main complaints we get about 
this item is yellowing, then 
blackening of the bottom 
leaves, followed by shedding. 
Overwatering or poor drainage 
are the main reasons for 
shedding and yellowing. It 
happens often when plants are 
growing in plastic or ceramic 
pots. Place pieces of crocks or 
pebbles in the bottom of the pot 
for extra drainage. Also use a 
loose, well drained mixture 
such as 1 part each of sand, 
peat and perlite, plus loam. 
The rubber plant does NOT like 
direct sun, and will turn black 
if exposed to sun rays. If you 
put the plant outdoors, keep it 
in a shaded spot. 

Grow the plant in a light, 
semi-sunny to shady spot and it 
will do best. A good rule of 
thumb is to keep the soil 
uniformly moist, or slightly on 
the dry side. It won’t harm the 
plant one bit to keep it slightly 
dry between waterings. 

The most common rubber 
plant, Ficus elastica decora, 
has large bod-textured leaves, 
dark green and glossy. Keep 
oils and grease off the leaves. 
If you like the shiny effect, use 
soap and water, with a little 
milk added for extra gloss.

cause brown spots along the 
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BOSTON (UPI) - An event 
of major long-term 
significance went largely 
unnoticed last week by political 
and financial analyists and 
consumer activists. 

The event was financing by 
the Massachusetts Municipal 
Wholesale Electric Co., a 
limited public power corpora¬ 
tion, of part ownership in 
several power plants at in¬ 
terest rates four to five per 
cent below the rate being paid 
on mortgage bonds by private 
electric companies. 

In it’s first financing effort, 
MMWEC sold *75 million in tax 
exempt revenue bonds, rated 
"A-l” by Moody's, at an 
average rate of 7.234 per cent. 

The rate was two per cent 
less than the rate paid on state 
bonds last year, and more than 
five per cent less than the most 
recent Boston Edison Co. 
mortgage bond issue. 

Edison in 1973 was forced to 
pay 12 l x per cent on $60 million 
in first mortage bonds. With 
great difficulty, the company 
last December sold $23 million 
in secured 10-year notes at 11V« 
per cent, but these were not for 
plant construction. 

The immediate significance 
of the MMWEC transaction to 
the residents of the 40 com¬ 
munities with municipal light 
companies that buy power 
from MMWEC is clear. They 
will save about $3.7 million in 
their electric rates in years to 
come.

power was expanded through 
creation of a state power 
authority. 

The reason for the saving is 
simple. A state authority, like 
MMWEC but unlike a private 
utility, can sell tax exempt 
bonds. Tax exempt bonds, 
naturally, will sell at a lower 
interest rate than a taxable 
bond, especially to wealthy 
investors. 

Moving to tax exempt 
financing has the effect of 
providing a government 
subsidy to power plant con¬ 
struction, and most of that 


subsidy comes from the federal 
government. 

The subsidy now is being 
paid to power authorities in 
virtually every region of the 
country outside New England 
and taxpayers here are picking 
up a large chunk of the tab 
without receiving any benefits. 

It has been estimated that 
private utilities in New 
England will have to finance 
$3.5 billion in new construction 
in the next 10 years. A savings 
of five per cent in the financing 
of these facilities would 
amount to $175 million.

Center exhibition hall is 
dedicated.

In combination with several 
theaters already in the center 
and fairgrounds outside, 
managers of the facility 
believe it will appeal as a one- 
day change of scenery for 
conventions meeting in San 
Francisco. 

The Marin Civic Center, 
most of which was completed 
in 1971, was the last major 
commission of Wright, the 
legendary architect. 


edges. Take a sponge and wash 
the leaves, using plain soap 
and water or a weak solution of 
a household detergent. If your 
rubber plant stretches upward, 
cut the tip out and root it in a 
jug of plain tap water. It takes 
about two months or so for 
roots to form. You can also 
propagate the plant by air¬ 
layering. 

Whitewashing trunks—Does 
it pay to paint the trunk of your 
shade trees or fruit trees with 
white wash? Yes, it's helpful in 
preventing "Southwest Injury" 
(winter injury), which is 
usually on the southwest side of 
the tree. The white reflects the 
sun's rays and prevents 
heating of the bark, thus 
avoiding splitting. White wash 
has little or no value in keeping 
insects or disease down. 
Painting with pine tar or other 
sticky material does help to 
keep out dorers (due to odor of 
tar) and prevents insects from 
crawling up. 

Green Thumb Clinic—"We 
set out some blueberry bushes 
last year. What's a good mulch 
for them?" 

Ans: Try acid peat, oak 
leafmold, sawdust, wood chips, 
wood humus from stumps and 
from beneath pines. Mulch to a 
depth of 12”. We like to see 
more home owners grow 
blueberries. They can be 
grown in large tubs or halves of 
barrels, or between evergreens 
in the foundation planting of 
your home.

Pierce brigade finally saves 
former President's home 
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CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - 
The home of President 
Franklin Pierce has been 
saved from urban renewal and 
opened to the public, thanks to 
begging, borrowing and bake 
sales. 

Gifts from Pierce descend¬ 
ants and New Hampshire 
residents helped furnish the 
Pierce Manse. The local 
women's club paid to paper the 
parlor. And the Pierce Brigade 
now is looking for a stenciler 
who might like to do a stenciled 
border in the kitchen "to gain 
experience." 

The house is a labor of love 
for the Brigade, founded in 1966 
to save the building. It took its 
name from the army group 
Pierce headed when he fought 
in the Mexican War. He was a 
former U.S. Senator, but 
wouldn't ask for a commission 
and entered the war as a 
private, rapidly rising to 
brigadier general. He was 
wounded in action at Con¬ 
treras. 

"I haven't done anything else 
for five years," Ila Bonnccaze 
said, recalling the fight to save 
the house, move furnish it 
and keep it open for the public. 

Many visitors don't remem¬ 
ber New Hampshire was the 
birthplace of a president. 

Pierce owned the house six 
years prior to becoming presi¬ 
dent. It stood two blocks north 
of the state capitol and was 
slated to be torn down to make 
way for an apartment building 
for the elderly. 

It was not architectually 
distinguished, being one of 
many houses built here in the 
plain style popular midway 


between the Federal and 
Victorian eras. 

But it was a president's 
home, and local resident Carl 
Irving Bell decided it should be 
saved. He formed the Pierce 
Brigade and led the drive for 
funds. 

Eventually $18,000 gathered 
from begging and bake sales 
were matched with $20,000 
from the state. 

There were anguished and 
futile battles for federal 
money. State funds were tied 
up for years. The brigade 
finally borrowed $21,500 to get 
the house moved and have a 
foundation built beneath it. 

The architect who restored 
the house checked all the 
details by walking down the 
street to the home of Miss Alice 
Dana, 96, who lives in a home 
built exactly the same, except 
for the location of the fire¬ 
places. 

In the Pierce residence, on 
one wall is a small painting 
from Italy, where Pierce took 
his wife after leaving the White 
House. They made the trip to 
distract her from ill health and 
her grief. Jane Pierce bore 
three sons but all died. 

Robert died when he was 3 
days old and Franklin died of 
typhus when he was 4. It was 
the death of Benjamin, 11, 
which prostrated Mrs. Pierce 
and caused Pierce to be the 
only president inaugurated 
with no members of his family 
present. 

The Pierces had been in 
Massachusetts for a funeral 
shortly before the 
inauguration. The railroad car 
in which they were returning 


home tumbled down a 20-foor* 
embankment and the top of 
Benjamin’s head was cut off. 
His mother never recovered 
from the shock. 

Pierce was born in Hil- 
borough in 1804. His father, 
Benjamin, was a captain in the 
Revolution and served two 
terms as governor. Pierce 
attended Bowdoin College, 
taught school one winter, 
studied law and served three 
terms in the New Hampshire 
House. He then was elected 
twice to the U.S. House of 
Representatives and in 1837 
was appointed to the U.S. 
Senate, where he was the 
youngest member of that body. 

Mrs. Pierce became ill and 
Franklin retired from the 
Senate, refused a reappoint¬ 
ment and turned down Presi¬ 
dent James Polk's request to 
serve as attorney general. 

He was elected President in 
1852, shortly before his 48th 
birthday, carrying 27 of 31 
states. During his four-year 
tenure in office, which ended in 
1857, Pierce's diplomacy 
resulted in the Gadsden 
Purchase from Mexico and he 
opened Japan to trade with the 
world by sending Commodore 
Matthew Perry there. But he 
fell from public favor because 
he favored a strong union and 
opposed abolition. 

Pierce made a speech at a 
mass meeting in Concord in 
1861 when war broke out, 
declaring himself for the 
Union. It was his last public 
act. He lived the remainder of 
his life in retirement, dying in 
1869 at the age of 64. He was 
buried in Concord.

Westwood FinCom reserves 
judgment on school salary budgets

WESTWOOD - The Finance Com¬ 
mission reserved judgment last night on 
a revised school salary budget which is 
up considerably from spring estimates 
due to the newly ratified teachers' con¬ 
tract. 

School Committee Chairman Paul 
Broughton pointed out, however, that no 
extra monies would be needed to fund the 
agreement beyond the $150,000. which 
annual town meeting cut from the school 
budget pending resolution of employee 
contracts. 

"The salary package is more costly," 
Broughton noted, "but savings from staff 
turnover will permit us to cover the cost 
without further impact on the tax rate. 
We will need only the $150,0000. which is 
already available in the town’s free cash 
account." 

The two-year agreement, approved 
yesterday by the Westwood Teachers' 
Association, calls for a 5.3 per cent ad¬ 


justment in schedule for the first year, 
plus horizontal increments, such as step 
increases, longevity and sabbatical 
allowances. 

When all factors arc taken into account, 
the percentage rise in teacher salaries is 
7.2 per cent. 

Second year terms feature a G per cent 
schedule adjustment, plus the same 
horizontal items. 

Although the FinCoin took no action, 
pending further study of details by its 
educational sub-committee, several 
members questioned the size of the 
salary hikes as opposed to those approved 
by voters for other town employees. 

Member M. Roy l-ondon said at one 
point "Town meeting took the action it 
did because of what appeared to be an 
inequitable situation in regard to other 
town employees. I think the town would 
like you to listen to them, too." 

Joseph Clancy, who heads the school 
committee's negotiating team, noted that 
his group tried to work within the dollar 


limits desired by voters. He added, 
however, that it was also necessary to 
take into account figures which showed 
Westwood lower in many salary respects 
than other comparable towns, 

FinCom member Samuel Hayes 
commented that the town had not really 
appropriated the $150,000. referred to the 
by the School Committee. "We should 
keep an open mind on this, however, and 
get all the fads,” he added. 

In addition to salary adjustments, the 
contract reflects other significant 
changes. Base starting pay for teachers 
without experience will go from $9,100. to 
$9,700. Also, beginning moves were taken 
to render step increases more equitable 
and a single salary schedule was adopted 
for the first time. Until now. there have 
been separate schedules for tenured and 
non-tenured teachers. 

FinCom Chairman Paul Hanlon said 
the commission will consider the school 
issue further at is next meeting on Sep¬ 
tember 14th. 


Local senatorial hopefuls answer 
Common Cause questionnaire 


Three of four Democratic senatorial 
candidates for the first Suffolk and 
Norfolk district, which includes Dedham 
and Westwood, recently answered a 
“Common Cause Massachusetts" can¬ 
didate questionnaire, the citizen lobbying 
organization announced today. 

Senator Arthur J. l,ewis Jr., 339 Pond 
St.. Boston, faces three Democratic 
challengers in the Sept. 14 primary. 
Seeking to unseat the incumbent 
Dedham-Westwood senator are John P. 
Spears, 15 Myrtle St., Boston, Paul 
McCaffrey, 58 Mt. Vernon St., Boston, 
and Stephen M. Bingham III, 48 Newfield 
St., Boston. 

Only Bingham failed to respond to the 
"Common Cause" questionnaire. 

I,ewis, McCaffrey, and Spears favored 
"sunset" legislation which would 
automatically terminate regulatory 
agencies after a fixed number of years 
unless evaluated and recreated by the 


legislature. 

Lewis and McCaffrey favored, while 
Spears wanted more specifics, on 
amending the public financing law so 
funds are provided by a dollar check-off 
on the state tax return. 

Lewis and McCaffrey favored, while 
Spears wanted more specifics, on limited 
public financing of campaigns for the 
state legislature. 

All three favored disclosure of the 
occupation, employer and place of em¬ 
ployment of large campaign con¬ 
tributors. 

McCaffrey and Spears favored, while 
liewis opposed, public disclosure of the 
sources of income and other economic 
interests, prior to election or appointment 
and annually thereafter by elected and 
major appointed state officials, and 
major elected and appointed local of¬ 
ficials. 

McCaffrey and Spears stated they will 


voluntarily disclose this information, 
while Lewis said he will not. 

All three favored prohibiting public 
officials from representing clients for a 
fee before non-judicial agencies. 

All three also favored: 

— levying fines against public officials 
who violate the open meeting law. 

— comprehensive, quarterly reporting 
of expenditures by lobbyists. 

— per diem fines for late-filed lobbying 
reports. 

Both McCaffrey and Spears favored the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
which would permit the legislature to 
adopt a graduated state income tax. 
Spears added that he supports no specific 
plan at this time. lewis answered, "I 
voted to put this on the ballot so the 
people could make a decision." 

McCaffrey and Spears favored the 
proposed state Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment, while Lewis was opposed. 


Nota only Dedham Rep. candidate 
to answer Common Cause 


DF.DHAM — Planning Board member 
Richard C. Nota was the only Dedham 
State representative candidate (13th 
Norfolk) to answer a “Common Cause 
Massachusetts" candidate questionnaire, 
according to the citizen lobbying 
organization. 

No responses were received from 
Assessor Robert F.X. Casey, Selectmen 
Chairman Marilyn Morris, and long-time 
Town meeting member John Vasta, all 
seeking a Sept, 14 win in the Democratic 
primary for Dedham’s 13th Norfolk 
House district. 

In answer to the "Common Cause” 
questionnaire, Nota favors: 

— "Sunset" legislation which would 
automatically terminate regulatory 


agencies after a fixed number of years 
unless evaluated and recreated by the 
legislature. 

— disclosure of the occupation, em¬ 
ployer and place of employment of large 
campaign contributors. 

— public disclosure of the sources of 
income and other economic interests, 
prior to election or appointment and 
annually thereafter, by elected and 
major appointed state officials. (Opposed 
similar disclosure for major elected and 
appointed local officials. Stated he would 
voluntarily disclose this information, but 
did not return the disclosure form.) 

Also favored;

Abby's mother, Mrs. Ruth 
Drover, who held an emotional 
bedside reunion with her 
emaciated daughter at a local 
hospital, said, "She's got 
spunk, she'll come back. It was 
pretty terrible... she will never 
forget it but I am sure she can 
overcome it and push it to the 
back of her mind." 

Abby disappeared March 10 
while on her way to school. 
Reward leaflets flooded the 
area around Port Moody, a 
prosperous oil and lumber 
center about 15 miles north of 
Vancouver, but an intensive 
search failed to turn up any 
trace of her. 

Police sources said Hay — 
who lived only a few doors 
from the missing girl — had 
helped in the search. He was 
well known to the Drover 
family and had three stepchil¬ 
dren who often played with 
Abby and her two older sisters. 


Police were callled to Hay's 
shabby, two-story frame home 
Monday following a complaint 
of a domestic disturbance. The 
officers interviewed Hays’ wife 
and checked the premises — 
including a garage-workshop 
above the dungeon where Abby 
was imprisoned — but found 
nothing suspicious. 

They were driving away 


when another radio call sent 
them back. They spotted a man 
climbing out of a shaft leading 
from the underground cell and 
heard a "whining" coming 
from the bottom of the shaft. 

It was Abby. 

The two officers lifted out the 
girl — so weak she could hardly 
walk — and rushed her to a 
hospital. She was later 


released and was reported at 
an undisclosed location with 
her family in the Port Moody 
area. 

The entrance to the dungeon 
was concealed by a trapdoor 
behind two doors of an empty 
workbench cupboard. The 
chamber was slimy, foul- 
smelling, littered with garbage 
— and soundproof.

Scientists consider Viking discovery 


PASADF.NA, Calif. (UPI) - 
One of the first tentative 
discoveries of the Viking 2 
spacecraft on Mars is that the 
sky over its Utopia landing site 


appears darker than the bright 
orange sky over Viking l’s 
Chryse desert. 

Just exactly what this means 
is not known, but Dr. Alan 


Binder said it probably indi¬ 
cates there are fewer dust 
particles in the air over Viking 
2 than over the first landing 
site 4,600 miles away.

The red dust particles 
scatter sunlight and give the 
sky color. A perfectly clear sky 
would be black except at the 
horizon where there would be 
enough air mass to give it 
color. 

Binder said the first pictures 
from Viking 2 were 
reminiscent of sunset on earth 
where the sky is dark but the 
horizon is pinkish-red. 

Viking 2 sent back its first 
pictures from its second elec¬ 
tronic eye Tuesday night, 
confirming that both cameras 
work to give scientists a three- 
dimensional view of surround¬ 
ing Martian terrain. 

Geologists were anxious for 
stereoscopic views of the 
surface to pick out the best spot 
for the lander's mechanical 
arm to start digging into Mars 
this weekend to gather soil 
samples for the biology ex¬ 
periments. 

The two cameras are 33 
inches apart and pictures of the 
same spot from their different 
viewing angles give scientists 
the ability to create three- 
dimensional views, giving 
depth to the scene. 

Binder said the stereoscopic 
photography also may help tell 
more about the nature of the 
sandy, winding trough in front 
of the landing craft He said it 


BOSTON (UPI)-The threat 
of a citywide wildcat strike by 
taxi drivers loomed today. 

Drivers upset over the 
sanctioning of a new limousine 
service from Logan Inter¬ 
national Airport have 
boycotted the airport since 
Monday night. The city’s 10,000 
licensed cabbies were awaiting 
word from leaders of the 
boycott whether to extend it to 
the rest of the city. 

Industry representatives 
Tuesday asked the Massa¬ 
chusetts Port Authority to 
suspend the license of Regal 
limousine Service — which 
went into effect Monday — 
pending a court challenge to 
(he licensing expected to be 
filed today. 

They were to meet today 
with MassPort officials who 
promised a decision on the 
suspension request. MassPort 
spokesman Ron Brinn said 
suspension was possible. 

"The last step in the line (for 
limousine service licensing) is 
permission from MassPort 
and, if that is withdrawn, then 
they cannot operate at the 
airport," he said. "They 
probably can’t simply 
withdraw the permission, but 
they could suspend it pending 
litigation or whever." 

Felix Tester, treasurer of the 
Independent Taxi Owners As¬ 
sociation, said Tuesday night 
the airport was the only formal 
target and, until MassPort’s 
announcement, any decision to 
work the city would be up to 
individual cabbies.

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State regaining 

confidence of 
local businessmen!

While the economy may not be taking giant steps forward, the 
predominant mood among many local businessmen is one of 
cautious optimism. 

In the eyes of many leading economists, the chief obstacle to a 
speedy recovery is inflation, and that seems to be winding down. "I 
think it's safe to call this a period of disinflation," says Burton G. 
Malkeil, a member of the Council of Economic Advisors. If we take 
the word of the more optomistc experts, lower labor cost coupled 
with a demonstrated higher productivity rate, will contribute to 
reducing inflation to controllable levels, below 6 percent, by early 
1977. 

In his Economic Development Program for Massachusetts. 
Governor Dukakis plainly states, "the single most important task 
facing Massachusetts today is the revitalization of the state's 
economy." But the administration knows as well as anyone that our 
high tax rate discourages industries from settling in the Com¬ 
monwealth. Therefore, it has become a number one priority in the 
state government to keep business in Massachusetts both happy 
and here. 

One example of the administration's pro-business stance in¬ 
volves a large Norwood firm. Northrup Electronics Corporation 
applied to the Outdoor Advertising Board, an agency on the office 
of Environmental Affairs, to erect a double billboard on Rte. 1 near 
their plant. They had previously made it clear that they were 
planning to leave the state if their application was not approved. 
Peter Bronson, acting director of the board denied Northrup's 
request, but when they brought their appeal before the full board 
Bronson’s ruling was overturned. According to an article in The 
Phoenix, reliable sources on the board said the office of John 
Marino, commissioner of Commerce and Development, intervened 
during the appeal, helping to effect the favorable outcome. 

Another Norwood firm, Analog Devices, manufacturer of elec¬ 
tronic devices used in precision instruments, has shown confidence 


in the business climate of Massachusetts with its plans for ex¬ 
tensive expansion. Analog Devices employs 875 workers in this 
state, 515 in Norwood and Westwood alone and anticipates doubling 
economic growth, does not go acknowledged by the state. At the 
recent opening of their new Wakefield plant, the Governor 
presented a citation "to honor Analog Devices’ confidence in the 
economic future of the Commonwealth...and...in recognition of its 
rapidly growing work force." 

Another indication of growth in the area is evidenced in stepped 
up activity at two Holiday Inns on Rte. 128. Bruce Frase, general 
manager of the Newton hotel sees "encouraging signs of economic 
improvement" in longer guest lists. A questionnaire distributed to 
the hotel's guests showed that 75 percent of the clientele are doing 
business in the Rte. 128 industrial belt. 

Some doomsday prophets predict slow recovery and a high rate 
unemployment well into next spring. However, many of the 
businessmen and shopowners in the wide area around the Hub 
served by Transcript newspapers see things differently. Local 
businessmen voice optimism about the future and have indicated 
that they do not feel their communities have been particularly hard 
hit by the recession. 

Richard Burnham, a Needham realtor, says that his "industry is 
in healthy condition," and profits this year are definitely ahead of 
inflation. While pointing to a well-balanced market in residential 
homes, Burnham observed today the shift is mostly of people 
within the area, whereas 10 years ago, many of his buyers were 
from out of state. 

Needham has always been a preferred mortgage lending area 
because of its low and stable taxes, but several years ago money 
was tight. Today, mortgages are easier to get and rates are con¬ 
siderably lower. According to Charles McAllister, senior vice

Even more 
dramatic figures are provided, 
however, by Massachusetts 
Limousine Company president, 
Kenneth Hudson, who says 
limousine passenger traffic at 
Logan has increased 25 per 
cent in the last year alone. 

Such figures support Imogen 
International’s master plan to 
curb expansion of parking 
facilities and encourage 
alternate ground tran¬ 
sportation to and from I-ogan. 
And, in a recent survey at 
Logan, it was found that 
limousines are, Indeed, fast 
becoming a popular alter¬ 
native. 

Brockton salesman Thomas 
Michiasczek, says, “for me 
there is only one reason for 
using limousines — con¬ 
venience.” He adds, "not 
having to drive in heavy traffic 
is reason enough, but being 
chauffeured in an air con¬ 


ditioned limousine to curbside 
at my airline is, for me , the 
ultimate in convenience.”

president at Baybank Norfolk County Trust, a survey they con¬ 
ducted of 20 leading banks in the area showed that residential 
mortgage rates ranged from 8^4 to 9Vii percent. This indicates a 
decrease from the rates which, in 1973, peaked at over 10 percent. 

McAllistere also commented on a growing trend in the purchase 
of automobiles. 

Car sales, which plummeted two or three years ago, have soared 
in recent months. John Balemo, vice president of Norwood Dodge, 
says that sales there have increased by "35-40 percent" with profits 
not too far behind. People have found small cars are not large 
enough and are going for intermediate size models, Balemo added. 

Although the building industry may be experiencing the greatest 
pinch In jobs, Bill Reynolds, a Canton general contractor and high¬ 
way builder, predicts that things may te improving. "Once the city 
gets going on the central artery and southwest corridor projects,” 
Reynolds says, "the whole industry, which now suffers 60 percent 
unemployment, will be in good shape for at least another 10 years.” 

The southwest corridor, now a transit project on the same right of 
way that was supposed to be for the highway project, involves 
rebuilding the trolley line from Back Bay to Forest Hills. The 
central artery, a $300-500 million highway project, which has $50 
million already approved for planning, will be built under the 
existing road, making new connections to East Boston tunnels. 

Continued development in the Transcript communities 
demonstrates the value and still untapped potential for greater 
economic growth. 

Several suburban projects suggest that more business will be 
coming into the area soon. Construction is slated to begin in early 
October for a shopping mall in Norwood near Raytheon on Rte. 1. 
Some preliminary work has been done at the site, but merchants 
have yet to commit themselves to moving into the mall. 

Coca-Cola purchased the American Can building, in Needham, 
for more than $4 million, but the company has not disclosed how 
they plan to utilize the facilities. 

The Union Federal Savings & Ixxan has purchased land at High 
and Hartford Streets, in Westwood, with plans to open its first 
Westwood branch bank there. Construction of the building, 
designed by Edgar Callahan & Associates, of Dover, is scheduled to 
begin shortly. 

Vazza Properties began wors last March on the West Roxbury 
Housing for the Elderly, a development of the Boston Housing 
Authority. The two story, 104 unit building should be ready for 
occupancy by the end of U December. Rents, one official said, will 
be based on need.

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Another challenge for electric utilities

Boston Edison and investor- 
owned electric utilities across 
the state are confronting an 
issue which could affect all 
consumers — an effort by a few 
who support big government to 
push the state into the business 
of supplying electric power. 

I say push, because 
Governor Dukakis and the 
overwhelming majority of 
state officials oppose the 
prospect of the state, beset by 
grove fiscal problems, taking 
on the responsibility of sup¬ 
plying electricity to the people. 
In fact, the state legislature 
soundly defeated the proposal 
to establish a Massachusetts 
Power Authority by a vote of 
179 to 46. 

Undeterred, proponents of; 
public power collected the 
requisite number of signatures 
to place the question on the 
November 1976 ballot, by of¬ 
fering false promises of lower 
electric rates. As a result, 
Question No. 4 on the 
November 2 ballot will ask the 
voters to determine whom they 
will entrust the vital function of 
producing and supplying 
electricity — the state 
government or private 
utilities. 

Between now and November 
2, we hope to dispel the false 
impression created by 
government power advocates 
that shifting the management 
of electric power from business 
to government will somehow 
lower the price of electricity 
for the consumer. 

Advocates predict great 
savings. However, a power 
authority would not be able to 
purchase fuel oil at lower costs 
tlian utilities. Nor' would the 
costs of materials and labor be 
less expensive to an authority. 
And, certainly, an authority 
has little control over inflation. 

A recent Study Commission 
appointed by the Governor 
concluded that the “most 
likely" savings — assuming 
that a government power 
authority would operate as 
efficiently as a private 
business — would be 2 cents on 
the dollar, but not before 1985. 
Not a very compelling 
urgument. 

If it is in the name of the 
consumer protection that 
public power advocates have 
advanced the power authority 
concept, they are espousing a 
cause which would run directly 
contrary to that aim. Here’s 
why: 

RATE INCREASES WILL 
BE AUTOMATIC 
The authority, in order to 
raise money to operate, would 
have to sell bonds requiring a 
specific rate of return to 
bondholders. If the authority’s 
rates do not generate revenues 
sufficient to meet that rate of 
return, it must raise its rates 
immediately to compensate. 
Consumers should be made 
aware that under the proposal, 
the authority’s rate increases 


would not be subject to review 
by the DPU or anyone else. The 
consumer has no court of 
appeals. 

The Tennessee Valley 
Authority (TVA), the largest 
power authority in the U.S., 
has raised its rates 15 times in 
the past nine years, all without 
review by a regulatory body. 
This is consumer protection? 

MATTER OF SEMANTICS 

One of the primary 
arguments of government 
power supporters over the 
years has been, “if we 
nationalize the electric power 
industry, we won’t have to 
suffer high rates while 
stockholders reap huge profits 
at out expense." 

To demonstrate Just how 
fallacious and self-serving this 
is, listen to the remarks of a 
TVA official trying to rebut the 
criticism of a Congressman 
who had chastised the 
authority for its repeated rate 
increases. This was the 
published quote: 

"It’s possible we could stop 
raising rates if inflation 
recedes and coal costs come 
down . . . TVA is a self¬ 
financing agency that must 
cam a profit with which to pay 
off bondholders and plow some 
funds back into the system as a 
way of cutting borrowing needs 
and borrowing interest costs." 

The notion that a govern¬ 
ment-operated power authority 
would be profit-free and return 
those profits to the consumer is 
a piece of rhetoric that is 
swallowed all too willingly by 
people unfamiliar with the 
facts. Public power proponents 
know better, but are not about 
to tell. 

EFFECTIVE REGULATION 

A genuine form of consumer 
protection is a viable Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities. The 
creation of full-time DPU 
commissioners has given the 
DPU greater review capacity 
and credibility than at any 
time in its existence. 
Regulators who are both tough 
and fair are probably the 
greatest ally of the consumer 
and investor alike, since they 
provide the tools and create 
incentives for efficient 
management. A state-run 
power authority would have no 
such incentives. 

SERVICE IS 
THE KEY 

With the politicization of the 
electric power industry, ser¬ 
vice to all customers, com¬ 
mercial, industrial and 
residential, would deteriorate. 


if the history of government 
involvement in other 
operations (MBTA, pension 
funds, welfare) is any in¬ 
dication. The investor-owned 
electric utilities in 
Massachusetts have developed 
their expertise and 
professionalism over the last 
century. The generation and 
transmission of electricity is a 
highly-technical, immensely- 
complex business too vital to 
entrust to an inexperienced 
politically-appointed power 
authority. New England 
electric utilities boast a 
reliability factor of 99.98 per 
cent. Can any state-run agency 
make that claim? 

PROMISES, PROMISES 

From time to time, self- 
declared social engineers have 
reworked established systems 
in the name of "reform." When 
state government assumed 
control of welfare, for instance, 
the new process was to have 
streamlined the flow of money 
to welfare recipients. Instead, 
welfare has mushroomed into 
an uncontrollable bureaucratic 
nightmare. 

The MBTA is another state- 
run operation which has 
earned the antipathy of patrons 
everywhere with its service 
problems and massive deficits. 
Massachusetts has had a long 
and checkered history with 
special authorities. Some of 
these operations work better on 
paper than they do in practice, 
and when some dedicated 
people try to manage them in a 
businesslike manner they are 
subjected to heavy political 
pressure. 

VOTE YOUR CONSCIENCE 

Proponents of public power 
contend they are merely 
looking for a direct opinion 
from the voters on issue We 
welcome the challenge. The 
will of the people in rejecting 
the public power authority 
proposal is indirectly a com¬ 
pliment to the years of reliable, 
efficent service provided by 
the investor-owned companies. 
It is a mandate of sorts to carry 
on in this tradition. 

The electric industry has 
been in the eye of the storm of 
rising prices. Consumer 
frustration with higher costs is 
understandable. We are 
confident, however, that the 
electric industry will ride out 
the storm of controversy and 
win the support of the people It 
serves. The seven-fold rise in 
oil prices over the past decade 
has had a devastating impact 
on electric utilities because of 


the enormous quantities of oil 
required to generate elec¬ 
tricity. 

Until we can extricate 
ourselves from the vice-like 
grip of foreign oil magnates, 
there is no easy solution to 
energy costs. A state-operated 
power authority, much less a 
few political opportunists, 
cannot possibly change cir¬ 
cumstances that the most 
resourceful world govern¬ 
ments are unable to reverse.

In the short time it has been 
on the air, WCVB-TV, located 
at 5 TV Place, Needham, has 
clearly established itself as a 
vigorous programming in¬ 
novator and pacesetter among 
commercial television stations 
in this country. By some ac¬ 
counts, it is in a class of its 
own. 

The genesis of this un¬ 
common broadcasting en¬ 
terprise was in 1963, when 
Boston Broadcasters, Inc. 
accepted an FCC (Federal 
Communications Commission) 
invitation to apply for 
Boston’s Channel 5 license. 
After an historic legal battle 
that reached the U.S. 
Supreme Court, the franchise 
was awarded to BBI, and 
WCVB-TV went on the air 
March 19, 1972. 

Among the principles on 
which WCVB-TV was foundeck 
are quality locally-produced 
programming, 'round-th- 
clock operation, live 
telecasting, free political time, 
and outside the realm of 
programming, local ownership 
and the integration of 
stockholders-management i 
the day-to-day operation of the 
station. 


As quoted in its charter, the 
station intends "to avoid the 
error so often associated with 
television — I that) of regar¬ 
ding the audience as simply an 
indiscriminate mass of 
viewers?" 

In presenting socially 
significant programs, WCVB- 
TV has not abdicated the big 
audience. For example, 
recent documentaries on 
breast cancer and black urban 
policemen were rated number 
one in prime time (10:00 P.M.) 
against network competition. 

The cycle of WCVB-TV 
achievement Is hardly com¬ 
plete. Others now are in¬ 
terested In Its products. 
Several series either have been 
— or soon will be in national 
syndication. 

The award-winning 
children’s series, "Jab¬ 
ber wocky," is being recir¬ 
culated nationally after a year 
in syndication (1974-75) when it 
reached 70 per cent saturation 
of U.S. markets. A 60-minute 
documentary-drama on heart 
disease, "The Frightening 
Feeling You're Going to Die," 
has been shown in top ten 
markets. 


National syndication will 
begin this September for a 
combination of health care 
programs under the umbrella 
title, "Update on Health." 
Also, "Good Day!” — already 
carried throughout New 
England and into Montreal and 
New Brunswick — is being 
offered to other parts of the 
country. Thus far, both shows 
will be telecast in ap¬ 
proximately 75 markets across 
the U.S. beginning Sept. 6. 

For the past two years, 
WCVB-TV’s performance in 
news and public affairs 
programming and minority 
hiring has earned it the 
number one position among all 
commercial stations in studies 
conducted by the National 
Black Media Coalition, a 
citizens broadcast action 
group. 

And the Gabriel Awards 
Committee in 1975 added this 
statement to a WCVB-TV 
award citation: "Subperbly 
commendable service to the 
community at every level. 
Imagine what this country 
would be like if every station 
did this kind of programming. 
A vision of what television can 
be!”

As Secretary of Economic 
Affairs, now 18 months into a 
new Administration, I would 
like to issue a broad per¬ 
spective on our progress to 
date and comment on my 
sincere sense of optimism 
regarding the prospects for 
continued improvement in the 
Massachusetts economic 
environment. 

I know that in the context of 
day-to-day business pressures 
and newspaper reading, it is 
often difficult to be optimistic 
about the Massachusetts 
economy. We have just been 
through a serious economic 
downturn, the State and region 
suffer from complex structural 
problems, and we all know that 
there are no quick, easy 
solutions. 

Unfortunately, it is easy to 
become lost in the forest, to be 
impatient and to expect too 
much too soon. I suggest that if 
we back off and look at what is 
happening in Massachusetts 
from an historical perspective 
of 5 to 15 years, it is clear that 
something refreshingly new 
and different is going on. In the 
last 18 months, Massachusetts 
has turned an important 
corner. The Dukakis 
Administration has succeeded 
in effecting a substantial 
change in a relatively short 
period of time, and there is 
valid basis for by sense of 
optimism. 

For example, I think that 18 
months ago, it was generally 


agreed that if we were to 
restore and enhance the 
confidence of the business and 
financial communities in 
Massachusetts as a place in 
which to locate and expand, the 
most important single thing 
that the State could do, and 
indeed, had to do, was to get its 
own house in order. The State 
had to demonstrate that it 
knew how to hold the line on 
spending, live within its in¬ 
come. manage its affairs with 
increasing efficiency, and be 
more responsive to the 
legitimate concerns of the 
economy, reflecting a proper 
sense of priority and balance 
with environmental, social and 
other concerns. It is now ap¬ 
propriate to ask how we are 
doing with regard to this 
essential prerequisite to any 
program for improving the 
economy. 

Since taking office, the 
disastrous trend of recent 
years has been reversed as we 
have moved from period of 
planning, execution and 
control. True, we are not yet 
out of the woods. We 
acknowledge that we have a 
long way to go, but we have 
made an admirable start. 
Together with the Legislature, 
and with support from the 
private sector, we have 
brought State spending under 
control and have balanced the 
budget. 

The number of State em¬ 
ployees is lower for the first 
time in living memory. The 
patronage system, so 
distasteful to an economic

system based on merit, has 
been eliminated. An archaic 
debt structure has been 
reorganized. Welfare 
caseloads have been reduced. 
It is no longer possible to 
voluntarily quit your job in 
Massachusetts and collect 
unemployment benefits, and 
legislation calling for further 
reforms has been filed. The 
recommendations of the 
Governor's Management Task 
Force have been substantially 
accepted, and an intensive 
implementation effort is un¬ 
derway. The problem of fun¬ 
ding the pension plan, long 
swept under the rug, is under 
study and will be dealt with. 

Finally, the Governor has 
made economic development 
the top priority of his 
Administration, and has for¬ 
med a Development Cabinet 
unique in Massachusetts if not 
in America. Through the 
Business Contact Program, we 
have met with thousands of 
Massachusetts’ major em¬ 
ployers, and have helped 
literally hundreds of them with 
their problems. 

I could go on, but surely 
Massachusetts' most severe 
critics would acknowledge 
that, by all historical 
precedents, the above ac¬ 
complishments represents a 
dramatic change in the tone 
and trend of Massachusetts 
State government. Not as 
much or as fast as some would 
like, perhaps, but an im¬ 
pressive record of per¬ 
formance, given the complex 
nature of the governmental 
process and the amount of 
inertia in the system. This 
record deserves your careful 
scrutiny and your support. 

With this groundwork behind 
us, we ure now at a time of 
major opportunity. The ad¬ 
verse trend of recent years, 
climaxed by the recession, has 
resulted in a high degree of 
awareness among government 
leaders, Executive and 
Legislative, media and 
citizenry that Massachusetts

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Bullish on Massachusetts

It’s time to be bullish on Massachusetts. Business and industry 
can find good reason to look confidently towards the future. Of late, 
and all too often, Massachusetts lias been the state of hard knocks. 
Recently Dun & Bradstreet reported that only New York and 
California rank lower than Massachusetts as the worst state In the 
nation to do business, based on taxes, energy costs and a dozen 
other factors. Earlier Fantus Co. ranked the Bay State as 46th out 
of the 46 continental states in terms of the attractiveness of its 
business climate. In the face of such widespread criticism of the 
Massachusetts economy Governor Michael S. Dukakis Just un¬ 
veiled his long awaited Economic Development Program (EDP). 

Economic Development Program. The Governor's EPD is a 70 
page document that purports to serve as a blueprint in remedying 
the state’s financial woes and reversing the poor business climate 
in the Commonwealth. The program goals “are to describe specific 
economic goals and priorities of the administration and to set an 
overall direction and framework for the role of state government in 
the revival of the Massachusetts economy in the years ahead." 
Although the EDP lacks substantive specificity its fourfold aim is 
to create more Jobs, to raise personal incomes, to attract new in¬ 
dustry and to turn the Commonwealth’s economy around. 

The EDP's plan includes the following highpoints: 

—Four tax revisions for business and Industry to encourage 
expansion, to attract new industry and to provide the Incentives to 
create Jobs with higher wages. 

—Awarding at least$200 million in highway and transit contracts 
this year and in the future, including extending Route 25 from 
Wareham to Cape Cod and completing the rapid transit line from 
Quincy to Braintree. 

—Activation of existing state development corporations, in¬ 
cluding the Community Development Finance Corporation and the 
Massachusetts Industrial Mortgage Insurance Agency. 

—State encouragement of offshore gas and oil exploration and 
proposals to construct a refinery. 

—Development of the high technology and energy related in¬ 
dustries, including solar energy. 

—Repeal of the antiquated and controversial blue laws so as to 
allow Sunday business in Massachusetts and to enable state 
businesses to compete effectively with businesses in the neigh¬ 
boring states. 

—Expansion of the Port of Boston to increase domestic and

—Preservation of Ixigan International Airport as an essential 
key to Massachusetts’ future economic growth. 

—Opposition to proposals to establish a flat electric rate for all 
consumers and a public power authority both of which will be on the 
November ballot. 

—Support for the proposed graduated income tax (the Piro- 
Kelley bill). 

—Reform of the state's welfare program to put people now on 
public assistance to work. 

—Passage of the Governor’s proposed reform of the unem¬ 
ployment compensation law. 

Some Storm Signals. The Governor and his aides are justifiably 
enthusiastic about the comprehensive plan spelled out in the EDP. 
Yet while the administration optimistically pledges to pull the state 
out of its economic doldrums the Governor seemingly undermines 
the EDP and his credibility by supporting the graduated income 
tax referendum and the curfew on Logan Airport. 

Both the graduated income tax and the Logan curfew appear to 
be at odds with the facts. The graduated income tax, the Piro- 
Kelley "Fair Tax Plan", is a politician’s dream and an economist’s 
nightmare. The Massachusetts Fair Share group claims it will 
decrease the tax of 85 percent of the public earning less than 
$15,000, thereby making a massive shift In the tax burden from the 
lower and middle income groups to the highest income earners. 
While the majority of voters gets a large reduction in income taxes 
the upper income citizens will get hit with double, triple and even 
quadruple tax increases. A study done by the First National Bank 
of Boston shows that the present Massachusetts income tax is a 
highly progressive tax, being far from regressive, and it compares 
favorably with the Federal income tax. More important the present 
tax system is more progressive than the graduated income tax 
plans in other states. You guessed it! The two states with the 
steepest graduated income taxes in the country are New York and 


California. 

Turning to the Logan curfew it is recognized that noise is a 
serious deterrent to a high quality of living which each 
Massachusetts resident is entitled to. Still the recent Massport 
study on noise control concedes that shutting down Logan at night 
could result in the loss of some 12,000 Jobs and $25 million worth of 
business, while it would, at best, reduce the noise level for only 
19,000people. Which is the highest and best good? 

Economic Recovery Underway. The timing of the release of the 
EDP nicely coincides with Massachusetts’ economic recovery. The 
leading indicators of economic activity reported by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston demonstrate both the breadth and the 
depth of the recovery which started in the second half of 1975. 

—More people are employed. 

—Unemployment has dropped sharply. 

—Construction activity for residences and nonbuilding projects 
was substantially higher. 

—Manufacturing production is above the level a year ago. 

—Higher personal incomes have sparked the rise in consumer 
spending. 

Economists expect that the Massachusetts economy will con¬ 
tinue to strengthen in the coming months. Continued economic 
resurgence combined with the implementation of the EDP should 
make for a bright economic outlook. It’s time to stand up and be 
counted. The politicians and policy makers need your mandate. If 
you have any doubts about the significance of the issue now and for 
the foreseeable future consider the gloomy prospects of what will 
become of the great Bay State. Another New York? Or California?

Propane is cheaper 
than you think 


When Robert Polito, owner of 
Norwood Bottled Gas, bought 
the business from Rudolph 
Peterson in 1950, he had only 150 
customers in 20 neighboring 
towns. Today, his customers 
number more than 1,200, 
coming from the same area. 

Polito explains how his 
business got going. In the early 
'50's, many towns were built as 
electrical developments, with 
little or no available gas. 
Bottled gas, then, was one 
answer for homes that wanted 
gas delivery. 

Norwood Bottled Gas does 
business primarily in bottled 
gas delivery, but it also sells 
and services many gas ap¬ 
pliances, and water-heaters, 
and installs space heaters for 


single rooms and basements. 

The outdoor gas grill 
business has been booming, 
partly because the cost of using 
a gas grill is about 20 cents an 
hour, which compares 
favorably with charcoal, at 
about $1 an hour. With gas, 
Polito says, "you only, use what 
you need. People have 
discovered that this is a con¬ 
venient and cheap way to cook. 
Everybody is a potential 
user.” 

In the last four or five years, 
electricity costs have been so 
high, that prices for gas are in 
line with electric fuel. Polito 
suggests that "people have 
finally found out that propane 
is one way to help beat in¬ 
flation.”

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
No. 1 survival skill for today’s 
business manager is the 
human relations skill — the 
ability to understand human 
behavior and to deal with it 
intelligently, says Karl 
Albrecht, management con¬ 
sultant. 

Albrecht, who heads his own 
firm, Management Sciences, 
and conducts seminars for the 
University of California, San 
Diego, on management by 
objectives, says the whole 
question of workers and 
managers and their 
relationship to each other 
began to change in the 30’s and 
40's. 

But not enough managers 
and supervisors have 
recognized the changing at¬ 
titude of workers, he said. 

“Workers are less willing to 
take abuse from large corpora¬ 
tions than were their parents. 
These employes are not work¬ 
ing for the manager. They are 
working for themselves and 


their own needs. 

Those needs, in addtlon to 
money, Albrecht said, are 
"social contact with other 
people and gratification at the 
job. These are just as im¬ 
portant as income in the 
pocket." 

He teaches the concept of 
objective-oriented manageme¬ 
nt — a form of management he 
feels has gotten a bad name 
because of its misuse by many 
corporations. 

“The concept has too often 
been misapplied and then 
discarded,” Albrecht ex¬ 
plained, "usually because it 
was overbureau:ratizc-d. 
Instead of being a servant it 
becomes a master, and the 
resulting forms and reports are 
more of a handicap than an 
advantage." 

The way Albrecht sees it, 
most management-by-obje¬ 
ctive programs are instituted 
at the top of the organization, 
and handed down as an edict to 
be followed by lower-level 
managers. 


"What is seldom done,” he 
said, "is for management to go 
down to the grass roots and 
inspect the responses workers 
have to change." 

Any organization which re¬ 
aches operating equilibrium 
has a fair amount of inertia, 
Albrecht said, and resistance 
to almost any kind of change. 
"People like routines and 
patterns, and any major 
change which disrupts some 
aspect of that equilibrium 
needs to be efficiently com¬ 
municated." 

Too often, he said, manage¬ 
ment fails to recognize that a 
supervisory job is radically 
different from a specialty job, 
and persons promoted to such 
positions are often thrown into 
a "sink or swim" situation. 

"Successful management is 
less methods and principles 
than it is personal relations 
skills,” he said. "Managers 
must ask themselves what they 
do that affects their work with 
others.” _ 

An organization must be 


looked upon as a social system 
rather than a mechanical 
apparatus, according to the 
consultant. "If a person 
worries about losing his job, his 
status, or fears his relation¬ 
ships with other workers will 
be damaged, he will resist 
change." Objective-oriented 
management then becomes a 
decentralized selling job, "to 
sell all people in the 
organization on the basis that 
the changes are worthwhile to 
them ns individuals." 

By communicating with the 
employees, telling them what 
the firm’s goals are and how 
the workers fit into the scheme 
of things, Albrecht said, the 
firm will establish a better 
working environment and pro¬ 
ductivity is likely to increase. 

Unfortunately, Albrecht 
said, not all managers are 
selected because of their skill 
with people. Traditionally an 
individual is promoted into 
management because he has 
performed well in some 
specialty.

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What's ahead for business

The Fall of 1976 is viewed 
with some optimism by many 
local business leaders, 
following a somewhat In¬ 
different summer season. 
While the national economic 
course of events may be 
somewhat altered by the 
presidential and congressional 
elections, this area—this 
region, in fact is somewhat 
"out of it" in terms of in¬ 
fluencing the trends which are 
all too apparent to behold. The 
Northeast and New England, 
particularly, are in trouble. 

Earlier this year an im¬ 
portant book was published, 
named ‘‘Power Shift”, by 
Kirkpatrick Sale. The author 
does a masterful job in ex¬ 
plaining the rise of the Sunbelt, 
that area stretching from 
central California eastward, 
including the southwest, the 
southeast and south of Ten¬ 
nessee and North Carolina. The 
rise of industry, the growth in 
population, the manifold in¬ 
crease in public and private 
investment and the rising 
influence in national political 
and economic decision-making 
are sobering to read. One can 
better understand what has 
been happening hereabouts 
when you've read this book. 

While the major factors of 
population loss, coupled with 
rising welfare and energy 
costs, are serious, they may 
not be fatal. This country has 
grown by an imaginative 
operation combining resources 
with entrepreneurial skill, 
together with sufficient capital 
and a skilled labor force. These 
basic factors still exist in the 
Northeast and in 
Massachusetts, but we will all 
have to work a little harder to 
bring about any economic 
resurgence. 

And while the national 
picture is cloudy, the state 
picture seems to be getting 
better. Earlier this year the 


media was properly concerned 
with major stories of the 
exodus of industrial business 
from the state. Companies like 
Digital, Dennison and 
Raytheon announced ex¬ 
pansion plans—but that the 
expansion would take place in 
New Hampshire or in 
Mississippi. Fortunately in this 
free society, business can 
expand where it pleases, but it 
did demonstrate to the elected 
officials in the state House that 
we liave some problems. 

The legislature, in turn, 
voted down a major business- 
opposed bill which will allow 
flat rates, disregarding the loss 
of jobs and shift of cost to the 
consumer. The legislature saw 
the consequences, but those in 
sympathy with Fair Share 
collected sufficient signatures 
to force the issue to the ballot. 
Not only will the voters, 
preoccupied with what will 
ultimately be a close 
presidential contest, have to 
decide on flat rates, but a 
variety of other referenda, 
including public power, the 
graduated income tax, E.R.A. 
and other matters. No one 
should hazard a guess at this 
time what the outcome will be 
on any of these matters. 

Governor Dukakis in recent 
days has taken a more 
aggressive stance relating to 
business problems. Not only 
has he opposed flat rates, but 
he lias come out strongly 
against the Logan Airport 
curfew. The economic con¬ 
sequences of that item go far 
beyond direct job losses at the 
airport site. 

The focus on jobs and 
transportation is altogether a 
proper one. Society cannot 
meet its social needs and costs 
without the ability to raise 
money thrugh taxes yet many 
well-meaning individuals have 
not absorbed this basic 
economic fact. 

The Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce over 
the past four or five years has 
had a central focus on the 
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importance of economic 
development as it relates to 
jobs and transportation. The 
Chamber's leaders recently 
met with the Secretary and 
Assistant Secretary of 
Economic Affairs, the Com¬ 
missioner of Commerce and 
Development, the Director of 
the Division of Employment 
Security and other state of¬ 
ficials with respect to several 
matters. The Chamber feels 
that to improve the service of 
the D.E.S., the jobs function 
must be physically separated 
from the claims function. This 
and other recommendations 


made during the Greenleigh 
Project study and report would 
hopefully result in more job 
listings with D.E.S. and more 
employment service for the 
unemployed. 

The Chamber has run 
manpower development 
seminars, participates in the 
Newton area C.E.T.A. con¬ 
sortium and furnishes business 
leadership for solving these 
and other community 
problems. Most business 
leaders in the Chamber favor 
maintaining commuter rail 
over building rapid transit 


from Needham to Boston and 
there is strong objection to 
rapid transit from Route 128 
westward into downtown 
Needham. It welcomes the 
Coca-Cola Co., which pur¬ 
chased the American Can 
facility in the industrial center 
and Massachusetts General 
Life Insurance Co., which has 
moved its executive offices 
from Boston to the new Newton 
Executive Park, Newton’s first 
redevelopment project. 

Such business activity, we 
feel, is a harbinger of good 
things ahead.

DeNucci proponents used McGrath's 
love of municipal politics and other in¬ 
volvement against him, saying that he 
devoted too much time to Newton issues 
and not enough to state issues as a state 
representative. 

If he should decide to run again for 
alderman, he would oppose Carol Ann 
Shea, whom he supported, Donald Budge, 
and John Stewart. All of Ward 4's 
aldermen are serving their first terms. 

DeNucci will be opposed in the general 
election Nov. 2 by George Withington, 
who was unopposed in the Republican 
primary. Withington got 330 votes. 


Light turnout for 
Tuesday's primary 


Approximately 25 percent of the city's 
registered voters went to the polls 
Tuesday for the relatively ueventful 
primary here. 

Total number of votes cast, according 
to unofficial figures, was 12,106. Of the 
total, 10,704 were Democratic ballots and 
1401 were Republican. 

In addition to the McGrath-DeNucci 
race which gave DeNucci the Democratic 
nomination for state representative in the 
16th Middlesex District, 165 Republicans 
managed to put Howard Passman on the 
ballot to oppose Lois Pines in the 19th 
Middlesex District. 

Democratic results 

Edward Kennedy was the easy victor in 
Newton for in the U.S. Senate race. He got 
8507 votes. Robert Dinsmore came in 
second with 1143 and Frederick Langone 
got 623. 

Incumbent Congressman Robert 
Drinan compiled 7739 votes. Incumbent 
Governor’s Councillor Herbert Connolly, 
running unopposed in the general elec¬ 
tion, got 5029 votes. 

Incumbent State Sen. Jack Backman 
received 5,951 votes in Newton and 4,113 
in Brookline for a total vote of 10,064. 

The votes cast in state representative 


races were 1459 for Peter F. Harrington 
in the 17th Middlesex District and a total 
of 139-1 for David J. Mofenson in the 18th 
Middlesex District, including 1184 in 
Newton arid 210 in Needham’s Precinct H. 
lois Pines got 1331 votes in the 19th 
Middlesex District. 

None had primary opponents. All have 
opponents in the general election. 

Incumbent Clerk of Courts Edward J. 
Sullivan got 5172 votes in Newton and 
Incumbent Register of Deeds John F. 
Zamparelli got 4776 votes here. 

In the race for Middlesex County 
Commissioner, the nominees will be 
incumbents Michael E. McLaughlin and 
S. Lester Ralph. In Newton S. Lester 
Ralph got the most votes, 3419, and Joyce 
Morrissey Beatty, a local resident, came 
in second with 3207 votes. McLaughlin got 
3176 votes here.

1062 votes in Newton. 

Drinan's opponent, Arthur D. Mason of 
Brookline, got 1167 votes.

Former prizefighter A. Joseph 
JeNucci knocked State Rep. Richard 
vlcGrath out of the running for reelection 
ruesday night by a 176-vote margin. 

DeNucci beat McGrath in the 
Democratic primary race for the 16 th 
District, including parts of Auburndale, 
Newtonville and West Newton. 

DeNucci lost to McGrath two years ago 
by four votes, which diminished to three 
in a recount. 


McGrath indicated Tuesday night after 
conceding his defeat that he may mount a 
campaign to regain his seat in the 
legislature by sticker (write-in) votes in 
the general election in November. 

The preprimary race was charac¬ 
terized by charges of "dirty tricks" from 
both sides, chief among which was the 
charge by DeNucci that McGrath had 
obtained applications for absentee ballots 
in a questionable manner. 

DeNucci's lawyer, Sanford Kowal, was 
prepared to challenge several absentee 


ballots sent to a West Newton nursing 
home in response to applications he 
suggested had been maneuvered by 
McGrath’s mother from incompetent 
patients. 

The whole question never arose, 
however, since the total of 123 absentee 
ballots from the 16th District would not 
have affected the outcome of the election, 
and none of the challengeable ballots 
were sent in to the Election Commission. 

Ward 3, precincts 1, 3, and 4, north of 
Washington Street, was the key to 


DeNucci's victory. These three precincts 
were the only ones carried by DeNucci, 
but their heavy vote put DeNucci out of 
reach. 

As in 1974, McGrath carried five 
precincts, including liberal and wealthy 
West Newton Hill, precinct 2 of Ward 3, 
and the single precinct in Ward 2. 

McGrath won by a large number of 
votes in the Auburndale precincts, 
especially his home precinct, 4-3. 

Wellwishers gathered at American 
I-egion Post 440 in Nonantum to welcome 
the victor, while at McGrath’s home 
supporters came quietly to express their 
regret at his loss, and in some cases to 
hear the results for the first time. 

At Post 440 the mood was jubilant as the 
crowd welcomed DeNucci, who had 
stopped at City Hall before joining his 
victory celebration. 

DeNucci said he was going back to 
work at the State House Wednesday 
morning, although on Wednesday mor¬ 
ning a campaign worker, who had not left 
the party until after 4 a.m., said, “No way 
did Joe go to work this morning." 

DeNucci was given leave of absence 
from his position as aide at the General 
Court when he announced his intention to 
run for office. 

State Rep. David Mofenson commented 
about DeNucci that he has “com¬ 
passion," and has always shown a desire 
to listen to good advice and learn about 
subjects with which he is not familiar. 

"He will be a fine representative," 
Mofenson said. 

DeNucci's father, Alexander, sharing 
his son's joy at winning the primary, said, 
"I believe Joe will do a good job because 
his heart’s in it. Joe always wanted to do 
good.”

Tax rate to be voted Monday 


The Board of Aldermen Monday night 
will decide whether the tax rate will go up 
$6 per thousand dollars of assessed 
valuation or by some other figure up to 
$7.20. 

The Finance Committee last week 
voted to cut to $400,000 the $900,000 
requested by the mayor to be set aside 
from the next fiscal year’s revenue to 
take care of collective bargaining. 

The commitment of $400,000 of revenue, 
coupled with the use of $1.2 million of 
available surplus funds in the treasury 
now, would mean a final tax rate of 
probably $165, according to Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino this week. 


The mayor commented that in his 
opinion the reduction of his request to 
appropriate $900,000 for budget reserve is 
"cutting it a little too fine." 

The Finance Committee at its meeting 
tended to agree with Chairman Sidney 
Small that the surplus balance plus an¬ 
ticipated revenue during the next nine 
months will be sufficient to take care of 
all foreseeable expenses, and that it is 
necessary to encumber only $400,000. Aid. 
Wendell Bauckman cast the only 
dissenting vote. 

Mayor Mann submitted his request in 
two parts this year. One part was the 
request for $ 1.2 million to be used from 


the $2 million surplus. The other was 
the request for $900,000 to put into budget 
reserve. 

Die Board of Aldermen was thus in 
effect given the chance to increase the 
amount of funds used to offset the tax 
rate, an action it cannot take if a single¬ 
figure request is submitted. 

Mann explained his decision to submit 
his request in two purls by saying that he 
wanted everything "above board" with 
the aldermen and did not want to be 
accused of playing politics with the tax 
rate. 

Small raised just that point at the 
Finance Committee meeting, when he 


said some of those present might want to 
allow an excessively large surplus to 
accumulate for next year to help in their 
reelcction. 

He felt that the taxpayers should 
receive the benefit of everything possible 
right now, not next year. 

Reasons for the large surplus this year 
as explained by Marino included a turn¬ 
back to the city of $650,000 from the 
School Department, when more than 
$424,000 was received unexpectedly from 
the state as additional reimbursement for 
Chapter 766.

Moment of silence in schools considered

The School Committee tabled a motion 
by Robert Cohen that would have or¬ 
dered the superintendent to make the 
schools comply with a state law requiring 
up to a minute of silence for prayer or 
meditation at the beginning of each 
school day. 

The motion came as a surprise at the 
end of Monday night's regular meeting at 
Day Junior High School. 


The state law was recently upheld by a 
three-judge panel in the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in Boston after being appealed 
by a group of Framingham parents. 
Framingham is complying with the law 
while an appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court is being prepared. 

The motion to delay compliance with 
the law was made by Honora Kaplan and 
seconded by Henry Dellcata. It passed by 
a 6-3 vote with Cohen, Edward Prince, 
and Michael LeConti opposed. 

The argument between lawyers Cohen 


and Kaplan centered around a for¬ 
thcoming advisory opinion from the State 
Department of Education on compliance 
with the law. 

Cohen said that no advisory opinion 
would overrule the court's finding, 
but Kaplan won five votes for the delay- 

A spokeswoman lor the legal office in 
the State Departmnt of Education said 
the opinion would be completed by next 
Wednesday. The Committee is set to meet 
Sept. 27. 


Chapter 71, Section 1A, of the General 
I-aws was passed in 1966, amended in 
1973, and reads as follows: 

"At the commencement of the first 
class of each day in all grades in all 
public schools the teacher in charge of 
the room in which each such class is held 
shall announce that a period of silence not 
to exceed one minute in duration shall be 
observed for meditation or prayer, and 
during any such period silence shall be 
maintained and no activities engaged 
in." 


Land Use Committee 

IMew hearing on Nahanton Woods? 


Nahanton Woods, a 112-unit con¬ 
dominium apartment complex planned 
for land at Nahanton and Winchester 
Streets, Ward 8, will be discussed at 
recess by the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night, and will probably be assigned for 
another public hearing on the requested 
zone change from Residence A to E. 

A last-minute change of vote from 
denial to "hold" at the last Board 
meeting kept the project alive. 

Further discussion at Monday night’s 
I-and Use Committee meeting centered 
principally on the relationship of the 
zoning change to an ordinance governing 
major parcels of open space, which some 
aldermen had expected to be completed 
by the Planning Department as the an¬ 
swer to the threat of rezoning the city’s 
remaining large unbuilt areas. 

Aid. Susan Schur told the committee 
that the major-parcels proposal was not a 
comprehensive plan for Ward 8, and that 
the restrictions built into the petitions for 


a zone change and permissive use to build 
by the developer were far greater than 
any the Board would impose on a 
developer. 

Schur said the committee should vote 
on the matter, not wait for the ordinance 
to be written. If the petitions are being 
held in order eventually to deny them, she 
said, the committee should go ahead and 
deny them. 

The proposal is to build on 4 of the 28 
acres in the parcel; the developer, Oscur 
Wasserman, would give the city 24 acres 
for conservation purposes. Some of that 
land is desired by the Conservation 
Commission, and is on its list for pur¬ 
chase. 

Residents of the area are opposed to the 
project for a variety of reasons, including 
increase in traffic and a change in the 
character of the neighborhood. 

Aid. Robert Stiller questioned whether 
multifamily should continue to be built in 
the city at all, and said that in Ward 8 the 


other seven large parcels of open space 
should be dealt with before building at 
Nahanton Street should be allowed. 

Schur called the proposal "one of the 
nicer we’ve seen," and said, "We're 
keeping taxes up by keeping development 
out" of the city. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson, who had 
previously been opposed to the proh :t, 
charged that the committee was "not 
looking at the petition on its merits.” 

"We’re saying we don't want it here, 
but we know this petitioner and we know 
he’ll do what he says he will. He'll do a 
good job," Jefferson said. 

If the Board does not allow the con¬ 
struction, Wasserman or any developer 
could build 28 single-family houses on the 
parcel, Wasserman said. 

Aid. Ernest Dietz, also opposed to 
multifamily housing on Nahanton Street, 
commented that the history of

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Surveys reveal concern with 'basics'

Basic education skills are the 
most important concern of 
adults in Newton that took time 
to answer two surveys that 
have been circulated in the 
city. 

School Committee member 
Honora Kaplan found that 
nearly half of the 835 persons 
who answered her question¬ 
naire feel that more time 
should be spent on the basic 
skills. 

Boston College Professor 
Ronald Nuttall of Newton 
found that the composition of a 
readable sentence was rated 
the highest of skills that should 
be taught by schools, according 
to the 319 persons who an¬ 
swered his survey. 

Mrs. Kaplan’s survey was 
distributed to about 10,000 
homes in Newton by volunteers 
who had each been given 
section maps of the city in 
which to distribute the two- 
page form. 

The respondent could remain 


anonymous, so she did not 
compile a precise breakdown 
of what section of the city 
answered the questionnaire. 
But judging by the ones 
who gave their names, "they 
clearly came back from 
throughout the city,” she said. 

Of those who answered her 
survey, 69 percent have or will 
have children in the public 
schools, 59 percent previously 
had children in public school, 
and 9 percent have or expect to 
have children in private 
schools. 

On the multiple choice 
question, "How do you feel 
about the Newton School 
System?," 19 percent checked 
very positive, 43 percent 
positive, 14 percent neutral, 15 
percent negative, 5 percent 
very negative, and 4 percent 
made no answer. 

Asked, "What do you like 
most about the Newton School 
System," 23 percent answered 
teachers, according to the 
compilation of answers Mrs.

Kaplan made for the open- 
ended question. 

Individualized attention to 
students, choices available to 
students, and curriculum were 
most liked by 15, 13, and 12 
percent respectively. 

Neighborhood elementary 
schools and their autonomy, 
and innovation in the system 
received 8 and 9 percent 
respectively. Other items 
received less than 5 percent, 
with 7 percent not answering or 
listing "nothing." 

The permisiveness, or lack of 
discipline, and the present 
School Committee tied for the 
most disliked quality of the 
school system, with each being 
written in by 14 percent of the 
respondents. 

The lack of teaching of basic 
education skills was the main 
gripe of 9 percent, with 5 
percent complaining “little 
offered to average children” 
and another 5 percent an¬ 
swering the "high cost of 
education." 

Less t an 10 percent listed 
other items as main gripes, 
and 44 percent did not answer 
the question. 

Exactly 50 percent 
responded negatively or very 
negatively when asked about 
the policies and performance 
of the present School Comittee. 
Very positive or positive was 
the response of 20 percent, and 
30 percent were neutral or did 
not answer. 

Basics 

Asked, "Do you think the 
Newton schools spend enough 
time teaching basics?", 37 
percent answered yes, 46 
percent answered no’ and 16 
percent did not answer. 

Given various options to check 
for improving the teaching of 
basics, 38 percent checked, “ 
Revise total curriculum in the 
school system.” 

"Make more remedial 
teaching available" was 
checked by 32 percent, 17 
percent checked "Set up a 
magnet school in Newton 
emphasizing basics" and 21 
percent checked "Cut out 
differences between school 
curricula." 

Options for improving basics 
by reducing time for other 
areas of instruction were 
checked the least in this 
question’ with 16 percent 
willing to reduce field trips 
down to 5 percent willing to 
reduce music and orchestra 
instruction. 

In a section on programs and 
issues, Metco received the 
broadest support with 71 
percent favorable, and the 
least controversial topic was 
bus passes, with 45 percent 
neutral or not answering. 

Mrs. Kaplan asked residents 
to write in very positive, 
positive, neutral, negative, or 
very negative in response to 
statements on 11 topics.

Vaglica pointed out that 
anyone, at anytime, may be 
stricken with cerebral palsy. 
"It is a condition that can 
result from anything that 
hinders the flow of oxygen to 
the brain. Many of the causes 
are unknown. That is why 
cerebral palsy research must 
continue at the same time that 
we are helping those stricken 
with C.P. to find a useful 
purpose for their lives." 

Cerebral Palsy is not 
progressive, nor does it mean 
that a person is retarded. Fully 
one-third of those with cerebral 
palsy have normal or better 
intelligence, making their need 
to develop themselves as fully 
as possible even more urgent," 
Vaglica said. 

This Walk-A-Thon Oct. 11 
graphically illustrates that 
although the C.P. person may 
not be able to walk, inside of 
everyone of us there is the need 
to be useful. So we are asking 
everyone to join with us on 


October 11th. Using our feet 
and our energy, let’s walk for 
those who can’t," Vaglica said. 
There will be two routes for 

walkers of different age levels. 
Younger walkers may walk up 
to 10 miles, and older walkers 
will follow the 20-mile route 
which winds into Wellesley. 
Both routes will begin and end 
at Cabot Park in Newtonville.

questioned 

The Board of Assessors and 
the Marriott Hotel both came 
in for a scolding by Finance 
Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small last week when he ac¬ 
cused the hotel of ’ ripping off’ 
the city on taxes. 

But he blamed the assessors 
of cooperating with the hotel by 
underassessing the hotel's 
value and granting a request 
for a tax abatement. 

The Marriott’s tax bill 
dropped by $ 112,000 in the past 
year. 

Joseph Cosgrove, chairman 
of the assessors, admitted that 
they assessed the Marriott on 
the basis of appraisals and 
statements of income provided 
by the hotel. 

He said that from now on 
they will insist on "certified" 
records I from an independent 
accountant) from all 
businesses. 

Cosgrove explained the 
reduction in Marriott taxes 
from $697,000 to $588,000 by the 
fact that the Marriott had 
applied for an abatement, and 
in order to avoid litigation, the 
abatement had been granted. 

Board President Joseph 
McDonnell responded that if 
the Marriott felt overtaxed it 
should and would take the 
matter to court

10 years ago was fought by 
Auburndale residents and 
many others in the city.

The final Metco budget voted 
Sept. 1 by the School Com¬ 
mittee restored to eight the 
Metco staff that was previously 
cut to six. 

Mrs. Jones was a volunteer 
director of the program here 
for two years, then became the 
paid director. This year her 
salary was to have been 
$23,353.

A Thompsonville man has 
filed a request for an injunction 
against Mayor Theodore 
Mann, the Newton Planning

housing to be built by the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation.

The Hamlet Street site is the 
only piece of land left to the 
foundation, begun in 1968 by a 
group of clergymen in Newton 
to fill the need for low- and 
moderate-income rental 
housing, of which there was 
very little. 

NCDF finally obtained 
permission from the state 
Department of Community 
Affairs and a financing com¬ 
mitment from the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, after a series 
of lawsuits initiated by op¬ 
ponents of the proposal. 

Schlesinger said this week 
that official groundbreaking 
ceremonies have been planned 
for Sept. 27, although con¬ 
struction has in fact begun. 

At one time the NCDF 
housing, which is adjacent to 
the former Chestnut Hill 
Towers land, was to have 
served as the Towers’ 
fulfillment of the requirement 
that new developers allocate 10 
percent of their units to lease 
by the Newton HKOUSING 
Authority. 

After the Towers went 
bankrupt, the property was 
foreclosed and sold to 
Carabetta Enterprises. 

The Towers had made a 
small cash payment to NCDF, 
according to its agreement; by 
the time Carabetta came on the 
scene, NCDF needed no further 
help financial help, and NCDF 
was not counted on for 
Carabetta’s 10 percent low- 
income housing.

HUD 'stalling on Paul St. funds

Prospects look bright for 
elderly housing in Newton 
Centre, but family units for 
Imver Falls remain stalled, 
presumably in Washington. 

James Miller, former Chair 
an of the Newton Housing 
Authority said last week that 
he expects word back from the 
federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development by Oc 
1 on a 43-unit plan for elderly 
housing on Paul Street. 

Miller's update came at the 
Sept 8 meeting of the Housing 
Services Commission, whose 
members were involved in 
drawing up the original 
proposal for Newton Centre 
last winter. 

Before the NHA dissolved 
July 1 and handed its con¬ 
struction activities over to the 
new Community Development 
Authority, its own version of 
the elderly housing building 
was cut back from 60 to 50 units 
and then turned down by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The Board ultimately ap¬ 
proved the project at 43 units 


and sent it back to the ar¬ 
chitects and to HUD for ap¬ 
propriate revisions. 

Charles Thomas, the 
Authority’s sole member and 
chairman, revealed that he has 
been lobbying for approval of 
the Paul Street plans. 

There are “favorable 
vibrations by HUD, but nothing 
definitive as yet," Thomas told 
the Planning and Development 
Board last Thursday night 
during a briefing on Paul 
Street. 

Thomas has had one lielpful 

letter from Seator Edward 
Brooke and is now requesting 
assistance from Rep. Robert 
Drinan's office, he said. 

People attending the in¬ 
formal Board session laid 
plans for even more vigorous 
lobbying to try to save the 
Lower Falls housing project 
along Washington Street. 

Unless HUD Secretary Carla 
Hills can be persuaded soon to 
release the HUD Section 8 
money for which I-ower Falls is 
said to have top priority, the 
Planning and Development 
Board fears the project will be 


lost completely. 

Joel Leighton and Hugh 
Arcese of the Lower Falls 
Project Area Committee 
(LOPAC) plan to contact 
Secretary Hills and federal 
legislators to push for the 
funds. 

The Newton League of 
Women Voters and other civic 
groups will also be urged to 
write letters asking HUD to 
release the money. 

The Lower Falls housing, on 
the drawing boards for about 
five years, will give first 
priority to area residents 
whose homes were taken for 
the urban renewal oroiect.

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A new bus pass policy was 
passed unanimously by the 
School Committee Monday- 
night which will give the four 
junior high and two high school 
principals 

options for instituting a four- 
stepprocess. 

The first step of the plan will 
be the same as the current 
School Committee policy. 
Buses will pick up any student 
at the bus stops in the morning 
and drop them off in the af¬ 
ternoon at the stops that are 
one and one-half miles from the 
school. 

Step two will begin after the 
first incident of a student 
jumping from rear emergency 
door. At this point each student 
wishing to ride the bus will be 
given a pad of 20 paper tickets 
with the name, bus number, 
and distance from home to 
school indicated on it. 

All students would be 
allowed on the bus after the 
first reported incident, but the 
passes would be collected on 
the trips leaving school. 

If there is a second incident 
on the bus run, students living 
within 1 4 miles from the 
school would be excluded from 
riding the bus home, and those 
beyond the limit would turn in 
the paper passes to the bus 
driver when boarding. 

In the event of a third in¬ 


cident on a bus, the students on 
that bus would turn in a photo 
identification card to the bus 
driver upon boarding and 
collect it when leaving the bus. 

The photo IDs would be made 
’ when the second step involving 
the pa per passes begins (after 
the first incident). 

Bus Policy Subcommittee 
Chairwoman Honura Kaplan 
thought of this system after 
several meetings with school 
principals, bus company 
personnel, and Division of 
Suiport Services personnel. :. 

last year the School Com¬ 
mittee had photo IDs made for 
every bus rider, but the passes 
were never required to be used 
, pending further study of the 
problem. 

Mrs. Kaplan commented 
that the new system would not 
only be more flexible since it 
could be applied to only effect 
the riders on one bus, but it will 
also save about $2000 by not 
requiring passes for each 
rider. 

School Committee members 
Paul Ash and Robert Cohen 
noted separately that the new 
system is much more effective 
in solving and preventing the 
problem and it won’t adversely 
effect as many students not 
involved in the jumping-off 
problem. 

The program will still allow, 


for example, a student who 
lives in Newtonville and works 
in Auburndale to take a bus 
leaving Newton North to ride 
during steps one and two, but 
exclude the one-day rider who 
might jump off during steps 
two , three, and four. 

The School Committee also 
approved setting up an account 
for Workmen’s Compensation 
with $24,000 and approved a 
new federal policy for reduced 
lunch and mil programs.

A lot of Americans probably favor some 
sort of national health insurance aimed 
primarily at assisting low income families 
and the elderly to receive adequate medical 
care and to help those with the catastrophic 
costs of serious illness.But the Senate sub¬ 
committee investigation of Medicaid is not 
encouraging. 

The investigation has gone on for four 
months and it has come up with the ap¬ 
palling estimate that perhaps half of the $15 
billion annual cost of Medicaid is being 
siphoned away for fraudulent purposes, 
waste and abuse of the system. The 
Medicaid office of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare puts the 
amlunt considerably lower but it 
acknowledges widespread abuse and mis¬ 
management. According to Senator Frank 
Moss, who headed the subcommittee and 
posed himself as a needy applicant, an 
overwhelming amount of Medicaid is either 
unnecessacy or inadequate. Those who don’t 
need treatment are getting it and those 
really in need must settle for something 
less. The "Medicaid mills,” largely poorly 
equipped and unlicensed operations in slum 
areas, were singled out as the major 
offenders. The relatively small percentage 
of physicians picking up high payments from 
Medicaid also is suspicious. Abuse by 
applicants apparently is widespread. 

Behind it all lies the theory that Uncle 
Sam is fair game, a reasonable target for 
cheating and that somehow, as long as the 
loser is the faceless government, eve)- 
jrything is okay. This is the same attitude 
among those who evade income taxes, cheat 
the postal service and get a bang out of 
outwitting city hall. In many other countries 
the attitude is commonplace, partly because 
of widespread government corruption. In 
the United States it is unfortunately growing 
and government, too, may be largely to 
blame. 

HEW is belatedly attempting to search 
out the abuses and remedy them. President 
Ford proposes merging Medicaid with other 
health programs and providing a single 
fixed block grant to state and local 
governments. Senate chairmen of relative 
committees suggest a system of bonuses to 
encourage efficiency and more widespread 
participation within the medical profession. 

A lot of campaign oratory about welfare 
abuses is only that, and the amount of 
cheating is realtively small. But the 
Medicaid scandal appears to be bigger and 
certainly bodes ill for any reasonable 
national health program in the immediate 
future.

A definition of the 'new' liberal

The political sophisticate has always 
found the terms "liberal” and "con¬ 
servative” disturbing generalizations, 
easier to use as a sorter of groups than as 
a definer of politics. 

This is very much in mind as I begin 
this occasional column of "liberal" 
perceptions. Although I usually consider 
my political philosophy as left of center, I 
am increasingly troubled by issues 
generally associated with a more 
"conservative” persuasion: What should 
Ik- the limits of a government’s in¬ 
volvement in the affairs of its people? Or, 
put another way, how much and what 
kind of government can our pocketbooks 
and peace of mind tolerate? 

This is certainly a change for a con¬ 
fessed liberal, and, I think, it reflects a 
new type of thought, born of the issues of 
the ’60s and bred by the realities of the 

’70s. 


During the last decade, our nation was 
forced to face the consequences of its 
deep and prolonged problems of racial 
inequality, poverty and militarism. 
These erupted in full force, and those of 
conscience could not avoid them. 

Thus, the ’60s were the true decade of 
the issue, when the unequivocal stand 
was the only way to generate a govern¬ 
ment’s admission of past errors and to 
mobilize its long process of correction. 
Being on the Tight side’ then was 
relatively uncomplicated. So much 
needed to be done and the federal 
government with its powerful and 
theoretically neutral forces seemed best 
able to do it. 

From this surge of moral outrage came 
the Voting Rights Act of 1964, the start of 
medicaid in 1965, programs for deprived 
young children and their parents, the 
Office of Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
which, among its many ac¬ 
complishments, sprinkled legal aid 
throughout the nation and gave the poor a 
powerful ally in their struggle against an 
indifferent society. 

At their best, these programs provided 
thousands with vital services, an 
education in the exercise of political 
power and pressures, and a hope for the 
future. At their worst, they fostered graft, 
inefficiency, duplication and waste. They 
fostered an attitude that favored the new 
at the expense of the old, which meant 
that an innovation would often be given 
preference over a worthwhile, exciting 
program. 

In the affluence and buoyanee of the 
’60s, most surfeit was forgivable. 

Painfully, some liberals came to know 
better in the ’70s. Times are leaner; too 
many of the programs were disap¬ 


pointing and too many of their costs 
outweighed the benefits. The parade of 
medicaid and medicare scandals are only 
the most recent examples of the abuses of 
an unshackled government intervention 
into social affairs. 

The new liberal is chastened by this 
experience, for he and she wants the 
programs to work. 

The clarion is not merely for new 
programs, but for programs that will 
achieve their humane goals efficiently 
and economically. 

This liberal is interested in the dream 
and the reality, and he sees a futile or 
badly managed program as a blemish— 
perhaps even a threat—to that dream. 
For example, seeds of the possible 
destruction of the medical aid programs 
when too many doctors refuse medicaid 
patients to avoid the logjam in paperwork 
and payments or keep all but emergency 
patients from hospitals to avoid the high 
costs. 

This has had an effect on the new 
liberal’s choice of candidates. Being on 
the ’right side,’ as Morris Udall learned, 
is no longer enough. A candidate must 
now be as specific in his concept of 
operations as in his articulation of goals. 

Jimmy Carter’s emphasis on the 
mechanics of government appealed not 
only to those with an anti-Washington 
feeling (which seems to include almost 
everyone) but also those with a pro¬ 
efficient government philosophy. 

His recent talk of pruning out obsolete 
and duplicate programs may have been 
capitulation to the old liberal; it was 
music to the ears of the new liberal. 

For at least the next few years, the new 
liberal will be interested in the candidate 
of action as well as thought. For 
executive offices, he will want to know 


the candidate's understanding of 
management, economics, tax con¬ 
sequences. 

For the legislative offices, he will look 
for candidates with a grasp of social 
operations, sciences, economics and 
medicine as well as law. 

The new liberal will still be interested 
in the issues, of course, but the emphasis 
will be on their realization. 

Though he seems to share something 
with his conservative brethem, the new 
liberal is still a chip off the old block 
because his gaze is towards the future. 
His work is towards a more equal society. 

Though the liberal always talks of 
individual rights, she tends to think in 
terms of groups. She is still open to new 
solutions, but she will be far more critical 
of the mechanics than ever before. And 
he is particularly wary of the creation of 
a new department or a new cabinet as an 
answer to a problem, for he is demanding 
consolidation and a tighter evaluation of 
existing programs. 

He wants a system of rewards for the 
programs that seem to be working in¬ 
stead of the perpetual rediscovery of old 
techniques and strategies. 

The new liberal, in short, retains the 
dream of the old liberal, but it is a dream 
brought down to earth. Perhaps he, she, I 
are simply a bit older and wiser in our 
new ideal of government roles and 
operations.

Mondale has double standard on equal justice

WASHINGTON — Since becoming Jimmy Carter's 
running mate, Sea Walter Mondale has repeatedly at¬ 
tacked President Ford’s pardon of Richard Nixon. 

In his acceptance speech in New York at the Democrat 
Convention, Mr. Mondale brought down the house when he 
pledged to restore government that tells the truth and obeys 
the law, noting: "We haw* just lived through the worst 
political scandal by a president who pardoned the person 
who did it The truth and the law are everything in a 
democracy — it must be and will be the first principle of our 
administration." 

In an interview in Newsweek magazine in July, Mr. 
Mondale — again criticizing the Nixon pardon — declared 
"there has to be some decent equality before the law in 
order to have public trust in it. And I don’t think there's 
ever been a single act in American life which more clearly 
established that double-standards (exist) than the pardon." 

Most recently, on August 26, in an interview with the 
AFECIO and the International Labor Press Association, 
Mr. Mondale — once again donning sack cloth and ashes — 
ripped into President Ford’s pardoning of Richard Nixon. 

"One of the most important aspects of a decent country 
and of a democracy is this notion of equality before the 
law," he observed. "Go over to the Supreme Court building 
and you will see what the words are over the door. It 
says ‘Equal Justice Under Law.’ There is no more sacred 
notion in American life than that those who commit crimes 
answer to the same law and rest in the same jails as 
everyone else when they violate them. And one of our chief 
concerns will be to simply restore government that tells the 
truth and obeys the law and insists that everybody comply 
and is responsive on the same terms to the same law. 

"Watergate is the classic demonstration of the double¬ 
standard .... And I question how you can train young 
Americans to believe in the law, to have affection for it and 
to learn respect for it when we set up this standard that says 
if you’re rich and powerful, if you’re a big shot, you really 


can fully expect to avoid the sanctions of the law when you 
violate it And I think that’s the key point that we are going 
to make." 

Fine. This is at least an arguable and intellectually 
defensible position. No problem. 

But now, along comes Mr. Mondale's running mate, 
Jimmy Carter. In a speech to the American Legion, Mr. 
t arter says that if he is elected president, he will grant a 
"blanket pardon" for "those who have violated Selective 
Service laws," 

Mr. t arter says he's not going to say that those young 
f*ople who dodged the draft to escape serving in Vietnam 
are guilty or not guilty. Instead: "I’m just going to say what 
you did, whether right or wrong, is forgiven. 

This must be done’ says Mr. Carter, to "heal the wounds 
of the country." Under President Carter, no Vietnam draft- 
dodgers will rest in any jails for having broken these laws. 
Incidentally, the "binding-up-the-wounds" rationale is 
fascinating, because this is the identical reason why 
1 “resident Ford says he pardoned Nixon — to heal the 
Watergate wounds and put the issue behind the country. 

But back to Mr. Mondale. So, how does he react to his 
running mate's announcement that during his first week in 
office he will issue a blanket pardon officially ignoring 
massive violations of the Selective Service law? Why, he 
thinks it’s just hunky-dory, agreeing that such action is 
needed to heal the Vietnam war wounds. 

Evidently, when Walter Mondale speaks about equal 
justice under law, what he means is there should be only 
one double-standard of justice - his — where some in¬ 
dividuals, like draft-dodgers, are, more equal than others, 
like presidents. There's a word for this kind of judicial 
double doublethink and it is: hypocrisy. 

Footnote: Speaking of hypocrisy, although he has said in 
the past that Vietnam was a "racist war." Jimmy Carter 
told the Legionnaires that our Vietnam veterans are the 
"nation’s greatest unsung heroes."

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aldermanic Public Works Committee, the 
Street Department budget was nearly 
$350,000 over what was actually ex¬ 
pended, and that amount was turned 
back. 

Among the expenses listed by the 
mayor as coming up this year was the 
purchase of the Bigelow House at the old 
Peabody School Site. The Finance 
Committee last week voted to recom¬ 
mend an appropriation and transfer 
totaling nearly $68,000 to complete the 
purchase. 

The city has been buying the historic 
property under a lease-purchase 
agreement for a number of years. 

Now that the Peabody School has been 
closed, the city has issued requests for 
proposals for development of the site, 
according to recommendations of a 
committee established to decide the use 
of surplus municipal buildings. 

The Bigelow House is to be sold, with 
restrictions on what changes can be made 
in the building, which is listed in the 
federal register of historic houses. The 
house is to be used as condominium 
apartments, and the nearby Peabody 
School will either be converted or razed, 
with another building to be built in its 
place. 

Most of the land is to be left open space. 

In other action, the Finance Committee 
discussed at great length the appropriate 


payment to George Stiglich, who served 
for about a year as acting treasurer 
during the time Theodore Scafidi was not 
serving as city treasurer, as well as 
holding down his own job as assistant 
treasurer. 

The amount mentioned was $5000, but 
the discussion was held until the next 
meeting of the Finance Committee so 
that the Personnel Department may 


formulate a compensation policy on 
employees forced bv circumstance to 
serve as department heads. 

Others to be affected by the Personnel 
Department policy will be Acting City 
Engineer Philip Jones, who served more 
than one year, and Acting Building 
Commissioner Paul Foley, who has 
served since the ascension of Gene 
Larson to the post of commissioner of 
public works.

If the head of a household is 
unemployed, it is more than 
likely that the spouse is also 
unemployed, and that the 
children or other relatives 
living in the same home are 
also unable to find work. 

According to a recent 
national Bureau of Labor 
Statistics study, unem¬ 
ployment and employment 
seem to be cumulative, said 
Rep. David J. Mofenson, house 
chairman of the committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs. In families where 
heads of households were 
employed, about 6.5 percent of 
the spouses were involuntarily 
unemployed. But where the 
heads of households were 
jobless, the unemployment 
rate among spouses jumped to 
19.4 percent. And this pattern 
seems to repeat itself with 
other members of the family. 
When the head of household 
was employed, about 16 per¬ 


cent of the non-spouse relatives 
were without work. That 
compares with 25 percent of 
unemployed family members 
when the family head was 
jobless. 

Mofenson noted that the 
pattern held regardless of 
whether the head of the 
household was male or female, 
black or white. 

Whether the problem is tied 
to different education levels or 
to regional concentrations of 
joblessness was not addressed 
by the study. The hard point, 
Mofenson said, is that "in 
having a cumulative impact, 
unemployment has a par¬ 
ticularly pernicious effect on 
the fabric of the family. This 
has serious implications which 
go beyond its impact on what 
has been the primary economic 
unit in the United States.” 
According to U.S. Labor 
Department figures, in the first 
quarter of 1976, 6.9 million of 


the 7.9 million unemployed 
were living as families. Many 
were unemployed for the first 
time. 

"While the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics study just illustrates 
correlation and doesn't make a 
case for a domino theory of 
unemployment," Mofenson 
said, "state and national 
government officials and social 
service agencies must do all 
they can to prevent the 
development of a culture of 
unemployment, as dangerous 
and self-fulfilling as the culture 
of poverty. 

We must find better ways to 
bring together jobs and job¬ 
seekers and to improve job 
counselling services. This is 
especially true for unemployed 
professionals who have been 
inhibited from seeking help by 
their pride and by reports of 
inadequate counselling ser¬ 
vices."

“Taxpayers should get every 
break on the new tax rate that 
they can. when and while they 
can," said Lorenz F. Muther, 
Jr., executive director of the 
Newton Taxpayers' 
Association this week. Muther 
urged the Board of Alderman 
to accept the recommendations 
of their Finance Committee to 
benefit the fiscal '77 tax rate. 

"However, we would be very 
dubious about the aldermen's 
suggesting anything further for 
that purpose than what their 
committee has recom¬ 
mended," he said. 

Muther noted that the 
committee recommended 
applying $1.2 million from 
surplus to benefit the rate 
directly, as Mayor Theodore 
Mann has recommended, 
leaving an initial surplus 
balance remaining of nearly 
$883,000, "which on the face of 
it would be more than 
customary or necessary," 
Muther stated. 

But this year there had been 
no provision made in the 
budget for the effect of the 
year's collective bargaining, so 
the mayor is also asking the 
aldermen for $900,000 for that 
estimated cost, to be raised by 
the '77 tax rate, Muther said. 
The Finance Committee has 
recommended that only 
$400,000 be so appropriated. 
The mayor argues that that 
leaves him with a $500,000 
estimated shortfall which 
would have to be made up from 
somewhere, Muther reported. 

The committee also is 
recommending that about 
$59,000 for the Peabody Home 
project and $30,000 for a design 
and engineering contract for 
street safety be paid for from 
surplus. So, if it should be 
decided to take $500,000 plus 
$59,000 plus $30,000, totaling 
about $589,000 wholly from 
surplus, about $290,000 would 
be left, Muther estimated. 
"Close, but possible," com¬ 
mented Muther. "We have run 
that low before." 

The Finance committee 
argues that while these mid 
many other obligations are 
impending now and during the 
fiscal year, the timing of their 
actually falling due is such that 
the normal growth of the 
surplus account can be used to 
take care of the situations as 
they arise, and meantime the 
'77 tax rate can be set lower 
than otherwise, Muther said. 

With regard to "incipient" 
aspects, Muther said, the 
mayor points to the new 
$135,000 obligation due to the 
pension increase act of 1976, 
the cost of the pumper crew 
still being carried though not in 
the '77 budget at another 
$100,000, the cost of carrying 
more Street Department men 


for a longer than anticipated 
period of time for another 
$150,000, and a notification 
from Blue Cross-Blue Shield of 
a coming premium rate in¬ 
crease erf about $200'000, let 
alone county costs. He argues 
that it is more "responsible” to 
take these and other incipient 
casts into more account when 
setting the '77 tax rate. They 
will come due at various time 
in fiscal '77. 

Muther interprets the 
committee opinion to be that 
there are additional potential 
income sources which can be 
reliably anticipated, notably 
that in all likelihood federal 
revenue sharing will be ex¬ 
tended, that then Newton will 
pick up its past due quarter's 
share which so far has not been 
paid, over a quarter-million 
dollars, etc. and that while it 
recommends a "tight" 
framework, the city can 
operate within it. Remedial 
action can be taken if 


Muther also noted political 
overtones due to next year's 
municipal election, when some 
aldermen think a possible 
overlarge surplus could be 
used to unduly help the mayor 
with the election-year tax rate. 

"On that, said Muther, “we 
have a feeling that in an 
election year some of the 


aldermen themselves would 
like to have a healthy surplus 
around which would help pay 
more easily for some of the 
"improved quality of life” or 
other goodies they are more 
likely then to propose, and that 
taxpayers would do well to 
press for what they can get 
now."

Demos, that the four planned 
efeiciency (one-room) units 
above the recreation hall will 
cost $8,000 more if built to 
comply with those codes.

Commission members were 
unsure which Newton agency 
shuld handle the funds - the 
EC, the Community 
Development Authority or the 
Planning and Development 
Board - so they asked Quinn to 
straighten it out with other city 
officials. 

The commission 
unanimously approved revised 
regulations for tenant selec¬ 
tion, grievances, eligibility and 
lease provisions. Most have 
already been approved by the 
tenants. 

Quinn and Assistant Director 
Jennifer Volkert predicted that 
October promises to be a busy 
month for Housing Services, 
with lots of tenants moving in 
and out of the Newton public 
housing units.

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Tip 0 Neill - 
the latest 
from the 
Eighth 

BOSTON (UPI) - U.S. 

House Majority Leader 
Thomas P. "Tip" O’Neill is the 
type of rougish Irish politician 
for which Massachusetts is 
famous. 

His huge frame and bulbous 
nose have deceived some 
political foes into thinking he 
had little power and intelligen¬ 
ce. They usually discovered too 
late why O'Neill has been 
described as a "man of town, 
not gown, politics." 

His bar e-knuckle political 
philosophy helped when he was 
among the first to work for the 
impeachment of former Presi¬ 
dent Richard Nixon, who 
eventually resigned because of 
Watergate. 

In short, O’Neill appears 
typecast for a Hollywood 
movie about politicians in the 
vein of "The Last Hurrah.” 

O'Neill, who almost certainly 
will succeed Rep. Carl Albert, 

D-Okla., as Speaker of the 
House, is up for reelection 
again this year to the Eighth 
Congressional District. That 
same district gave another 
Irishman, John F. Kennedy, 
his start in politics. 

It is also the same district to 
which former Boston Mayor 
and Massachusetts Governor 
James Michael Curley (model 
for "The Last Hurrah") was 
elected in 1941. 

And now that area, where 
you will find most all nationali¬ 
ties and skin colors, has turned 
out still another national figure 
in O’Neill. 

What is the magic of such a 
district, which continuously 
seems to spawn powerful, 
savvy politicians? It would 
boggle the minds of demo¬ 
graphic experts. 

It’s where the hallowed halls 
of Harvard and the scientific 
genuises of MIT are located. It 
also has one of the highest 
proportion of college students 
of any congressional district in 
the nation. 

But it has another side. In 
North Cambridge, 
Charlestown and East Boston 
men and women are used to 
making their livings by the 
sweat of their brows. It is from 
here that "Tip” O’Neill grew 
up. It is here that he still lives. 

• "He comes home every 
weekend that he has a chan¬ 
ce," says an O’Neill aide. "He 
lives four houses down from 
the house he lived in as a child. 

He’s a familiar sight on the 
streets of North Cambridge. 

The neighbors know him and 
he knows all of them by name." 

Now 64, he has served in 
Congress since 1953. He gra¬ 
duated from Boston College in 
1936, and went into the in¬ 
surance business. He is a 
former member of the Cam¬ 
bridge school committee and 
Massachusetts House of Re¬ 
presentatives where he served 
as Minority Leader and Spea¬ 
ker. 

The only election he ever lost 
was 41 years ago. He failed by 
several hundred votes to be 
elected to the Cambridge City 
Council. 

In his latest congressional 
race, in 1974, O’Neill received 
107,042 of 144,198 votes cast. His 
only opposition came from the 
U.S. labor and Communist 
Parties. 

During a recent trip back to 
the district he spent a day 
visiting friends and shaking the 
hands of the people most likely 
to vote for him. "I love this. I 
do it every year whether I have 
opposition or not," he said. 

O'Neill rose to power in 
Congress by shrewdly getting 
along with his colleagues. But 
in 1967 he took the rare step of 
publicly denouncing the 
nation’s involvement In 
Vietnam. He has said his 
decision to early oppose the 
war was the result of 
arguments with his children, 
including Thomas P. O'Neill 
III, currently lieutenant gover¬ 
nor of Massachusetts. 

O'Neill’s challenger in the 
Sept. 14 Massachusetts 
primary election is state Rep. 

Edward Galotti, D-Belmont. "I 
don't think we're in an 
trouble," O'Neill says about 
the challenge. 

Galotti is an opponent of 
court ordered schoolbusing to 
achieve racial desegregation 
and is against legalized abor¬ 
tion. O'Neill, although a Cath¬ 
olic, has said he would not 
support a constitutional 
amendment against abortion. 

O'Neill's busing stand is less 
strong, only recently did he say 
he would vote in favor of a 
constitutional amendment pro¬ 
hibiting it. 

The dovish O’Neill was 
appointed Majority Whip in 
1971 when Rep. Hale Boggs, D- 
U , died in a plane crash.

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Jury selection to begin tomorrow for Susan Saxe trial 


BOSTON rUPI) — Jury selection in the 
first-degree murder trial of antiwar 
activist Susan Saxe is expected to take 
about two weeks. 

Ms. Saxe is accused of participating in 
a bank robbery nearly six years ago in 
which Boston policeman Walter A. 
Schroeder was shot to death. 

Selection in the tightly guarded Suffolk 
Superior Court of a 16-member jury from 
the initial pool of 800 candidates begins 
Wednesday. 

Ms. Saxe, 27, a 1970 magna cum laude 
graduate of Brandeis University, was 
arrested March 1975 in Philadelphia after 
a four and a half year hunt. Katherine 


Ann Power, 27, another suspect, still is 
being sought. 

The two women knew each other at 
Brandeis where they were both active 
against the Vietnam War. After her cap¬ 
ture. Ms. Saxe described herself as a 
lesbian feminist. 

Technically, Ms. Saxe is charged with 
•felony murder.” One of Ms. Saxe's 
alleged accomplices in the $26,585 rob¬ 
bery of the State Street Bank and Trust 
Co. branch in Brighton. William A. 
C.ilday, is serving a life sentence for 
actually killing Schroeder. 

According to Massachusetts law, 
anyone taking part in a crime in which 


someone is murdered is liable for the 
killing. Ms. Saxe also faces two counts of 
armed robbery in connection with the 
holdup. 

The state has assigned Assistant 
Suffolk County District Attorney John T. 
Gaffney. 56, to prosecute the case. 
Gaffney’s record is impressive: he has 
handled nearly 200 murder cases in 26 
years and lost only one. 

Nancy Gertner, 30, and Thomas 
Shapiro, 33, will defend Ms. Saxe. Gert¬ 
ner has tried one first-decree murder 
case; Shapiro none. 

Superior Court Chief Justice Walter H. 
McLaughlin. who is due to retire Jan. 22 


when he reaches the mandatory age of 70, 
will preside over the case. He has a 
reputation for running fair trials and for 
being tough at sentencing. 

In addition to Gilday and the two 
women, a grand jury indicted Stanley 
Bond and Robert Valeri for the bank 
robbery crimes. Valeri’s testimony was 
instrumental in convicting Gilday and 


Bond. Bond was killed when a bomb he 
was allegedly manufacturing at Walpole 
State Prison exploded. 

Valeri has never coine to trial. Gaffney 
is expected to use Valeri extensively in 
prosecuting Ms. Saxe. 

According to testimony at Gilday’s 
trial. Gilday acted as lookout and shot 
Schroeder in the back after Ms. Saxe, 


Valeri and Bond had left the bank. Power, 
who drove one of two getaway cars, was 
not in the bank. 

Gertner maintains the Saxe trial is 
political. Gaffney said he will refrain 
from political implications and "try the 
case as a simple felony murder in which a 
policeman was killed in the course of a 
bank robbery."

Mining: 

Risks and 
rewards 

WASHINGTON lUPI)-The 
risks and rewards of mining 
such scarce minerals as man¬ 
ganese nodules from the 
bottom of the sea should be 
little different from the 
economics involved in mining 
on dry land, an ocean 
economist said today. 

Arnold J. Rothstein of Deep- 
sea Ventures Inc., based in 
Gloucester Point, Va., told an 
international ocean technology 
conference he found great 
similarity in 12 out of 14 points 
of comparison between seabed 
and dry land mining projects. 

Areas where the risks are not 
alike both involve government 
regulation, Rothstein said in a 
paper prepared for the con¬ 
ference, and in each of those 
cases "government actions to 
date have tended to penalize 
ocean projects." 

Rothstein was one of the 
opening speakers for the 
second day of the Oceans 76 
meeting, which has brought 
together 1,200 experts 
representing at least 11 
nations. 

In the opening sessions 
Monday, a representative of 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
warned nations such as the 
United States to expect higher 
property damage and loss of 
life from storms as they 
develop their offshore riches 

_and experience growing 

coastal populations. 

Milton G. Johnson said 
community education and pre¬ 
paredness programs must be 
strengthened along the U.S. 
Atlantic and Gulf Coasts. 
Expanded use of radar is 
"absolutely necessary” to 
monitor storms, he said, and 
World War II sets now in use 
should be replaced with more 
accurate new ones. 

Other speakers said progress 
in tapping the riches of the sea 
either can brighten mankind's 
future or lead to "inevitable” 
war and possible en¬ 
vironmental disaster, 
depending on how the nations 
of the world cooperate in using 
the ocean. 

Representatives of several 
nations said their governments 
plan to move swiftly to develop 
deep sea mining, offshore oil 
drilling and the expansion of 
national fisheries. One U.S. 
official expressed optimism 
about efforts to draft new laws 
covering such activity. 

"No longer can the oceans be 
regarded as an infinite 
resource to be left to those 
courageous enough to venture 
out upon them," said Com¬ 
merce Secretary Elliot L. 
Richardson. "Technology has 
increased their value to the 
point where nations quarrel 
over competing uses and 
competing claims to 
jurisdiction. 

"The issues involved can no 
longer be avoided. We must, as 
a world community, come to 
grips with these issues and 
work out mutually satisfactory 
solutions." 

Howard Pollock, deputy 
chief of the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric 
Administration, said a United 
Nations conference has made 
•considerable progress” 
toward drafting a "com¬ 
prehensive and widely ac¬ 
cepted" new sea law treaty to 
replace the present one which 
is 18 years old. 

"If the (sea law) conference 
is successful, a new era of 
cooperation for the maximum 
benefit of mankind will be 
heralded through peaceful ac¬ 
commodation of competitive 
demands," Pollock said. 

"If, on the other hand, the 
conference fails, the 70 per cent 
of the earth's surface which is 
ocean space will face 
economic, political and 
military rivalry and inevitable 
conflict.”

Connors got everything he wanted

FOREST HILLS, N.Y. (UPI) 
Now, finally, Jimmy Con¬ 
nors has everythin!;. 

For starters, he has his 
second U.S. Open Tennis 
Championship in three years. 

He also has this lovely blonde 
dish, a former Miss World, 
sitting around waiting for him 
after all his matches. Once in 
awhile they get themselves a 
hamburger. They don’t have to 
restrict themselves to that, 
though, because Connors al¬ 
ready has earned himself more 
than a quarter-million this 
year. 

If he had been lacking 
anything, it was only some 
personal satisfaction and he 
finally got that Sunday by 
beating Sweden's Bjorn Borg, 
K 3-6, 7-6, 6-4, for the Open 
title. 

Connors, it turns out, still is a 
little sensitive about the 64, 6- 
3, 6-3 licking Spain's Manuel

Orantes inflicted upon him in 
last year's Open final. That 
sensitivity showed a couple of 
times Sunday evening in the 
interview area set aside for the 
media. 

"Good evening," Connors 
began. "Just one year ago, I 
was sitting here after losing to 
Orantes.” 

That remark passed over 
almost everybody. 

A moment or so later, 
however, Connors coldly 
brushed off a query pertaining 


to last year's final here by 
saying to his questioner, "You 
must've been one of those who 
were for Orantes." 

Something obviously was 
eating Connors, and he 
might've kept it locked inside, 
but he was given the perfect 
opportunity to let everyone 
know what it was when he was 
asked whether there was one 
overriding reason, other than 
the *30,000 he got for it. that 
pushed him to win the Open 
title again. 

Connors could hardly wait to 
answer. 

“You wanna know why," he 
said, suddenly raising his voice 
and flinging the mike he was 
holding onto the table. "I'll tell 
you why. I wanted to win to 
keep you people from bringing 
up 1975." 

There. It was out now. 
Jimmy Connors felt much 
better. 

Manuel Orantes not only beat 
Connors last year, he all but 
humiliated him, chasing him 


back and forth from the 
baseline to the net and nearly 
driving him up a wall with all 
the soft stuff he kept feeding 
him. After he had disposed of 
Connors in straight sets, 
Orantes said he knew the one 
sure way of beating him was to 
keep coming back at him with 
the soft ball until he slammed it 
into the net. Orantes said the 
biggest mistake was to go out 
there and slug with him 
because that was right up 
Connors' alley. 

Bjom Borg knew the way to 
beat Connors also. He tried the 
same thing, but this time it 
didn't work. You can rub 
Connors' nose in the clay once, 
but not twice. Connors refused 
to be suckered into the same 
trap he had been a year ago. He 
was much more patient with 
Borg than he ever was with 
Orantes. 

"I just stayed back and 
waited until he hit the ball a 
little shorter,” he said. 

Borg was the counter¬ 


puncher throughout the match. 
Connors threw in some soft 
stuff, too, occasionally. It was 
classic tennis in the truest 
sense, yet it often looked more 
like a chess match. 

Connors and Borg became so 
preoccupied at one point in the 
third set tie-breaker that they 
forgot to switch ends of the 
court at 9-9. One of the teen-age 
ballboys had to bring the 
oversight to the umpire's at¬ 
tention and the umpire in¬ 
structed Connors and Borg to 
go to opposite ends. 

Patience was Connors' 
strong suit. Borg went more for 
finesse. Borg tried to cut it so 
fine while serving once that the 
ball barely reached his side of 
the net. 

"Nice serve, Alice!" called 
out a wag. 

This is not to say the 16,253 
weren't treated to good tennis. 
Sometimes, they saw superla¬ 
tive tennis but little of it was 
calculated to make anybody's 
hair stand on end.

BC finally won the big game 


BOSTON (UPI) - It took a 
quarter of a century, but 
Boston College finally has 
shaken the onus of not being 
able to win the big one. 

Eagles' fans, ever mindful 
that Boston College's last 
moment of glory came on New 
Year's Day 1941 in the Sugar 
Bowl, waited and waited and 
waited for their boys to trip a 
nationally ranked opponent. 

In 1974, the chance came and 
went against Texas; last fall 
the opportunity to retain a 
national name vanished in an 
opening game loss to Notre 
Dame. 

But Saturday night, with 
nationally ranked Texas again 
the opponent, the Eagles 
performed a miracle, nipping 
the Longhorns, 14-13, in a game 
dripping with drama. 

"The atmosphere around the 
college after the game made it 
seem like we had just won the 
Rose Bowl, not an opening- 
season game,” said one alum¬ 
nus. "It was so great, so great, 
1 can't believe it, I can't believe 
. it.” 

Eagles offensive tackle Bill 
Ohrenberger, one of many 
standouts in the game, said the 
win lifted the status of the 
sports in the entire region. "It 
was great for New England 
football. It showed we could 
play quality football with 
anybody.” 

What the game showed most 
was the Boston College defense 
deserved its preseason raves. 
The Eagles, aided by a ham¬ 
string pull to All-American 
candidate Earl Campbell, 
limited the stampeding 
Longhorns to 169 yards 
rushing. They made the big 


plays time and again, 
especially in the final few 
minutes of play when Kelly 
Elxias moved up from his 
cornerback position to topple 
Olympian Johnny Jones' two- 
point conversion try that would 
have put Texas ahead. 

The least surprised person 
seemed to be Darrell Royal, 
the Texas coach who gave an 
“I told you so" speech in the 
losing lockerroom Saturday 
night. 

"I was fearful coming up 
here, but nobody believed me. 
Boston College is a better team 
than the one we played two 
years ago. Boston College 
played inspired football," he 
said. 

The first inspiration came on 
the second play from scrim¬ 
mage as Eagle halfback Neil 
Green opened his varsity 
career with a 74-yard touch¬ 
down romp. Green injured a 
knee and only played the first 
half, but still amassed 113 
yards. 

Glenn Capriola also had a 
fine game, gaining 97 yards. 
But it was quarterback Ken 
Smith, in his first varsity start, 
who was most incredible. The 
little-used junior ran the 
Eagles' offense smoothly, 
completing passes only when 
they were most needed and 
scoring one touchdown on a 
drive. 

"Our offensive was doing all 
right," said Smith, "but a 
strong defense and a good 
prayer saved us." 

The prayer came into play in 
the final minute of the game as 
the Dinghorns completed a 50- 
vard pass to the Boston College 
22 only to have il called back 
because Texas had too many

As utility costs continue to

Solar heating pays off best in 
areas where there is plenty of 
winter sunshine, heat 
requirements are high, and so 
are utility costs.

If you 
are building a house in one of 
these locales and electricity 
costs more than four cents a 
kilowatt hour, you might 
consider solar heating as a 
viable alternative to con¬ 
ventional methods.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
management consulting busi¬ 
ness has gone multinational. 

It's not just a matter of a 
successful firm establishing 
foreign branches. On the 
contrary, groups of consulting 
firms spanning the oceans 
have found it necessary to form 
permanent consortiums in 
order to deal with the extreme 
complexities and much more 
extensive services demanded 
of consultants by clients, 
usually governments, in such 
regions as the Middle East. 

‘‘In these areas, you can't 
just sell advice and blueprinted 
plans, you have to be able to 
deliver 'turnkey' projects,” 
says Fred M. Scriever, vice 
president of Reliance Group, 
Inc., New York. Reliance 
consists of Yankelovich, Skelly 
& White of New York, Inbucon 
of Ixindon, Werner Associates, 
Inc., of New York and 
Brussels, and Operations 
Research, Inc., Washington. 

A "turnkey" project is one in 
which the consultants follow it 
all the way through to com¬ 
pletion, finally handing over 
the keys to the completed and 
operation-tested plant or 
complex to the client. The 
consultants must accept 
responsibility for cost control, 
engineering reliability and 
other such matters as well as 
the industrial, financial and 
marketing studies on the 
feasibility of the project. 

Right now, Reliance Group is 
executing a turnkey job on a 
$100 million fertilizer complex 
in Saudi Arabia with another 
$50 million going into roads, 
water, power and other sup¬ 
porting services. 

The Reliance Group and 
similar firms receive 
numerous requests from the 
developing firms to help them 
create new industries. 
Schriever said, for instance, as 
a result of the work of 
multinational consulting 
groups, fish farming soon will 
become an important industry 
in the Middle East. Large 
scientific agricultural business 
projects will receive high

priority in many countries, he 
said, with the multinational 
consulting firms making big 
contributions or even taking 
full responsibility for them. 

Edward J. Rand, a vice 
president of ORU Group, Inc., 
a New York subsidiary of 
Werner Associates, in an ar¬ 
ticle for the Conference Board 
Record, explained some of the 
intricacies of doing business in 
the Middle East where failure 
to understand and cope with 
the different lifestyles and 
enormous economic and 
technical gaps can be ex¬ 
tremely costly. 

For example, he said, In 
some parts of the Middle East 
when the local ruler goes away, 
the border is closed by the 
police without notice and with 
no concern for how that can 
interrupt a construction 
project for days. Even under 
normal circumstances moving 
essential personnel in and out 
of some countries can be time 
consuming, expensive and 
even perilous. 

Failure to know all the 
details about harbor depths, 
availability of docks and 
lighterage vessels can cause 
materials delivery delays that 
run costs up by $1 million a 
month on a substantial project. 
Waiting time to unload a ship 
may stretch to 45 days. 

Seventy-five per cent of all 
skilled labor must be imported, 
and the multinational consult¬ 
ing firms must know where 
such labor can be found most 
quickly. The productivity of 
local labor is improving but 
still is two-thirds or less than 
that of American or European 
workers as a rule. 

And protracted negotiation Is 
a way of life in most of the 
developing lands; you never 
are quoted the same price two 
days in a row even for an 
identical taxi trip.

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Tax argument 
turns personal

An appraiser who furnished in¬ 
formation on the Marriott Hotel claimed 
this week to have a tape of a phone 
conversation damaging to Finance 
Committee Chairman Sidney Small, 
Small said at a recess meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night. 

Small said that the appraiser, Matthew 
Leydon, who now works in New York, 
recently told assessor Philip Waterman 
that he had taped a conversation in which 
Small allegedly said that in return for his 
chemical company’s being given the 
Marriott business Small would "take 
care" of their taxes. 

Small attributes the story, which he 
denied completely,' to the Marriott’s 
displeasure with recent adverse publicity 
on its real estate tax bill and abatements. 

The existence of any such tape was 
denied by the general manager of the 
Newton Marriott and by the Marriott 
corporate headquarters in Washington, 
D.C., Tuesday. 

Waterman would not comment on the 
incident except to say that he had never 
told Small of the alleged conversation 
with leydon. 


I-eydon was unavailable for comment 
Tuesday and Wednesday. He was 
reportedly in Florida on business. 

Small has been pressing the Board of 
Assessors to revise their methods of 
assessing businesses for real estate taxes 
and used the Marriott Hotel as an 
example. 

At a recent Finance Committee 
meeting he questioned the propriety of 
the reduction in taxes the Marriott has 
been enjoying and hinted that the 
assessors had been too willing to grant 
the corporation an abatement. 

The Marriott, which once had been 
expected to provide $1 million in taxes to 
the city, paid a tax of $588,000 last year, a 
decrease of more than $100,000 from the 
previous year. 

Small charged the Marriott with 
"ripping off" the city with its taxes. 

Small said he is "deeply disappointed" 
with the holdover member of the Board of 
Assessors, who he said has "caused more 
problems” with the Cole-Layer-Trumble 
revaluation. 

Waterman's term as assessor expired 
in February. Mayor Theodore Mann has 
not reappointed him and sources at City

McGrath weighing 
sticker candidacy 


State Rep. Richard McGrath said 
Wednesday morning he is "90 percent 
sure" he will oppose A. Joseph DeNucci 
on stickers in the November election if 
the financial cost is not too high.

McGrath is awaiting word from a 
professional political consulting firm on 
the cost of running an intensive campaign 
in the few weeks left before the regular 
election. 

He said, "We’ve counted the votes — 
we know they're there." 

His political advisers in the city tell him 
that all the DeNucci voters turned out for 
the primary, while McGrath supporters 
did not all vote, and he can count on many 
more votes if only the people would go to 
the polls. 

McGrath said the major problem would 
be education of the voters in how to use 
the stickers, which are applied to a roll of 
paper in the voting machine. 

McGrath, who would be seeking his 
second term as a sfhte representative, 
was to talk further with Alan Licarie, 
executive secretary of the Newton 
Election Commission, Wednesday. 
Licarie has called running on stickers "a 
very difficult avenue.” 

McGrath's election organization is still 
intact, McGrath said, and more people 
are joining him and urging that he use the 
sticker procedure. 

If he chooses to go through with the 
sticker plan, McGrath said, he will force 
DeNucci "to run on the issues."

The owner is not pressing to sell it, the 
city has not decided if it might buy it, the 
MDC hasn’t taken a strong position on 
what it would like, but that didn’t stop 70 
residents from contemplating what they 
would like to see on the 60 acres of 
Novitiate land if it becomes public 
domain.

Pending certification by the state, the 
Newton real estate tax rate will be $164.40 
per thousand dollars of assessed 
valuation, an increase of $5.40. 

The $164.40 was to submitted to the 
state Wednesday for approval.

New controls urged 
for PW timekeeping 


Public Works Committee review of the 
recently completed audit of public works 
record-keeping procedures continues to 
put pressure on the city comptroller and 
the public works commissioner to in¬ 
stitute changes that will prevent 
cheating, especially on number of hours 
worked. 

The examination of record keeping was 
ordered by the Board of Aldermen after 
State Rep. Richard McGrath last spring 
charged that "sloppy" procedures were 
inflating the cost of rubbish collection 
beyond the true figures. The issue at that 
time was the estimated saving to be 
obtained by abolishing rubbish collection 
by the city work force. 

Using records removed from City Hall 
and given to him by an unnamed person 
or persons, McGrath came close to 
charging criminal actions in payment to 
city employees. 

City Comptroller I-arry Marino, who 
prepared the report on payroll and 
timekeeping procedures, said he found no 
evidence of fraud, but recommended 
several changes in procedure. 

The time card should be a photo ID 
card or one which has assignment and 
times worked written on the back of the 
card, Marino said. Cards should be 
gathered by a central timekeeper 
working for the city treasurer,, not the 
public works department, Marino added. 


"It's better to have the timekeeper out of 
reach." 

In reference to what steps have been 
taken since last April and May to correct 
procedures in the public works depart¬ 
ment, Marino said he had suggested 
certain procedures to Public Works 
Commissioner Gene (arson, but cannot

Bigelow House 


Richardson's Bigelow House 
sought by historic committee

Proposals have been received by the 
Planning Department for the use of the 
Bigelow House-Peabody School property 
on Oak Hill declared surplus by the city. 

The Bigelow House is of unusual in¬ 
terest because it was designed and built 
by rioted architect Henry Hobson 
Richardson in 1886 and is on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

Among the proposals received is one 
from the Newton ion, a legally 
established Historic Preservation 
Associat organization whose genesis was 
in the threat of demolition of the Bigelow 
House. 

A committee appointed by the mayor 
last year to determine the best uses for 
the Bigelow House and other surplus 
municipal buildings decided on sale of the 
Peabody School and the Bigelow House 
for conversion or building anew for 
residential use. A half-dozen proposals 
have been received. 

The NHPA proposal depends wholly on 
the city’s giving the house and five acres 
of land to the NHPA for $1. 

The NHPA has submitted architects’ 
drawings showing plans for four apart¬ 
ments constructed in the Bigelow House. 
The NHPA would undertake an authentic 
restoration of the house and then sell it as 
a condominium' using any profit as the 
start of a revolving fund to buy and 
restore other historic houses in Newton. 

THe NHPA says the authentic 
restoration of the Bigelow House would 
be more in keeping with the Peabody will, 
which stated that the property should be 
used for educational purposes, because 


the assoeiattion feels the property would 
then be “a prize historical attraction" in 
the Boston area. 

Officers of the small but growing 
nonprofit group are John N. Howard, 
Dennis Rieske, and Elsie Husher. 

Howard tried to repair the house and 
keep it secure against vandalism for 
more than a year while the city was 
deciding what to do with it, and spent 
more than $1000 of his own money on the 
project. Rieske is an architect and a 
member of the Newton Historical 
Commission, of which Elsie Husher is the 
chairman. 

The NHPA feels that the city should 
give it the house and land not only 
because it will do a thorough and correct 
restoration of the building but also 
because after subtraction of five acres of 
land from the 17.5-acre parcel only 
enough land will be left for the con¬ 
struction on the Peabody School site for 
22 units of housing. 

The organization feels that the 
maximum allowable on the entire parcel 
of land — 31 units including four in the 
Bigelow House — makes for too high 
density. 

The request for proposal issued by the 
Planning Department specifies that the 
old Peabody School may be either 
remodeled or torn down. If it is 
demolished, a new building must be built 
withui roughly the area occupied by the 
present building. 

The city has estimated the prospective 
cost of the Bigelow House alone at $47,000, 
Which Rieske says is too high for the shell 
ofVbuildmg. Rieske has seen estimates 
for restoration from $200,000 to $500,000. 


At one time the Newton Cultural Affairs 
Commission was interested in acquiring 
the Bigelow House for use as an arts 
center, but the general disrepair and the 
cost of rehabilitating the house proved 
insurmountable and the plan was 
dropped. 

Even though the highly praised work by 
CETA workers made an apartment in the 
house habitable for a caretaker, the city 
reneged on its plan to have the house- 
occupied to prevent vandalism, ac¬ 
cording to Rieske. 

Insurance on the house was canceled, 
Rieske said, because of the city’s failure 
to live up to its agreement with the ad¬ 
ministrators of the Peabody estate to 
maintain the property' and the city is 
afraid of liability in case of injury to an 
occupant. 

Proposals for the development of the 
Oak Hill property are now being reviewed 
by the Planning Department, as are 
proposals for the renovation and use of 
the old Peirce School in West Newton. All 
are available for inspection at the 
Planning Department. 

Meanwhile the Newton Historic 
Preservation Association is talking to 
banks about their hopes of being given the 
Bigelow House property and finding out 
what the banks can offer in the way of 
financing the project. 

The Historical Commission has 
allocated its $15,000 in federal community 
development funding to the NHPA for the 
Bigelow House. 

John Howard has submitted a proposal 
ttiat he buy the house himself and restore

Howard U. Passman and 
I-ois Pines crossed swords this 
week over charges and 
countercharges of harassment 
and election law violations 
during the Sept. 14 primary 
election. 

Passman will be the 
Republican opponent to in¬ 
cumbent Pines in the 19th 
Middlesex District state 
representative race in 
November. 

Election Commission 
Executive Secretary Alan 
Ucarie spoke openly about, 
charges made by the two but 
said it was a "pretty damn 
good election," and noted that 
no formal challenges had been 
. made to his office. 

Pines, an incumbent 
Democrat running for her third 
term in the House, charged 
that Passman workers at 
Mason-Rice School in Newton 
Centre kept encroaching on the 
150-foot limit for politicing, and 
that that his workers were 
"obnoxious." 

Passman, who received 164 
sticke. votes in the district that 
includes Chestnut Hill and 
Newton Centre, charged that 
Pines' workers did everything 
possible to prevent him from 
getting the 150 sticker votes 
necessary to appear on the 
Nov. 2 ballot. He needed the 
sticker or write-in votes 
because he had changed his 
party registration within one 


year of the election 

Mason-Rice School was a 
main area of contention. 
Election official Ucarie was 
called there four times during 
the day to settle disputes about 
the 150-foot limit from a polling 
place for distributing cam¬ 
paign materials or cam¬ 
paigning. 

Passman worker Ron Civins- 
Mills claims that he was told 
twice by Pines workers that he 
was too close to the school 
because he was giving out 
stickers instead of just holding 
a sign . 

Civins-Miils called Ucarie 
who told him that the law- 
reads, in effect, that cam¬ 
paigners must be 150 feet from 
the premises of the polling 
place, which would be out in 
the street at most polling 
places. 

At most polling places 
Licarie allows signs and 
workers to be at the border 
between the parking lot and the 
sidewalk leading up to the door 
of the polling place. 

Ucarie explained this to the 
Passman worker to his 
satisfaction, but another Pines 
worker questioned him and she 
called Licarie, Civins-Miils 
said. 

Another controversy at 
Mason-Rice occured when a 
voter, apparently Republican, 
asked for assistance after she 
had entered the voting booth. 
State law requires two people, 


a Republican and a Democrat, 
help voters. 

Licarie said this happened 
when some of the poll workers 
were at lunch and one worker 
stepped inside to help the 
voter. 

A Pines worker inside the 
polling room at Mason-Rice as 
an observer pointed out that 
two persons, one from each 
party, should assist someone 
when help is asked for. 

Passman and F*ines spent 
most of the day campaigning 
next to each other at Spaulding 
School where two precincts 
vote. 

Passman claims he was kind 
to his opponent, int oducing the 
persons he knew to her, but she 
walked past the campaigning 
limit, he said. 

Pines noted that Passman 
was introducing people to her. 
but each time he added a 
negative remark on her positi 
ons' she said. 

Ucarie's staff was thanked 
in a letter from Civins-Miils on 
behalf of the Passman 
workers. 

Civins-Miils also added that 
the alleged harassment by 
Pines workers may actually 
have helped the Passman 
campai n. 

"They've given him 
(Passman) a lot more 
credibility, making him look 
like a powerful candidate 
breathing down her (Pines'l 
neck," Civins-Miils said.

Cochran thanked Assistant 
Superintendent for Personnel 
Hope Danielson for moving up 
the expected increase from the 
Oct. 15 check to the Sept. 30 
check. 

Cochran, a social studies 
teacher at Warren Junior High 
School, estimated that the city 
could have profited $150 in 
interest by delaying the pay- 
increase two weeks. 

He said that "computing that 
miniscule amount” of interest 
per person and having it added 
to the pay checks would 
probably cost the city more 
money than the employees 
would gain. 

To help teachers who were 
expecting the increased pay 
the NTA arranged interest free 
loans from the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association. 

Assistant Director of Per¬ 
sonnel Thomas O’Conor said 
the delay was caused by the 
manual computation of each 
salary adjustment. 

O'Conor said that the data 
processing system has not yet 
been programmed to add the 
5.4 percent cost-of-living in¬ 
crease' the amount of which 
was not known to the School 
Department until after Aug. 20. 

That increase, along with the 
step increase for teachers who 
have not reached the top salary- 
in their grade, nets teachers a 
salary increase of about $800 to 
$1200, Cochran said. 


A new evaluation process tor 
tenured teachers and the 
learning of reading skills by- 
junior high school students will 
be two areas of close con¬ 
centration by the School 
Department this year. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink told the School 
Committee in his annual report 
that the opening of schools 
went very well this year ac¬ 
cording to principals, but the 
two subjects are new on his 
mind. 

In a preview to an upcoming 
report on Scholastic 
Achievement Test and other 
lest scores, Superintendent 
Fink said there has been a 
decline in the rate of growth in 
reading skills for junior high 
students. 


Although there is no decline 
in the level of learning, he said 
the decline in the growth rate 
may show one of three things. 

It may show a decreased 
stress of reading skills in junior 
high schools, an extremely 
strong stress in elementary- 
schools. or an early develop¬ 
ment of reading skills in junior 
highs. 

He was pleased with other 
reading scores that showed 75 
percent of students tested were 
above the national average and 
only one group out of 148 
groups of students were below 
the national average. 

He was also encouraged by 
test results in math that 
showed a reversal of negative 
trends detected in the past. 


Legislation could cost 
Committee $500,000 


The School Committee has 
taken a unanimous stand 
against a federal piece of 
legislation which could cost the 
School Committee $500,000. 

The federal unemployment 
compensation reform bill 
(H.R, 10210) was passed by the 
House with all Massachusetts 
representatives voting for it 
despite the School Committee's 
objections. 

If the bill becomes law it 
could cost the School Depart¬ 
ment as little as $300,000 if the 
Committee allocates that 
amount to the Division of 
Employment Security, which

The legislation, Chairman 
Alvin Mandell said, comes in 
response to 22 states whose 
unemployment funds are 
depleted, and who have asked 
the ederal government to loan 
them $16.5 billion. 

Mandell said the 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees has also 
opposed the legislation. 

A record of the Committee's 
stand will be sent to the U.S. 
Senate and senators, noting 
that additional obligations on 
the School Committee could 
threaten the financial con¬ 
tinuance so such programs as 
Metco. 


Evaluations 

The voluntary evaluation of 
tenured teachers will begin this 
fall as a first step toward 
compulsory evaluation of 
tenured teachers starting next 
year. 

The superintendent said each 
principal would pick four or 
five to be on the first evaluation 
team in departments. These 
teams would include the 
department supervisor and 
otherpeers of the teacher to be 
evaluated. 

Next year the porgram will 
be in full force and will not be 
voluntary for staff. About 
every three years each tenured ” 
teacher will be evalated, Fink 
said. 

The Newton Teachers 
Association agreed to this 
process when working with the 
last School Committee in 
determining language for a 
reduction-in-force clause. 
Currently 75.4 percent of the 
teaching staff is tenured, the 
superintendent said. 

In his annual address he also 
noted that the Davis School is 
beginning the Wods in Color 
program that has been very- 
successful at Horace Mann 
School. 

He also said this year the 
staff will be working to build a 
more benef icial working 
relationship with curriculum 
coordinators in the Division of 
Program and the principals 
and teachers. 

Other goals will be im¬ 
plementing K-9 curriculum 
guidelines in all subject areas, 
improving special education 
resource centers and ttoring 
programs, balancing special 
education and general 
resources, and reducing racial 
isolation inside the schools with 
staff and collaborative efforts.

The ability to compose a 
readable sentence is the most 
important skill the Newton 
schools should teach, ac¬ 
cording to a survey of 319 
Newton residents chosen by a 
random sampling procedure. 

The survey by Boston 
College professor Ronald 
Nuttall and University of 
Massachusetts professor Ena 
Vazquez Nuttall, both of 
Newton, found that four 
specific basic academic skills 
arc viewed as the most im¬ 
portant that schools should 
teach. 

These are the ability to 
compose a readable sentence; 
speak the English language 
add. subtract, multiply, and 
divide whole numbers; and to 
use a dictionary correctly. 

Responses to the 34 questions 
on this section of the Nuttalls' 
survey were grouped by the 
authors into general subject 
areas. In order of importance 
were basic academic skills, 
attitudes of tolerance and 
respect, important practical 
skills, social skills, sex 
knowledge and skills, 
vocational skills, cultural 
appreciation, unimportant 
practical skills, and knowledge 
of God. 

Ron Nuttall was a candidate 
for School Committee in 1971 
and was a member of the 
Citizens Advisory Committee 
on Declining Enrollment. He is

Working with 
decimals and fractions were 
rated 6.3 and 6.2' with 
algebraic know-how received 
an average rating of 4.9. 

Attitudes of tolerance and 
respect is the second most 
important subject for schools 
to teach, according to the 
Nuttalls' report. “Having a 
positive regard for people of 
different races" ranked fifth 
among the 34 questions, and 
respect for thc law followed 
two-tenths of a point behind at 
6 . 2 . 

The Nuttalls judged certain 
important practical skills to be 
the third priority viewed by the 
public. Included in this 
category is first aid, with an 
average score of 6.3, and filling • 
out a job application, rated 5.9. 

The report ranks certain 
social skills as important. 
Within a score range of 6 to 5.8 
were the areas of getting along 
with people socially, having 
respect for authority, getting 
along with a supervisor, and 
being well disciplined socially. 

The Nuttalls see that sexual 
education is less important 
than the above social skills, 
because knowledge of human 
reproduction and the ability to 
relate socially with the op¬ 
posite sex received average 
scores of 5.7 and 5.2 respec¬ 
tively. 

The ability to compete with 
working peers and having a 
vocational skill were ranked 
next with scores of 5.6 and 5.3. 
The Nuttalls viewed these 
scores as meaning vocational 
skills are of middle im¬ 
portance. 

Appreciation of the fine arts 
was near the bottom of the list. 


and art were ranked 5.1, 8.1, 
and 4.9. 

Next to last of general 
priorities was a group of 
practical skills that included 
management of home finances 
which averaged 5.0. 

Also in ths grouping were 
skills in child care, typing, 
sports competition, use of a 
road map, and completing the 
short form for federal income 
taxes. All these items averaged 
between 4.1 and 4.9. 

Knowing God 

Tied for last place with a 
score of 3.9 were repairing of 
minor car problems and ability 
to "Know and love God." 

Thc Nuttall report notes that 
the religious question was by 
far the most controversal one 
on this section of the survey. 

One fourth of the respondents 
scored this a seven, and 
another fourth gave it the 
lowest possible score of one. 

Among those who indicated 
their religious preference at 


the end ot the questionnaire, 
lhe Catholic average for this 
question was determined to be 
5.3, the Jewish average of 2.7' 
and the Protestants were in the 
middle with 3.7. 

Thc survey also asked thc 
income ranges of respondents. 
Of the 319,16 checked less than 
$7,000, 55 ckecked between 
$7,000 and *15,000; 140 checked 
between $15,000 and $35,000 ; 38 
checked between $35,000 and 
$50,000; 30 checked over 
$50,000; and 40 made no 
response.

Names and politics 

Politicians as a class tend to encourage 
familiarity by their constituents, as 
typically illustrated by their use of 
familiar or childhood names in the affec¬ 
tionate diminutive. 

But perhaps never in the modern history 
of American national politics has an 
aspiring politician used that device so 
effectively, and with so little resistance 
even among wire news editors who typical¬ 
ly insist upon formal styles of 
nomenclatures, as has James Earl Carter 
of Georgia. 

If that full, formal name is not quite 
familiar, it is that legally borne by Jimmy 
Carter, the Democratic nominee for presi¬ 
dent. 

Identification by initials (FDR, LBJ and 
JFK) is familiar enough. But it derives 
substantially if not wholly from some of the 
mechanical problems in communication, 
as in condensing for the composition of 
newpaper headlines. Thus also the name 
“Ike,” for President Dwight Eisenhower, 
became commonplace. 

The Carter phenomenon is substantially 
different. He has been permitted to use the 
name "Jimmy” on the election ballot, as 
state election boards elsewhere including 
Wisconsin followed the precedent of 
Georgia where Candidate Carter was per¬ 
mitted to so list himself. 

We have had "Alf” Landon, and "Jerry 
Ford,” and "Dick Nixon, among many 
others, as tokens of the popular habits of 
speech of their constituents. 

The man from Plains may 
have established an important precedent in 
American politics. 

Clumsy spies 

It turns out that not only United States 
has military equipment with defects and 
embarrassing inadequacies. Take the Rus¬ 
sian submarine of the November class. 

First commissioned in 1958, the nuclear 
powered, 360-foot sub is supposed to make 
so much noise when diving that it sounds 
"like the flushing of an antique toilet,” 
according to a Norwegian naval officer. 
Several years ago one sank in British 
waters, naturally causing some red faces 
in the Kremlin. 

And then in July another one was caught 
in a fishing net. 

All sorts of sophisticated equipment on 
board such submarines is supposed to 
detect fishing trawlers, cables, nets and 
engines. After all, an easily seen spy is not 
much use. But a Norwegian trawler found 
itself hauled backward in the Barents Sea, 
some IV 2 nautical miles outside the Soviet 
fishing boundary. The sub had to surface to 
disentangle itself from the nets but there 
weren’t any Russian apologies. 

Of course such underwater espionage 
goes on all the time and no doubt a lot more 
nations than the Soviet Union are as 
devious. But it does serve to make a 
mockery out of all the hallabaloo about 
territorial waters and Freedom of the sea 
lanes.

Since the end of June, this paper has 
been nothing short of BOMBARDED with 
letters about Metco. 

Prior to that, we existed on a day-to- 
day basis under a pile of letters about 
Angier-Ellis. 

Heaven knows what will be next. 
Maybe it will be the "moment of silence" 
in the schools. 

I would bet that if I reviewed every 
issue of the paper since the opening shot 
was fired, I would discover the number 
ofletters are split pro and con on a 50-50 
basis. 

The people who have come to be known 
as "the majority members of the School 
Committee,” that is Mandell, Ash, 
Delicata, Prince and LeConti, are 
alternately welcomed as the saviors of 


the school system and condemned as the 
five greatest threats to education this city 
has ever endured. 

Make no mistake about it, there is a 
message in this madness. 

Do these five people represent the 
"majority" of people in this city, or not? 

The answer, I feel, is going to be a long 
time coming. In fact, there will be no 
answer until November, 1077. 

When I looked over the results of last 
week's Democratic primary in the 16th 
Middlesex District, a pet theory of mine 
came to mind. 

Again, I asked myself the question: 
who really decides elections? And again, 
the answer was the people who DON'T 
vote. 

There are approximately the same 
number of registered voters in each ward 
of this city. There are eight precincts in 
the 16th Middlesex District. Last 
Tuesday, the loser, incumbent Richard J. 
McGrath, won in five of the eight 
precincts, but the margin between he and 
the victor, Joseph DeNucci, was 
relatively close. 

The exception occurred in two West 
Newton precincts which came out heavily 
in favor of DeNucci. In one it was Denucci 
529, McGrath 220; in the other DeNucci 
511, McGrath 268. 


So while there were between 500 and 600 
votes cast in the five precincts McGrath 
won, there were almost 800 cast in each of 
the two DeNucci won. 

Clearly, a massive and successful 
effort was made by DeNucci forces to get 
the vote out where they knew their 
candidate was strong. While the same 200 
to .100 McGrath voters were there, they 
were met by an extra 200 or 300 DeNucci 
voters. 

Had McGrath made the same effort in 
precincts where he was particularly 
strong, the outcome might have been 
different. 

Where ever those extra 300 or 400 voters 
were last Thursday that might have 
tipped the scales in favor of McGrath, 
they indirectly decided the outcome of the 
election by not voting. 

Now let's go back to the 1974 and the 
election that produced this School 
Committee "majority.” 

In that election, 40 percent of the voters 
voted and 60 percent stayed home. 

Keeping in mind there are about the 
same number of voters in each ward, let’s 
pick two wards and compare them. One 
went for all the so-called "liberals" on the 
School Committee and the other backed 
the new "conservatives." The figures 
used are from Wards 7 and 8, and all I’ve 
done is add up the total number of votes 


cast. 

In Ward 7, for example, 1053 people 
voted for Jeffrey Schwamm, the liberal; 
and 541 voted for Henry Delicata, the 
conservative, making a total of 1594. In 
the same race in Ward 8,901 people voted 
for Schwamm and 1230 voted for 
Delicata, making a total vote of 2131. 
Here the difference just in the number of 
votes cast is in excess of 500! 

That's why there is a group of people in 
this city that subscribes to the theory the 
"liberals" didn't lose this election, they 
were simply caught sleeping and the 
switch; they failed to get their people to 
the polls. 

Back to the letters again. 

If the letters are any kind of barometer, 
and 1 think they are, I have to go along 
with the theory that the 1974 election, 
again, was decided by the people who 
were complacent and did not vote. 

But I don't think that's going to be the 
case in 1977. 

If the "conservative” majority indeed 
survives the next election, then I will 
concede there has been a basic change in 
community thinking on the schools. Until 
then, 1 think the message in the letters is 
that this community is sorely divided 
over the school issue and hardly of one 
mind when it comes to the “majority."

The Democrat snafu on postcard registration

NEW YORK — If Jimmy Carter should 
lose this year's election by a narrow 
margin, the blame may be placed with 
the Democratic controlled U.S. Senate. 
The reason will be the failure of that body 
to go along with a proposal for postcard 
registration in time for the federal 
elections this November. 

Carter is eager to have Congress pass a 
bill to allow registration by mail. In an 
address before the Voter Education 
Project in Atlanta recently, he stressed 
his desire to make it as easy as possible 
for all of voting age to cast a vote: 

"Whether I'm elected or not," he said, 
•I'm going to work hard to see to it that we 
have a bill passed in Washington, D.C. — 
very simple bill — that says that when 
somebody is 18 years old, and a cituen of 
the United States, that they're registered 
to vote." 

To make it easy for everyone to vote is 


a good democratic principle. But it is also 
good for the Democratic Party. 

About half the people of voting age do 
not generally cast a vote in a presidential 
election. These nonvoters are over¬ 
whelmingly drawn from lower income 
classes. If they did vote, they would go 
about three- or four-to-one in favor of the 
Democrats. 

Why don't these people vote? In part, 
because they are just plain ignorant 
about the importance of government; in 
part, because they feel that they really 
don't count. Many, however, do not vote 
because they feel that the process is too 
burdensome. 

To vote in the United States, you must 
perform two separate acts at two 
separate times. First, you must register, 
usually weeks in advance of the elections 
at a time when people who have a low 
level of involvement with politics arc not 
yet turned on. Then you vote. 

Registration procedures are not simple 


everywhere. Sometimes you have to 
make a trip to someplace, not easily 
accessible. Sometimes, the hours of 
registration are limited so that working 
people can not fit the time into their 
schedule. Sometimes, the would-be-voter 
is limited to certain days of the week or 
the year. 

Sometimes, the registration takes 
place in official buildings and these can 
be threatening for persons in whom any 
uniform or governmental insignia stirs 
fear. 

In most countries of the world, voting 
takes place without this double do. If you 
are a citizen of voting age, you just go in 
and vote. 

Carter's call for postcard registration 
was followed up by action in the House of 
Representatives. Its version, as passed, 
was not quite what advocates of the idea 
wanted; namely, a mass mailing to 
citizens of voting age, providing the 
necessary post card forms for mail 


registration. Under the House version, 
the citizen will have to fetch the form 
from the local Post Office. 

But even this softened version is run¬ 
ning into difficulty in the Senate. Sen. 
James Allen (D.-Ala.) threatens a 
filibuster, like the one he ran in 1973 on 
the same subject. In addition, the Senate 
can't make up its mind as to which 
committee should handle the bill. And 
even if it does, the Senate calendar allows 
little room for action in time. — 

Of the 50 states, 18 presently allow 
registration by mail. The number of 
voters covered is about half the potential 
electorate: actually 47.3 per cent. That 
leaves a majority of the states with a 
majority of the eligibles still excluded. 

The failure of Senate Democrats to act 
deprives Carter of what could be a great 
party issue. The Republican Party 
convention is officially on record as 
opposed to postcard registration. The 
Democratic standard bearer is for it. 



Escape from ideology

In the last 10 years or so, the press and 
newly arrived political activists on the 
front have placed an ever increasing 
emphasis on ideology. 

They have attempted, with con¬ 
siderable success, to take our two major 
political parties and define them in 
liberal-conservative terms. Thus, the 
Democratic party is supposed to be the 
liberal force while the Republican party 
champions the right wing. 

Yet, as Lillian Ambrosino's column on 
this page last week demonstrated, the 
ideologies which these parties pur¬ 
portedly represent constantly undergo 
revision and redifinition. 

If the individuals who comprise the 
parties periodically change their per¬ 
ceptions, then certainly the parties which 
are merely collections of individuals will 
remainill-defined and further alienate 
citizens from the political process. 

That leaves us with only three options: 
complete elimination of the parties, 


entorced strict adherence to dogma 
imposed by leadership of the ideological 
parties, or the re-establishment of non- 
ideological parties which successfully 
guided America for over a century. 

Elimination of political parties is ab¬ 
surd at best and anarchistic at worst. 
Organization of the political process is 
the only method by which people will ever 
be able to participate within a society. 

Anyone who has ever attempted to run 
for office quickly learns that without 
permanent organization beyond friends 
and relatives who support your can¬ 
didacy, the venture is doomed to failure. 

Those handful of so-called in¬ 
dependents who occasionally achieve 
office are really either Democrats or 
Republicans getting significant 
organizational support from the party. 
Elimination of party structure will 
certainly guarantee that only the most 
wealthy and powerful will rule, not 
manage, the political apparatus. 

As to strict ideological parties, we need 
only look to European examples to 
demonstrate the failures of dogmatized 
party structures. Italy, for example, has 
a plethora of parties which are never able 
to obtain a majority. They must resort to 
coalitions which fail because the 
ideologies of the parties frequently 
prevent compromise and the government 
falls. 

The party leadership demands from its 
membership, especially the 
parliamentary members, adherence to 
Marxist, socialist, capitalist or fascist 


principles. When a small group within a 
given party balks at the party line, they 
are soon purged from the party and 
frequently form yet another narrow- 
based party demanding the same loyalty 
from its new adherents. 

Yes, there’s a party for everyone, but 
the price is high; strict discipline and 
governmental inaction and instability. 

Seymour Martin Upset stated in "The 
Politics of Unreason,” the chief practical 
bulwark against the development of 
effective value-oriented right-wing ex¬ 
tremists movements in America has 
probably been the existence of the two 
party system...These parties have not 
been ideological agents, but coalition 
parties, compromise parties, designed 
pragmatically for electoral victories. 

These parties have been equally ef¬ 
fective in blocking left wing extremist 
movements as well. Our parties, in the 
past, have been winnowing rooms where, 
for the most part, the fringe elements 
dedicated to hate, violence or ex¬ 
clusionary philosophies have been sifted 
out of positions of leadership. Their 
voices can surely be heard, but their 
range is extremely limited. 

Practical political parties, therefore’ 
offer the only solution to political action 
and access. Parties whose primary 
concern is obtaining political power and 
keeping the machinery of government 
moving are what we ought to attempt to 
rebuild, not destroy. 

For the real virture in practical parties 
is that they can easily take solutions from 


the right and left wing without th 
agonizing struggle of attempting t 
reconcile the choice with a predeter 
mined philosophy which may cripple th 
party's ability to respond to the people' 
needs. 

In such a party, no one need be e> 
eluded, no one need be told what to thin! 
In sbeh a party, mistakes in decisior 
making can quickly be corrected withoi 
internal fighting which can undermin 
the two-party system. 

The non-ideological party brings i 
together and gives greater participatio 
to an even larger spectrum of people tha 
any ideological group could ever hope I 
do. 

In the final analysis the weaknesses i 
the extreme philosophies of Goldwati 
and McGovern resulted in their ow 
defeats and the victory of men who e 
couraged war and corruption. 

The American voter rejects narro 
ideology and is forced to vote against 
when it is offered. With strong praclic 
parties, we can look forward to the di 
when people do not vote against a ca 
didate, but for one.

Inlrl David Grice and Paul Grainger of the 
state Department of Environmental 
Management. 

The Rosses are upset about the 
proposed restrictions on their residential 
lot based on the Act. 

Grice, the land use administrator for 
the program, and Paul Grainger, the 
legal counsel, are going from town to 
town across the state holding explanatory 
sessions and formal hearings for con¬ 
cerned property owners. 

They have been on the road, so to 
speak, for five years using aerial 
photographs, working with local con¬ 
servation commissions, and consulting 
with other agencies involved in wetland 
protection. 

About 120 landowners in Newton are 
affected by the proposed restrictions, 
Grice said. 

The restrictions will be attached 
directly to the property deed and will go 
with the land. 

A buyer, therefore, knows about the 
restriction and cannot later claim 
ignorance, Grice pointed out. 

The Inland Wetlands Restriction Act, 
as Grice prefers to call it, is being im¬ 
plemented by the Department of 
Environmental Management under the 
state Office of Environmental Affairs. 

The Act probably means that the 
Rosses cannot add a tennis court to the 
outdoor swimming pool already 
enhancing the back yard of their half acre 
lot. 

The ‘‘wetland" defined by the state 
DEM around area number three in 
Waban covers about a third of the Ross' 
property. 

It fringes on a neighborhood pond 
where children skate in winter. 

Abutters along Waban Avenue, 
Carleton Road, Homewood Road and 
Nehoiden Road own the pond. 

Unfortunately, the dry section of the 
Ross’ lot already contains a house with 
garage and the pool, so the only portion 
still available for future development 
such as a tennis court is the "wet" por¬ 
tion. 


Are the restrictions an unreasonable 
intrusion of government and a violation of 
private property rights? 

The Rosses believe they are, so they 
will probably take their case to Superior 
Court, the avenue of appeal set forth in 
the Act. 

Only Superior Court may determine 
whether the state "order" of restrictions 
for a given piece of land so restricts the 
use of that parcel as to deprive its owner 
of "the practical uses thereof" and 
constitutes a "taking" without adequate 
compensation. 

All Newton property owners whose land 
is affected by the proposed DEM 
restrictions were notified of the Sept 9 
informal session with Grice and a Sept 15 
formal hearing before Commissioner 
Betty Woode in the War Memorial 
Auditorium. 

Abraham Moskow of Dudley Road 
waited until the formal hearing to protest 
inclusion of area number 17 as a wetland. 

His house and lot are included, and he 
believes the land is not a wetland. 

Moskow and his attorney wanted an 
"administrative appeal hearing” before 
the countdown of the 90 day appeal period 
began. 

Grice and Woode urged Moskow to 
consult staff people at DEM and talk 
further with Paul Grainger, their legal 
counsel. 

Grainger advised Moskow to file his 
appeal with Superior Court as soon as 
possible. 

Other questions from the 50 or more 
persons attending last week's formal 
hearing were related to the resale value 
of their property, the assessed valuation, 
or city taxes. 

Answers to such queries would have to 
come from the city's assessors, not from 
DEM, people were told. 

Of the 22 Newton sites pinpointed for 
restrictions, 13 are in Ward 8. 

Staniford Street land in Auburndale 
where developers are still trying to build 
low-moderate income housing is also 
targeted. 


Grice has a hypothetical example of 
what can happen in a suburban com¬ 
munity with inadequate controls over 
inland wetlands - a housing development 
called "Femdale Park." 

Ferndale, he says, was built on a for¬ 
mer red maple swamp. (Red maple 
vegetation is a sign that the land is 
naturally wet.) 

The houses in Ferndale all have septic 
tanks. 

Because the ground is full of water, the 
septic tanks have to be filled with water 
while l hey are being installed in the 
ground. 

Otherwise they will float to the surface, 
Grice says. 

The land around the house is so wet that 
the sump pump goes all the time. 

If it doesn’t, the electrical appliances in 
the house don't work. 

The yard is too muddy for the kids to 
play in. 

The house is all mildew. 

The owner is crying, "I’ve got a $30,000 
mortgage, the developer went bankrupt, 
and I’m stuck with it...” 

The Inland Wetlands Act is intended to 
prevent any more "Ferndale Parks.” 

Support for the proposed restrictions 
has come from the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, the Charles River 
Watershed Association, the League of 
Women Voters of Newton, the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council, 
Massachusetts Forest and Park 
Association, and Dr. Augustus Thorn¬ 
dike, an affected property owner in the 
Hammond Pond area. 

Only Moskow and the Rosses have 
publicly objected to any of the restric¬ 
tions to date. 

Any property owner has 90 days 
following receipt of his notice of the 
restrictions to file an appeal with 
Superior Court. 

The hearing record will also be left 
open for 30 days (after September 15) for 
additional comments, Grice said.

because "Mr. I^rson does not work for 
me." 

Larson has been deeply engaged in 
perfecting the Public Works Department 
reorganization plan, which will be ready 
within a week, and dealing with the 
purchasing procedure for the bid and 
purchase of new rubbish-collection 
trucks. I arson took over as public works 
commissioner April 1. 

Marino suggested that it would be a 
good idea to have a consultant hired at 
$3000-4000 to set up a system for 
preparing the payroll, incorporating his 
ideas on the public works payroll annd 
other hourly jobs. 

He would have to talk to PW Com¬ 
missioner Larson first, though, Marino 
said. 

The committee agreed that he should 
follow through on his recommendation 
and asked that he come up with 
something before the next meeting of the 
Public Works Committee early next 
month.

Food and Fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


Schooltime is the time for reading, 
writing and that great interlude, lunch. 

Clone arc the days of the brown bag 
dues when oily sandwiches leaked and 
tained the bag. Today’s children carry 
nappy looking lunch boxes and brightly 
■olored matching vacuums. 

What goes into that lunch box and 
/acuum should be interesting and 


nutritious. Bologna or peanut butter 
slapped on a piece of bread won't stir 
anyone's appetite. Try some new ideas on 
your lunch-box carrier. 

For example, the night before school, 
treat the entire family to Orange 
Drumsticks. Chill the extra portions and 
then put them in the lunehbox the next 
day. This particular recipe is actually a 


new version of corn crisped chicken with 
a citrus flavor twist, and citrus, which 
lends its talents so well to fowl, is the 
prime source of vitamin C required for 
growing ano maintaining strong bones 
and teeth.

Following are some good pointers and 
suggestions when preparing lunches:

Peanut butter, crumbled cooked bacon, 
banana slices and apple butter on rye 
bread. 

Corned beef, coleslaw, Swiss cheese, 
Thousand Island dressing on an egg roll. 

Sliced turkey, lettuce, tomato, 
cucumber on an onion roll. 

Salami, thin cucumber slices, hard 
cooked egg slices, tomato on dark rye 
bread. 

Thinly sliced roast beef, pickle relish, 
tomato, lettuce tucked into Sahara bread 
Try combining a favorite fruit jam or 
jelly with cream cheese and spread it on a 
tea bread, such as date and nut bread. 

Creamy chicken soup is great to put in 
one of the wide-mouthed vacuums. Or, 
surprise your children with a Heavenly 
Shake, a wonderful banana concoction. 

ORANGE LUNCHBOX 
DRUMSTICKS 

12 Broiler-fryer chicken drumsticks (3 
lbs.) 

*m cup butter or margarine 
"■i cup frozen Florida orange juice 
concentrate, thawed, undiluted 
1 cup line dry bread crumbs 
1 tablespoon grated orange rind 
1 teaspoon salt 

Melt butter or margarine in a 
saucepan. Add undiluted orange con¬ 
centrate and stir until blended. Mix bread 
crumbs, orange rind and salt in shallow 
dish. Dip drumsticks in orange con¬ 
centrate mixture and then roll in bread 
crumb mixture. Place on foil-lined 


15xl0xl-inch baking pan and bake in 350 
degree oven for 1 hour, until tender.' 
Serve some'of drumsticks hot for dinner; 
chill others and pack in lunch box the next 
day. Yield: 12 drumsticks. 

ORANGE RALSIN 
CUPCAKES 

24 cups sifted all purpose flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 cup soft butter or mnrgarine 

14 cups sugar 

2 eggs 

1 cup Florida orange Juice 

1 cup raisins 

3 tablespooas grated orange rind 

Sift together flour, baking powder, 
baking soda and salt. Cream butter or 
margarine with sugar; beat in eggs, one 
at a time. Blend in dry ingredients 
alternately with orange juice and stir in 
raisins and orange rind. Spoon into 
greased muffin cups; fill two-thirds full. 
Bake in 350 degree oven for 20 minutes, 
until cupcakes are golden brown and cake 
tester inserted in center comes out clean. 
Cool. If desired, frost with Orange Butter

2 cups cold milk 
2 teaspoons chocolate syrup 
Place bananas in blender; blend until 
smooth and creamy. Add juice, honey, 
salt and vanilla; blend thoroughly. Add 
milk and chocolate syrup, blend well. 
Makes two servings of 1 cup each. 

FRUITED CHEESE 
SPREAD 

I container (8 oz.) cottage cheese 
4 eup crushed pineapple, drained

FISH WITH SQUASH AND 
SOUR CREAM SAUCE 

2 pounds boaeless fish fillets such as halibut or flounder 
1 teaspoon salt 

Pepper 
4 eup flour 
1 cup oil for frying 
14 pounds squash (pared) 

! cups sour cream 

4 i up grated cheese, sut li as Purmei.au 
4 cup bread crumbs 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Prepare the fish by salting, 
peppering and rolling in flour. Drain. Reserve some salt 
and flour for squash. Fry till light brown in 4 cup oil. Put in 
an oven-proof dish that can be brought to the table. Cut the 
squash into slices (about 4 inch thick) salt and roll the 
slices in flour, then fry them on both sides in remaining oil, 
till golden brown. Put the squash on top of the fish and pour 
over the sour cream. Mix the grated cheese with the bread 
crumbs, sprinkle over the dish and bake in a medium oven 
until a golden-brown crust forms, about 15 minutes. If 
desired, serve with a bit of chopped dill on top. Serves 4. 

Question: When we go to a Chinese restaurant too eat, my 
husband always examines the dish and tells me that I could 
have prepared the same thing at home at a great savings 
and I tell him that I could never make a professional dish 
that would look and taste as well. For example, the chicken 
with vegetables that comes with the toasted almonds on 
top, can I make this in my kitchen? I look forward to your 
response in your column.

4 fryer chicken, skinned and boned 

1 wedge ginger, size of a quarter 

2 teaspoons cornstarch mixed with 2 teuspoons water 
4 teaspoon sugar 

4 teaspoon monosodium glutamate 
Dash of pepper 
4 cup ahnuuds 
Salt 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
14 teaspoons salt 
1 cup Chinese cabbage 
1 can (4 oz.) canned mushrooms 
4 water chestnuts 

4 cup celery, sliced thin on diugoual

Foreign News Commentary

LONDON (UPI)- Britain is 
giving complete support to 
Secretary of State Henrv f 
Kissinger's latest peace 
mission in southern Africa. 

Britain, former colonial 
ruler of South Africa and 
Rhodesia, has demonstrated 
its deep interest by assigning a 
senior official of the British 
Embassy in Washington, 
Richard Samuel, to follow the 
secretary's African shuttle. 

Although the Foreign Office 
says Samuel will not be at¬ 
tached to the Kissinger party, 
British officials agree his 
assignment is virtually un¬ 
precedented. 

According to the officials, 
Kissinger and the Labor gov¬ 
ernment of Prime Minister 
James Callaghan now see eye 
to eye on the goals of the 
mission and the methods to be 
employed. 

Books 

Franklin, by David Freeman 
Hawke. (Harper and Row, 
$15.95) This new biography 
pulls Benjamin Franklin from 
the "hero" category, but 
presents the reader with 
something much more worth¬ 
while. Using what Franklin 
wrote, and what was written 
about him by his contem¬ 
poraries, the author renders 
the real Franklin as an 
enigmatic, contradictory 
personality. His well- 
documented text is very much 
like a procession of scenarios, 
with the characters speaking 
their lines from 200 years ago. 
Franklin comes through as a 
political realist, combining 
self-interest with what he 
thought was best for the 
country. Yet, his petty 
revenges, delight in 
recognition, and depression 
when castigated by friends, 
were all too human. Hawke has 
written an engrossing 
biography, which Dr. Franklin 
certainly merits. 

Dance as Life, by Franklin 
Stevens. (Harper and Row, 
$10) This book is the result of a 
season Stevens spent with 
American Ballet Theatre. He 
emphasizes the hard lot of the 
professional ballet dancer, 
whose career is usually 
finished by 40, but also 
_ manages to convey some of the 
rewards of the profession. As a 
former dancer himself, he 
takes a sympathetic, human 
approach, and if his book falls 
short of the highest standards 
of New Journalism it does 
avoid the cloying reverence of 
many books on the subject. 

Someone Is Watching, by 
Penelope Field. (Little, Brown, 
$7.95) If the heroine of this 
Gothic felt a little less sorry for 
herself, it might be easier for 
the reader to be sympathetic, 
but aside from a slip into 
petulance the author has 
crafted a fast-reading story. 
The heroine, a lonely orphan in 
Seattle, hears from her long- 
lost wealthy aunt and, im¬ 
mediately, peculiar, 
threatening things begin to 
happen. When she goes to visit 
the aunt's California mansion, 
her situation becomes more 
violent. Thqre’s also a tepid 
love interest. 

Inside Bellevue, by Sybil 
l-eek and Glen Hilken. < Mason, 
Charter, $8.95) This is a 
nightmarish account of a 
prolonged stay at Bellevue 
Hospital as a charity patient. 
Hilken found the aged New 
York medical complex was like 
a badly managed prison. With 
supervision at a minimum, 
patients fought like animals. 
The strong terrorized the 
weak. One patient even 
amused himself by turning off 
respirators of terminal 
patients and watching them 
squirm. 


LIFE GOAL 

NEW YORK (UPI) - An 
increasingly better standard of 
living is the major goal of U.S. 
youth, according to the Rand 
Youth Poll. The organization, 
which makes surveys of 
American youth, says four of 
every five persons under 30 say 
"a higher and higher" stan¬ 
dard of liviug is what life 
means to them. Next in 
popularity as a goal is "a 
peaceful life," it adds. 

INSURANCE 

NEW YORK (UPI) - More 
and more people are beginning 
their insurance programs at an 
earlier age, according to the 
American Council of Life 
Insurance. A council survey 
showed that whereas 21 per 
cent of those under 25 bought 
their own life insurance four 
years ago, by this year the 
percentage had risen to 24 per 
cent. 


Agreement "ns reached, 
they say, when i ; secretary 
visited I-ondon immediately 
befofe and after his Sept. 4-8 
meetings with South African 
Prime Minister John Vorster in 
Zurich, Switzerland. 

On his first London stopover, 
Kissinger met for two hours 
with Foreign Secretary 


Anthony Crosland. On his 
return, he had a long 
discussion with Callaghan, 
with Crosland also present. 

Although not over¬ 
whelmingly optimistic about 
the Kissinger mission's 
chances for success, the 
Callaghan government feels 
strongly that it may be the last 


chance to head off a racial 
bloodbath in southern Africa, 
into which the superpowers 
might be drawn. 

British officials say Callag¬ 
han and Crosland fully agree 
with Kissinger that Vorster 
holds the key to any settlement 
involving either South West 
Africa or Rhodesia. 

South Africa administers the 
sprawling territory of South 
West Africa, known in the 


United Nations as Namibia, 
under a half-century-old 
league of Nations mandate 
branded illegal by the U.N. 
General Assembly 30 years 
ago. 

The white-ruled country is 
also the only trade outlet for 
landlocked Rhodesia, which is 
the object of U.N. sanctions 
and an economic blockad* by 
neighboring black African sta¬ 
tes. 


According to the officials, 
Britain agrees that a set- 
' tlement in Namibia is the more 
promising in the immediate 
future. 

The Callaghan government 
welcomed the recent resolution 
of a constitutional conference 
in Namibia recommending in¬ 
dependence under a 
multiracial government by 
Dec. 31. 1978. 

But like the United States, 


Britain believes independence 
should come sooner and that all 
groups in the territory, includ¬ 
ing the militant South West 
African People’s Organization, 
should be represented at the 
constitutional talks. 

British policy on Rhodesia 
calls for a two-stage operation. 

First, officials say, the white 
and black factions must accept 
the principle of black majority 
rule and free elections within 


two years. This would be 
followed by another period of 
18 months to two years to allow 
for an orderly handover of 
power to blacks. 

Britain also has promised to 
support a U.S. plan for in¬ 
ternational financial aid to 
members of the white minority 
who decide to remain in a 
black-ruled Rhodesia and 
lesser compensation to whites 
who leave.

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Lady pilot says 
flying , wedlock 
not compatible 

LONDON fUPI) - Men tend 
lo give Ann Bostock a sear¬ 
ching glance, but this has 
nothing to do with the fact she 
is an attractive girl who looks 
much better than she photo¬ 
graphs. 

What draws the scrutiny at 
Gatwick Airport is the fact 
Miss liostock is usually 
wearing the uniform of a first 
officer and the viewers are 
obviously wondering: *'A lady- 
pilot - is she going to fly my 
plane?" 

Well, if they're lucky the 
answer is yes. For First Officer 
Bostock, 25, may be the first of 
her sex to hold this rank with 
British Caledonian Airways, 
but she earned the job by 
passing every test comfortably 
and with distinction. 

Back from a roundtrip to 
Milan with a flight captain who 
let her make one of the takeoffs 
and landings, Miss Bostock 
relaxed over a cup of tea and 
said: 

"I’ve seen surprise on many 
faces when they see me but 
never alarm. I've never met 
any discrimination from pass¬ 
engers or the crew. Their 
reaction to a woman on the 
team has been very pleasant. 
I'm treated just like any other 
first officer and that's the way 
it should be.” 

She was, she said, a farmer's 
daughter, physically strong 
from a largely outdoor life and 
showjumping her 
thoroughbred horse, when her 
brother began to come home 
full of his adventures in 
learning to fly in a cadet 
scheme. The whole family 
enthused with him and she and 
her sister and father all got 
private flying licenses as well. 

By now the bug had bitten 
deep. She became a flying 
instructor, ran up the 700 hours 
needed for a commercial 
license and applied for the 
written and practical flying 
examinations for civil aviation. 

One exhausting test was to 
handle, in a simulator, a BA- 
111 passenger'plane as though 
the power-assisted steering 
had failed. 

She then began the heart¬ 
breaking job of writing around 
to airlines, at a time of flight 
deck unemployment in the 
industry, for an interview. She 
suspects her name went to the 
bottom of the pile until 
_ Caledonian said that, on the 
basis of her test ratings and 
exceptional flying experience, 
she deserved at least a trial. 
Thus the door opened. 

Miss Bostock said she had 
graduated from Oxford with an 
honors degree in philosophy, 
economics and politics. 

None of this is of much help 
in her present assignment to 
continental runs but may be 
useful when, as she hopes, she 
becomes a captain on intercon¬ 
tinental flights and has to 
spend some time abroad. 

At the moment its a five-day- 
week and mostly back home in 
Britain every night. 

"Flying is hard work," she 
said, "but fortunately I’m a 
good sleeper and I recover 
quickly. There's nothing 
women's lib about my em¬ 
ployment. Women have gotten 
into the flight crew in other 
countries and the way is open 
here for those willing to work 
hard. But even though it's a 
great job not many women aim 
for it. 

"There's nothing defeminiz- 
ing about it. But you have to 
make up your mind that it isn't 
really compatible with the 
concept of marriage, a home 
and kids. 1 don’t have any 
social problems at the 
moment, though if I were on 
long-range flights I can see 
them happening.” 

She said the lure of far places 
was a powerful antidote to 
romantic commitment. Mar¬ 
riage in her case was a 
possibility. "But,” she added 
quickly, "I won't let it interfere 
with my flying" and off she 
went in a flight uniform 
adapted from the men’s uni¬ 
form only for her. 

As she left, down below in the 
Caledonia hangars two 16- 
yearold girls were working as 
the first girl engineering ap¬ 
prentices in another advance 
into a male stronghold. 

'Our supervisor says one of 
mese kids is so brilliant she 
.tightens him,” said a Cale¬ 
donia staffer.

The same is done for the 
other team, and the team with 
the lowest score wins.

Water kelpies, sea hags, sea 
serpents, and "Nessie" are 
monsters' fare for New 
England Aquarium visitors 
during October. 

"The Phenomenon of Ix>ch 
Ness," a historical survey of 
monsters through the ages 
including the most recent 
findings of the teams in¬ 
vestigating "Nessie," will be 
presented each day during 
October. 

Sea monsters have been an 
acceptable part of our folklore 
since man first set out to ex¬ 
plore the seven seas. 

Sea travelers have reported 
sightings of monsters for 
hundreds of years, with the 
first recorded sighting in 565 
A.D. 


Boston has its own tradition 
of sea monster sightings. 
According to historians (some 
of questionable character), 
Boston Harbor has been visited 
many times in the past by a sea 
serpent "at least 80 feet in 
length." 

Monsters have been reported 
over the years by hundreds of 
persons from Gloucester to 
Boston Harbor to Nantucket. 

The Boston Harbor monster 
was most frequently sighted in 
the early 1800's when citizens 
use to line the coast to watch it 
snaking through the water. 

Findings of the recent in¬

I .OS ANGEI.ES (UPI) — The jewels that adorned a queen 
of Egypt flashed and sparkled in a federal courtroom and 
drew curious stares — but would not draw enough money to 
pay the debts of commoners who lived royally. 

Fathia Ghali, former princess of Egypt and sister of the 
late King Farouk, looked on impassively Monday as a 
Bankruptcy Court judge tried to auction off the jewels of 
her mother — former Queen Nazli Fouad — to pay $310,000 
in debts. 

Although the family had valued them at $500,000, jewel 
dealers would not bid more than $180,000. 

Judge James Moriarty and the attorney for businessmen 
holding the jewels as collateral rejected the offers as too 
low. The lenders can retain the jewels, or search for a 
purchaser who will pay more. 

Mrs. Ghali. 45, wearing costume jewelry and rings, 
leaned forward tight-lipped when, aided by a woman 
television reporter who displayed them, the judge offered 
for sale a set of diamond and ruby necklace, pendant and 
earrings. 

It drew a high bid of $140,000. 

"Those are pigeon-blood rubies," she whispered. "My 
father chose them one by one for my mother, They are 
beautiful pieces and worth much more than that.” 

Her father was King Fouad I, who ruled Egypt froir ,322 
until he died in 1936. 

A necklace of emeralds as big as pullet eggs set in 
platinum drew a bid of $50,000. By stages, bidding for the 
whole collection rose to $180,000 and went no higher. 

"The rubies and diamonds were purchased by my father 
more than 40 years ago. They were never part of the crown 
Jewels. They were just in the family." 

_ The Egyptian crown jewels remained in Egypt when King 
Farouk was deposed by an Army officers revolt in 1952.

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Revenue sharing —good or bad?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Every three months, 39,000 
states, counties, cities and towns throughout the country get 
a check from Uncle Sam. 

The money, known as "revenue sharing," involves one of 
the few fundamental debates about American government 
to come before Congress this year. 

But the more Congress debated it, the more the issues 
became submerged from view. 

Revenue sharing involves turning over part of the money 
the federal government collects in taxes to state and local 
governments, with very few restrictions on how they can 
use it. 


The idea was considered during the administration of 
Lyndon Johnson, when the government thought it would 
soon have a budget surplus, so why not spread it around? 
Vietnam took care of the surplus and, for the time being, the 
proposal. 

Richard Nixon revived it as part of what he called a "new 
federalism," which he said would return power to the 
people. According to the theory, Washington was more 
efficient and more progressive than localities in collecting 
taxes; but localities knew better what their needs were and 
would make wiser decisions on spending. 

In 1972, at Nixon’s urging, Congress promised state and

local governments 130 billion over five years, with no need 
for annual appropriations. That money runs out the end of 
this year. 

Early this year, a proposal by President Ford for a 
renewal of $43 billion over nearly six years began making 
its way through Congress. 

Some powerful members were opposed to renewal, one of 
them Rep. Jack Brooks, DTex., chairman of the House 
Government Operations Committee, which had jurisdiction 
over the program. 

“I think revenue sharing is destructive of our federal 
system of government," Brooks said. "It is destructive of 
the principle of public accountability by public officials, 
and it is destructive of Congress' responsibility to deter¬ 
mine how federal revenue should be spent. 

"... Instead of pouring out $6.65 billion every year indis¬ 
criminately to every state and local jurisdiction, we should 
be using our severely limited funds to attack specific 
national problems." 

Rep. Brock Adams, D-Wash., head of the House Budget 
Committee, said the program "destroys the basic principle 
of taxpayer control by having one level of govenment raise 
taxes and another spend it." He said such budgetary 
promises also make it hard to control federal spending. 

Others charged that formulas for distribution of the 
money give some of it to communities which don't need it 
and give not enough to big cities and poor rural areas which

need it most. 

But there were two obvious political realities. Governors, 
mayors and county officials are one of the nation s most 
powerful lobbies. Also, their treasuries had grown used to 
the money; to withdraw it suddenly would disrupt the 
economy at a critical stage of recovery- 

In June, the House voted 361 to 35 to approve a $25 billion 
extension of revenue sharing through September, 1980. The 
Senate recently voted 80-1 to approve $41 billion through 
September, 1982, and it remained only to compromise the 
difference. 

In both versions there would be no further need for ap¬ 
propriated. The money is promised in advance as an 
"entitlement” program — just as veterans and Social 
Security recipients are entitled to their benefits. 

Both versions added new provisions to give local citizens 
more say in how the money is spent and to strengthen rules 
against discrimination in progams using the funds. Neither 
changed the distribution formulas. 

In the Senate, many of the arguments for and against 
revenue sharing were not even made. 

Sen. Joseph Biden, D-Del., sought annual appropriations 
and was voted down, 62-14. 

Sen. William Proxmire, DWis., proposed giving state 
legislatures a choice between spending the money through 
appropriations bills or refunding it to state residents as a 
rebate on their federal taxes. This, he said, would add a 
sense of local responsibility. 

But Proxmire added that he knew the idea would be 
rejected, and he withdrew it without a vote. 

Majority leader Mike Mansfield, long an opponent of 
revenue sharing, voted "no" but took no part in debate. An 
aide said he realized opposition was futile. 

In the Senate, the most vocal attack against the concept 
of revenue sharing came not from the liberal wing, which 
has opposed it, but from a fiscal conservative William 
/Scott, RVa.

A thin line of armed par- 
tiots. drawn up across Lex¬ 
ington Green on the morning 
of April 19. 1775, marked the 
beginning of a new era in 
world history.

A plateau area of six acres bordering 
on Nahanton Street was seen as the worst 
possible place to build condominiums, if 
that is ever considered for the land. 

It was also seen a good place for pic¬ 
nicking, sky watching, kite Hying, and 
was one of the several areas considered 
for parking. 

The 10 acres on which the building, 
swimming pool, gymnasium, and two 
playing fields are located were seen as 
feasible for a nature museum, 
recreational facilities, housing for artists 
or low-income persons, an arts and crafts 
center, emergency housing, a day camp 
headquarters, or a conference center. 

Giezentanner saw many conflicts that 
planners encounter from the suggestions 
of the people, but noted the program was 
mainly to stimulate interest in the land. 

John McGrath of Newton is the realtor 
who is handling the sale of the land for the 
Novitiate. 

He said he has had several offers for 
the land, but the Novitiate is serious in its 
intent to find a buyer who will use the 
land wisely. 


He said he had notified Mayor 
Theodore Mann about a year ago as a 
courtesy to let him know the Xaverian 
Brothers are considering selling the site, 
but added, "There is no gun to the city's 
head to make them buy it tomorrow." 

He said he and the Novitiate would plan 
the sale of the land with information 
gained at meetings like the one Tuesday 
night. ' 

"We're not going to turn it over to a 
developer," McGrath said. 

He said he would sell the land and the 
buildings to the city for $1.5 million, and 
did not rule out a split sale to the MDC 
and the city or a school and the city. 

Joel l^erner, director of conservation 
services in the state Office of Environ¬ 
mental Affairs, said there may be state 
money available to match federal grants 
for land purchase next year, but this year 
there are already more requests than 
there is money to fund them. 

Thomas McDermont fjom the 
Metropolitan District Commission said 
the MDC may have money to purchase 
some of the site near the river, but made 
no committment other than expressing 
interest in the site. 

Two more tours of the site are 
scheduled for 10 a.m. on Saturdays, Sept. 
25 and Oct. 2. Citizens can drive onto the 
land from Winchester Street and park 
near the main building.

'The Innocents' leaves us in the lurch

Boston's 1976-77 theater season has 
opened with a thud. 

The suspense in "The Innocents" that 
builds and builds ultimately leads to 
nowhere. 

"The Innocents" is adapted from 
Henry James' "The Turn of the Screw." 
An English governess tries to save twp 
orphaned children from evil spirits. Add 
one frightened housekeeper and two 
dead, frustrated servants, and the cast is 
complete for the mounting mystery. 

To director Harold Pinter's credit, the 
mystery does mount. Eerie musical 
sound effects (by Harold Birtwistle) 
accompany the presence of either of the 
dead servants, and equally haunting 
lighting (by Neil Peter Jampolis) lends a 
spooky atmosphere to the Victorian 
drawingroom set by John I,ce Beatty. 

As scenes pass, this story of the 
supernatural strengthens its grip on the 
audience. To this point, "The Innocents" 
is superb. 

One must understand that in this 1950 
adaptation, William Archibald has 
committed himself to an interpretation of 
the book as he sees it. 

Actually, as one reads the book, one 
wonders whether the dead servants' 
visages that Miss Bolton, the governess, 
sees are simply her own hallucinations or 
are actually present. 

The other characters, the children 
Flora and Miles and the housekeeper 
Mrs. Grose, do not react to the dead 
servants’ "appearances.” Thus, if they 
are simply hallucinations, the other 
characters really do not see them. Yet, if 
in one's interpretation the dead servants 
are actually present, then the other 
characters'- ignoring them takes on a 
different meaning, 


This adaptation contrasts Miss Bolton's 
acknowlegement of the dead servants 
with the children’s and Mrs. Grose’s 
nonchalance. One's anticipation of a 
great climax is unrealized. It is this 
'failure that negates any previous 
emotional effect or buildup and the 
audience feels cheated. 

The acting is very good. 

Claire Bloom as Miss Bolton is cool, 
calm and as collected as can be expected. 
This steady performance anchors the rest 
of the cast. 

Pauline Flanagan as Mrs. Grose spices 
the mystery with her seeming non¬ 
chalance. Flora, the young girl, is played 
by a perky Sarah Jessica Parker in a 
manner in which, once again, the 
audience does not know whether to accept 


her innocence at face value or whether 
she's diabolically up to something 
beneath the surface. 

The young boys, Miles, is played by 
Michael MacKay in a snotty style that 
prevents him from effectively interacting 
with the rest of the cast. 

The dead servants are played by Dino 
I-audicina and Catherine Wolf. The en¬ 
ding, which left the play's potential un¬ 
fulfilled, and in which Miles slumping to 
the floor leaves the audience wondering 
whether he’s fainted or dead, ruins what 
Pinter's direction had theretofore built. 

After the first blackout or two, the 
audience was buzzing with anticipation. 
Unfortunately, we were disappointed. 

"The Innocents" is playing at the 
Colonial Theater in Boston through Oct. 2.

Marriott and other business 


taxes to be investigated

Under threat by the Marriott Hotel to 
initiate court action to protect the con-' 
fidentiality of its financial data, the 
Finance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night voted to in¬ 
vestigate assessing practices utilized for 
abatements on income-producing 
properties. 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small has been questioning the reasons 
for the drop in real estate taxes paid by 
the Marriott and criticizing the Board of 
Assessors for giving the Marriott 
abatements. 

The Marriott, built in 1969 at a cost of 
about $10 million, paid $285,710 in 1970, 


$356,093 in 1971, $618,204 in 1972, and 
$679,938 in 1973. 

Beginning in 1973, the Marriott asked 
for and received abatements on its real 
estate tax bill, so that the tax bill has 
remained under $700,000. 

Taxes for 1976 were abated by $159,000, 
resulting in a total real estate tax of 
$572,400, and taxes for FY 1977, bills for 
which are about to be mailed, will be 
$608,000. 

Small and Board President Joseph 
McDonnell appear outraged that while 
tax bills for all Newton residences have 
gone up yearly because of the increase in 
the tax rate, the Marriott's tax bills have 
often decreased. 

Small blames the assessors for being 


too easily intimidated into granting 
abatements to the Marriott. McDonnell 
says the abatements should not have been 
granted, and if the Marriott did not feel 
the tax was fair it could go to the ap¬ 
pellate tax board to seek relief. 

Several aldermen have asked for profit 
figures from the Newton Marriott 
operation, which corporation executives 
attending the Finance Committee 
meeting Monday said are either im¬ 
possible to provide or are trade secrets, 
the divulging of which would be helpful to 
competitors. 

Attorney Richard lx>vell, representing 
the Marriott here, said his client would 
probably go to court to resist any effort

Recreation Dept, eyes Novitiate

The Newton Recreation Department 
may be a potential bidder for the St. 
Joseph Novitiate buildings and 
playfields. 

Recreation Commissioner Russell 
Halloran is reportedly very interested in 
the Novitiate facilities as sites for 
Recreation Department programs. 

The Recreation Commission and other 
city agencies interested in the proposed 
Novitiate Park will coordinate plans with 
the Newton Conservators. 

The Recreation Commission’s 
cautious but positive response to a 
Conservators appeal Monday night came 


just as the Conservation Commission 
moved toward supporting full acquisition 
of the Novitiate site. 

Since the Newton Conservators began 
their drive for city acquisition two 
months ago, 250 people have seen the 60- 
acre parcel and everyone loves it, says 
Joan Lerner, who is leading the tours. 

Over 1,000 people have signed petitions 
so far, she added. 

The Conservators will continue to 
gather signatures through October and 
deliver them to city officials, she added. 

The overwhelming public support is no 
surprise to Ms. Lerner and other mem¬ 
bers of the Conservators’ open space 
committee who spearheaded the drive. 


They point to Newton, Massachusetts: 
1975 Population and Opinion Profile, a 
document published by the the Depart¬ 
ment of Planning and Development, as 
proof that Newtonites are solidly behind 
buying more land for open space 
preservation. 

That report, culled from city census 
questionnaires, reveals that a whopping 
84 percent of city residents want land 
purchased for conservation purposes. 

Within this W percent a ranking of 
preferences indicated that most (28 
percent) want highest priority to go to 
"acquisition of open space for the pur¬ 
pose of preservation of the natural en-

Moment of silence to start school day 


All Newton public school students will 
soon begin each day in school with a 
moment of silence that can be used for 
prayer or meditation. 

The School Committee unanimously 
voted to comply with the state law which 
requires up to one minute of silence each 
day at the beginning of school. 

An advisory opinion from the legal 
office of the State Department of 
Education noting the constitutionality of 
the state statute was the key document 
for complying with the law. Two weeks 
ago the motion to comply was tabled until 
the advisory opinion was made. 

School Committeeman Robert Cohen, 
who urged compliance two weeks ago, 
noted there is nothing compulsory about 
the statute besides the requirement of 
silence. 

Cohen said, "Students can meditate, or 


pray, or thuik about the Red Sox or 
Patriots or sex," 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
was in the process of sending a memo to 
all principals and teachers ordering the 
silent moment at the beginning of the 
day. 

School Committeewoman Honora 
Kaplan was concerned about disciplinary 
action for minor infractions of the 
requirement for silence, but was assured 
when the superintendent said he would 
send out a memo quoting the advisory 
opi ‘on. 

The advisory opinion by General 
Counsel Sandra Lynch quoted from the 
three-judge United States District Court 
that upheld the state law. 

A group of Framingham parents 
challenged the statute when it was en¬ 
forced in schools there in January of this 
year. It has been a law since 1966. 

Counsel Lynch writes, “In sum, a 


school system may only require its 
students to remain silent without activity 
for a one-minute period at the com¬ 
mencement of the first class. 

"A school system rnay not require its 
students to pray or meditate, nor prohibit 
them from doing so silently during this 
period," she said. 

The law "is entitled to presumptive 
validity, its constitutionality has been 
upheld, and so it should be treated as are 
all other state laws," she concluded. 

The state law, Chapter 71, Section 1A, 
reads as follows: "At the commencement 
of the first class of each day in all public 
schools the teacher in charg&of the room 
in wiiich each such class is held shall 
announce that a period of silence not to 
exceed one minute in duration shall be 
observed fro meditation or prayer, and 
during any such period silence shall be 
maintauied and no activities shall be 
engaged in.” 


Fixing North High 
to cost $1 million?

No good news was heard by any of the 
150 persons who attended the School 
Committee meeting Monday to hear 
about Newton North High School's 
ventilation problems that have plagued 
the school during the three years it has 
been open. 

The city’s public building com¬ 
missioner, Gene I^rson, said it will take 
him three months to study a two-inch 
thick report on the school before he 
recommends a refurbishing project that 
will cost about $1 million. 

Newton North English teacher George 
Bower of Newtonville read a petition 
from 198 teachers which questioned the 
safety of a building where "by Tuesday 
afternoon of each week the air is 
stagnant, dirty, and bone dry." 


Richard Adams. Beals housemaster 
and vice-president of the Newton 
Teachers Association, said official 
grievances are being compiled con¬ 
cerning the health standards of the 
school. 

Roy Cornelius, director of Support 
Services for the School Department, said, 
"Short term changes are not wor¬ 
thwhile," noting that the 15-month study 
found problems in one area caused by 
short term solutions in other areas, such 
as putting in new windows and fans. 

The$150,000 report by the Balco, Inc., a 
private engineering firm specializing in 
heating, ventilation, and air conditioning 
(HVAC), includes details on each of the 
several ventilation systems that are 
interconnected. 

The report suggested testing room 2505 
for carbon dioxide and ozone. Virginia

Parking 
may be 

Underground parking at Newton 
Centre? 

Yes, say Aid. Eliot Cohen and Newton 
Centre businessmen. 

Maybe, say the Public Buildings and 
City Planning committees. 

No, say at least one group of Newton 
Centre residents. 

Cohen wants to take advantage of a new 
federal public works act that would, if 
Newton is successful in its application, 
pay for the whole project. 

Accordingly, he has submitted a 
resolution to the Board of Aldermen that 
asks the mayor to request money for 
drawing up plans for the garage. 

According to Cohen, the garage would 
be underground from the easterly end of 
the Newton Centre triangle bounded by 
Langley Road, Beacon Street, and Center 
Street. 

The total height of the structure would 
not increase over the ground level as it is 
now, and a small park with benches could 
be built over the underground garage. 

The capacity of cars would be about 
double that of the single-level parking lot 
that now occupies the land. Some parking 
would stay at street level. 

The new federal act, which has not yet 
been funded, would require almost 


breakneck speed in having plans drawn, 
reviewed by the Design Review Com¬ 
mittee, presented at public hearings and 
passed through other possible stages. 

The act, designed to give immediate 
relief to areas of unemployment, require 
application within 60 days after 30 days 
after enactment. If approved, the work 
must begin in 90 days and be completed 
within 18 months. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
commented that such fast action by the 
various city agencies and officials might 
not be desirable. "It would be difficult to 
do appropriately in the short time 
allowed " he said. ‘ 

Cohen acknowledged that the project 
might not be able to make the deadlines, 
but reasoned that even so, the plans, 
which might cost around $30,000, would 
still be usable for construction of the 
garage financed by a city bond issue, 
Cohen feels that there is little doubt 
that the facility is needed.

Neighborhood Assn, don’t agree. 
Southard Lippincott of Tyler Terrace said 
the association is opposed because the 
need for additional parking has not been

McGrath 
won't try 
sticker run 

State Rep. Richard McGrath will ac¬ 
cept his defeat in the Democratic 
primary election and has decided not to 
run on stickers in the general election. 

McGrath lost the primary by 176 votes 
to A. Joseph DeNucci. 

McGrath said this week that "all the 
ingredients turned up favorably” is his 
assessment of his chances to defeat 
DeNucci in the 16th District race, but the 
cost would be exorbitant. 

A political consulting firm estimated 
that it would cost between $5000 and $7000 
to run a campaign just to educate voters 
in the technique of using stickers in the 
voting machines, McGrath would need 
additional money for normal campaign 
expenses and advertising. 

McGrath commented that in his opinion 
the victory of DeNucci, who is almost 
certain to win in November, has had a 
great influence on the upcoming 
redistricting of House districts to ac¬ 
commodate the 1978 cut in membership of 
the House. 

He said that the redistricting, which is 
still being worked out but is nearly 
complete, has been engineered to give 
DeNucci the north side of the city plus 
some of Waltham, thereby eliminating 
the district now represented by 
McGrath's close friend, Rep. Peter 
Harrington. 

The rest of the city will probably be 
split between Reps. David Mofenson and 
Lois Pines, with Mofenson taking the 
southwest side and Pines the center of the 
city, McGrath predicted. 

With Mofenson's surprise support and 
endorsement of DeNucci, McGrath said, 
"Mofenson has done what VOICE and 
Teddy Mann have been unable to do, but 
he did it in a way I didn't expect." 
VOICE is conservative political group. 
Mofenson this week acknowledged that 
his endorsement of DeNucci had been 
unknown to McGrath and had 
represented a switch from his earlier 
position of endorsing neither candidate, 
but denied that redistricting is complete. 

As far as he knows, Mofenson said, no 
definite decision has been made on new 
Newton districts.

The jobs were 
offered back to Charlayne 
Murrell and Juan Lovelace 
when the School Committee 
approved the Metco budget in 
September, but they had 
already taken other positions.

Ms. Hamilin was introduced 
to the audience by State Rep. 
I^oisG. Pines (D-Newton), who 
initiated the proposed 
amendment to the state con¬ 
stitution in the House 
Massaschusetts Legislature. 

The amendment reads: 


"Equality under the law shall 
not he denied or abridged 
because of sex, race, color, 
creed or national origin.” 

Ms. Hamlin stressed that the 
purpose of the Mass. ERA is to 
grant people equal protection 
under the law. 

“What it will do,” she ex¬ 
plained, "is ensure that similar 
people will be treated similarly 
in similar situations." 

"It will not, and can not, 
affect private business, private 
industry, private eduacation or 
private behavior," she added. 
“It will not force anyone into a 
situation she finds personally 
unacceptable or undesirable. It 
will affect only state actions, 
state labor laws, education and 
employment." 


Asked why she felt the ERA 
was a necessity, Ms. Hamlin 
responded: 

"We need the amendment for 
reinforcement because it’s 
obvious that the laws haven't 
always been obeyed. You don't 
need laws and amendments for 
things people want to do in¬ 
nately. Without the ERA, the 
courts have no legal basis for 
enforcing statutes already on 
the books.

Ice cream vendor 
fights 500-ft. law

Crime rate down 14% 
in 8-month comparison 


Eli Sherer, 17, an en¬ 
trepreneur who won a fight last 
summer to have ice cream 
declared not a meal and 
therefore not subject to the 8 
percent state meals tax, is 
back again. 

This time he is objecting to 
the city ordinance that 
prevents ice cream trucks 
from parking within 500 feet of 
of playgrounds and from 
ringing their bells. He operates 
an ice cream truck. 

The Leqislation & Rules 
Committee of the Board of 
Alder men did not act on the 
matter, and it appears that 
Sherer will not be as fortunate 
with the city as he was with the 
state. 

The Recreation Commission, 
which was also meeting at City 
Hall, voted in agreement with 
Aid. Donald Budge that 
perhaps some method could be 
worked out to allow ice cream 
and other vending trucks to 
obtain a special permit to park 
adjacent to playgrounds for 
special events. 


The Recreation Commission 
opinion is purely advisory. 

Some people feel that 
allowing ice cream trucks to 
park nearer playgrounds 
would eliminate the safety 
hazard posed by children 
running across the street to 
buy ice cream. 

Others feel that danger 
would be increased by the 
presence of ice cream trucks. 

In other business, the 
Legislation 4 Rules Committee 
voted to approve an increase in 
the cost of an auctioneer's 
license to the $15 permitted by 
state law. 

No action was taken on a 
proposed amendment from 
Aid. Terry Morris to ban the 
holding of another ad¬ 
ministrative position in the 
executive branch of govern¬ 
ment by the chief of the Fire 
Department. 

This proposal is still under 
discussion witht the city 
solicitor, who has given a 
preliminary opinion that ap¬ 
parently such a prohibition 
would be illegal. 


Library hasn't given up 
on junior college site 


Consideration will be given 
to a proposal from the Library 
Trustees for use of some of the 
surplus Newton Junior College 
land. 

In spite of a recommendation 
from the committee set up to 
determine the best use of 
surplus municipal property — 
that no Newton Junior College 
land be reserved for a possible 
new main library — the 


Ubrary Trustees argued that 
the library should be given 
equal consideration with other 
developers. 

The "core committee” 
studying uses of municipal 
property has recommended 
that the land of the defunct 
junior college be developed for 
residential, commercial, or 
office use, or a combination of 
these uses. Requests for 
proposals are expected to be 
issued in the near future. 

A commitment was given in 
the core committee report that 
other city land would be given 
to the Library Trustees when 
they can demonstrate the 
potential for raising some of 
the money for a new library. 

After pleas from the Library 
Trustees, the matter was 
returned to the core committee 
for reconsideration, and the 
same recommendation was 
made. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas is known to prefer a 
location n. a purely com¬ 
mercial district, either the 
business area of Newtonville or 
in Newton Centre. 

City Planning Committee 
Chairman Terry Morris said 
this week that the Library 
. Trustees had not really con¬ 
sidered Newton Centre. 

In the whole matter of

Convicted bank robber 
serves sentence in Atlanta 


Crime in Newton has 
decreased 14.4 percent from 
January to August, 1976, 
compared to the same period 
last year, according to recently 
released figures from the 
Newton Police Department. 

A joint statement issued by 
Mayor Theodore Mann and 
Police Chief William Quinn 
says they are pleased with the 
decrease, “but are not satisfied 
while any negative statistics 
exist." 

Statistics for the eight 
months compared to the same 
eight months last year show 
reductions in crimes of mur¬ 
der, rape, burglary, larceny, 
and auto theft, and aggravated 
assault (when the threat of 
violence causes one to flee, 
often with a deadly weapon). 

These decreases were offset 
by increases in the crimes of 
armed and unarmed robbery 
and unaggravated assault. 

Not computed in 14.4 percent 
reduction were increases in the 
number of arrests for assault 
and battery on police officers 
an4 operating under the in¬ 
fluence. 

Chief Quinn noted that the 
reduction in serious crime has 
been continuous for three years 
althouqh statistics from the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation show a yearly 
rise in suburban communities 
generally. 

The chief attributed the 
reduced crime rate to alert 
residents who have called 
police when seeing suspicious 
persons and happenings. 

Chief Quinn cited six factors 
that have helped keek citizens i 
alert and help reduce crime. \ 
They are the local 
cooperative press and radio 
news, the Crime Prevention 
Commission appointed by the 
mayor, and the auxiliary police 
force whose volunteers assist 
in many ways. 

Despite the 14.4 percent 
reduction in crime. Chief Quinn 
said, "The remaining figures 
are still too high. 

"We have too many 
burglaries where entrance was 
gained through unlocked doors 
and windows, too many at 
which the householder was in 
the back yard with the front 
door open, and too many where 
the cellar or garage door was 
unlocked,” the chief said.

The ban of 

throwaways 

If one were to pick the most controversial 
questions, which will appear on the 
Massachusetts ballot in the Nov. 2 
Presidential election, the likely nominees 
would be the suggested graduated state 
income tax, the Equal Rights Amendment 
or perhaps even the gun-control proposal. 

So far, however, the sharpest conflict 
appears to be centered on an initiative 
petition which would ban non-returnable 
beverage bottles and cans. Arguments are 
being advanced both in support of and in 
opposition to such a law. 

A few items can be reported, about 
which there is no dispute. 

1. Americans consume an incredible 
amount of soft drinks. 2. Last year they 
threw away an estimated 60 billion bottles 
and cans which account for about half the 
nation’s litter and cost approximately $250 
million to clean up. 

Supporters of the move for a ban on non- 
returnable bottles and cans point out that 
the present system of throwing away con¬ 
tainers, most of them with pop-up tops, 
represents a tremendous waste of energy 
and materials. 

They maintain that eventually we will 
run out of space on which to dump the 
discarded bottles and cans and that many 
persons are not at all particular about 
where they toss their empty beer cans or 
soft drink containers. 

Opponents of the measure cite that the 
manufacturers of the flip-top cans and 
bottles provides many jobs. The greater 
number of cans and bottles used, the more 
jobs are available to make them, they add. 

But supporters of the proposal reply that 
we're wasting materials and energy and 
encouraging litter. 

In answer to the claim that a ban on non- 
returnable bottles and cans would cause a 
loss of jobs, supporters of the initiative 
petition declare that a similar law in 
Oregon resulted in a net gain of almost 400 
jobs. There was, of course, a dislocation of 
people who had been making throw-away 
cans and a transition in which they shifted 
to different employment. 

They also suggest that the ban would 
achieve a saving of 100,000 barrels of oil 
per day. 

The container industry has spent 
millions of dollars in a lobbying effort to 
block any ban on non-returnable bottles and 
cans. That was reflected last June when a 
bill to require deposits on bottles and ban 
the manufacture of flip-top cans was 
defeated in the U.S. Senate by a vote of GO 
to 26

The first debate 

Not one trace of humor from the candidates

Memorable when the power went off

PHILADELPHIA — There was one un- 
prngrammed moment in the debate, which 
was then 45 minutes old and sagging, when 
Jimmy Carter suddenly spoke from life in¬ 
stead of from the briefing books which held 
him and Gerald Ford in thrall. 

The President had given his stock answer, 
in defending his veto of a jobs bill, that a 
record number of Americans are employed. 

Jimmy Carter recalled a Pennsylvania 
campaign crowd of some four or five 
thousand. He had asked how many were 
without jobs and a thousand had raised their 
hands. 

"Mr. Ford can’t seem to put in perspective 
that these are human beings,” he said, with 
something like real feeling. "A 7.9 unem¬ 
ployment rate is a terrible tragedy.” He 
accused Ford of “insensitivity." 

The Carter people mourned later, during 
the post-mortems that raged all night in the 
lobbies and bars of the Benjamin Franklin 
Hotel, that he hadn’t talked like that in the 
opening round, when, plainly nervous, he had 
rattled off a low-voiced recital of programs he 
had in mind. 

He and Gerald Ford had come into the 
Walnut Street Theater, both wearing dark 
suits and unfortunate ties, determined to land 
certain punches. 

Ford wanted to accuse Carter of Waffling, 
and he did, coming out of his corner in a rush: 
”1 don’t believe he has been any more specific 
than he has been in other instances ... He 
hasn't endorsed the Humphrey-Hawkins bill, 
which is part of the Democratic platform." 

But Carter was, as a matter of fact, as 
forthcoming with the statistics and the plans 
as Ford. 

Carter wanted to paint Ford as a do-nothing 
president, and he managed to say, "He has 
not accomplished one single major program 
for this country.” 

What Carter really wanted to prove was 
that Ford was incompetent. But Ford did not 
oblige with a single blunder — except in his 
summation, when he said that "our children 
arc the victims of mass education.” 

But they were both too tethered to their 
briefing books and their game plans to give 
much life to the proceedings. 

On the only two emotional issues raised, 
amnesty and the Nixon pardon, Ford was too 
wooden and Carter too cautious to raise any 
sparks. 

One of the panel members, Frank 
Reynolds, asked why Ford had not been as 
merciful to the young men who evaded or fled 
Vietnam as he had been to Richard Nixon. 

Ford replied that he had given the draft 
rcsisters a chance and Carter made a per¬ 
functory reply about how difficult it was for 
Ford to explain the equation, laboriously 
repeated his contention that his pardon for 
draft evaders is not amnesty and slid off into 
a discussion of crime and unequal justice. 

Ford made an inconclusive assault on the 
Democratic Congress, which he intends to 
make the enemy. He said that Congress was 
"hiring people by the droves" and was fur¬ 
ther spending too much money on itself and 
"there is some question about their 
morality." 

Actually, the body English of the two men 
was as interesting as anything they said to 
each other in the ice-cold theater before an 
audience of 500 people. 

Carter stood with his arms folded. Ford 
gripped the edge of his little lectern. 

While Ford spoke, Carter looked straight 
ahead. While Carter spoke, Ford never took 


his eyes off him. Even while the President 
was taking notes, he kept his eyes glued on his 
rival, as if he expected some unexpected 
move. 

The only unexpected thing that occurred 
was the failure of the sound system, a 
mysterious mortification. 

Jimmy Carter was Just beginning to explain 
what was wrong with the FBI and the CIA. 

“One of the most serious things," he said, 
and his mouth kept moving but no sound came 
out. 

The most serious thing of all had occurred. 
The sound system failed. It was not possible. 
The tackiest talk show in the world is free 


listening to the debate, I thought back to an 
article on the Nlxon-Kennedy debates by P G. 
Wodehouse 16 years ago. He couldn’t quite 
believe that two urbane men had got through 
two entire hours without a trace of wit or 
humor escaping from either of them. I dunno, 
maybe it is dangerous, when running for 
president, to do that kind of thing. Raymond 
Moley was asked breathlessly in the spring of 
1956 how did he account for Estes Kefauver's 
beating Adlai Stevenson in the primary in 
Minneapolis. He replied, “Did you ever try to 
tell a joke in Minneapolis?" 

Besides, poor Jimmy Carter was visibly 
strained. During the week he had made so 



from such humiliation. But is was happening. 

The two candidates, separated by 10 feet, 
began to endure the crudest fate which can 
befall a politician at the height of a campaign. 
They were subjected to immobilization and 
speechlessness. They had nobody to talk to 
but each other. 

It was a marvelous opportunity to discuss 
their differences, or even pass the time of 
day. Neither knew what to do. They oc¬ 
casionally stole a glance at each other. But 
somehow their glances, like the debate itself, 
never locked. 

The gap was to go on for 28 minutes. The 
audience, which had been forbidden to ap¬ 
plaud, clapped when Jimmy Carter finally sat 
down on the high stool behind his lectern. 
Gerald Ford also had what the managers 
culled "the stool capability" — he had 
protested against it — but he felt called upon 
to stand. He perhaps wanted to show his 
superior stamina or perhaps he merely 
wished to show that he is taller than Jimmy 
Carter. 

When the power was restored and they both 
had made their dosing remarks, affability 
was restored as well. Carter's wife rushed tip 
to kiss him and he introduced her to the 
President, who was all cordiality. He told 
Carter he looked forward to seeing him again 
at the next debate. 

Each side thought the other had done 
unexpectedly well — Ford without fluffs, 
Carter with specifics. But the most 
memorable thing about the first debate was 
when it was not going on. 


many misjudgements, the viewers were 
tempted to think it was he who had arranged 
the microphone system for the debates. He 
wasn’t going to take any chances. That's why 
he kept coming back to the cliches. The 
cliches of populism: the big and the strong 
and the rich are the enemy. They should be 
brought to heel, and made poor and weak like 
everybody else. That's equality. 

In a debate, when pressed, the technique is 
to fall back on cliches that have stood the test 
of time. Crawl back to their ample bosom, 
hug it hard, and hope for the best. It is the 
equivalent of the clinch in boxing. Jimmy 
Carter had, at the hands of Mr. Ford, a 
relatively easy time of it in the sense that Mr. 
Ford, for reasons unknown and un¬ 
fathomable, let Congress go for what seemed 
forever. The debate, which began at 9:30 
EDT, had stretched to 10:37 EDT before Ford 
made a single mention of the responsibility of 
Congress for the tax code. 

This was so obviously the favorite hunting 
ground of Jimmy Carter, one wondered why 
Mr. Ford took so long to say it. The tax laws 
are certainly subject to criticism (though not 
so much of the kind Jimmy Carter chooses to 
criticise them for); the authors of the tax 
laws should be identified. They are primarily 
Democrats. The last American President who 
went on the air to beg for what Mr. Carter 
would call a "pro-business tax break" was 
John F. Kennedy, followed by Lyndon 
Johnson, stressing the need for an investment 
tax credit. It was a Republican President — 


Nixon — who presided over its brief repeal. 
And a Democratic Congress, frightened by 
the results of its repeal, who reinstated it. A 
recent beneficiary of it was - Jimmy Carter. 

Mr. Ford is too genteel to have turned to 
Mr. Carter to ask whether he, Carter, was one 
of those rich powerful men who had benefited 
from the tax laws. Because indeed Mr. Carter 
did. He spread out his income over four years, 
helped himself to the investment tax credit — 
and ended by paying $17,484 on $136,926 of 
income. Some of us do not judge these data to 
be shocking. But they would certainly shock 
Jimmy Carter, to judge from his recent 
rhetoric. 

Mr. Ford has no appetite for the generic 
arguments. He is satisfied to talk about his 
own recommendations for relief from 
taxation, and his determination to keep down 
the cost of government. It is a pity that he is 
not prepared to say that the United States is 
the land of opportunity, and a land of op¬ 
portunity is a land in which people are free 
even to become rich — like Jimmy Carter, 
AvereU Harriman, LBJ, Joe Kennedy, FDR, 
— and George Washington. 

But in the absence of this, he was effective 
in holding up to scorn Mr. Carter’s own 
record. For all Mr. Carter’s talk about 
economizing the cost of government, and 
restructuring the bureaucracy, in fact he 
proved to be an expansive bureaucrat, who 
hugely Increased the state budget and the 
number of employees hired by the state. 
Jimmy Carter's response that the expansion 
in the number of employees was in the 
number of activists rather than bureaucrats 
seemed entirely evasive. The distinction was 
lost. 

The conflicting figures are accepted 
resignedly by listeners at these things. Carter 
said the White House had increased in 
overhead from about four million dollars to 
about 60 million dollars under Nixon. One 
dismisses this as inherent nonesense. Carter 
said Ford had vetoed more than any president 
in history, and Ford came back showing that 
FDR had used the veto more often. Carter 
didn't press the point. It all blurs in the 
memory. It was an ungalvanized exchange. 

But Ford stood his ground, and that is the 
psychological critical datum. 
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Carter's off-the-cuff style wears thin

NEW YORK — Jimmy Carter’s free-and^asy style of 
answering questions publicly may cause him unanticipated 
trouble. In the primaries, Carter’s off-the-cuff comments 
were allowed to stand as such because he was not being 
pursued by mortal foes ready to tear him apart for the 
slightest inaccuracy. 

But in the post-convention campaign, Carter’s most 
minute slips are bound to be expanded and exploited by his 
Republican opponents. Consider the tizzy on taxes: 

In his relaxed way, Carter was telling the Associated 
Press what his policy would be: shift the tax load toward 
those who have the highest income and reduce the Income 
tax on the lower-income and middle-income taxpayers." 

This is no new principle. The idea that the biggest burden 
should fall on those best able to carry the load is ancient. 
The ethical reason is the support of the weak by the strong 
in any compassionate society. 

The economic reason is recognition that the wealth of the 
wealthiest comes less from the personal contribution of the 
individual to society than from the growth of the society 
itself, especially through the labors of the less affluent 

The idea is super-American. Our graduated income tax is 
the embodiment of this principle with the rate of taxation 
rising as incomes rise into higher brackets. 

Our problem with this system of ••progressive" income 
taxation is that the plan has lost its progressive because of 
loopholes that allow certain incomes to be deducted or not 
counted at all. 

In consequence, there are people with a net income of 
more than a million a year who pay no federal income tax 
or pay a tiny tax. There are corporations that Instead of 
paying the full 48 per cent their Income pay 9 per cent or 10 
per cent 

The real problem in arriving at tax justice is not so much 
"high" versus "low” income, since a man with a $50,000 
salary really does pay at a much higher rate than a man 
with a $5,000 salary, but the treatment of different incomes 
in different ways: a man who sweats for his wage pays 
about twice us much in taxes as a man who derives the 
same income from capital gains — with no sweat. 

When Carter was asked what he meant by "high" and 
"low," he tossed off a rule of thumb that whatever was 


above the middle was "high" and whatever was below was 
’’low." This gave Ford his chance to shout that Carter wa3 
planning to raise the taxes of all those earning above $12,000 
to $14,000. 

Carter came raging back that he would "never increase 
taxes for the lower and middle-income groups" and then 
went on to make the real point: ‘‘There are those in this 
country who make a lot of money and who pay practically 


no taxes." Wage earners pay in full, he went on, because 
they have no "hidden secret loopholes." 

But by now, the real issue - loopholes - became mud¬ 
died and the electorate is likely to hear Republican orators 
cry from now to Election Day that Carter is out to raise the 
tax bill of one-half the nation, although Carter’s real target 
elite of su P errlch in America who escape about 
$80 billion in taxes every year.

So the dogs were loose, and 
because they were loose a 
gentle, loving, beautiful 
animal was "playfully" killed 
in front of two helpless and 
frightened children and one 
frantic, enraged adult.

The Newton Free Library has 
been told by the city lawyer it 
can no longer use its personnel 
to sell new paperback books, 
according to Aid. Edward 
Richmond. Richmond, 
chairman of the alderman ic 
Education Committee that has 
recently taken the library 
under its wings, said this week 
that City Solicitor Howard 
Levine has issued an opinion 
that the library should not sell 
books as an agent for the 
Friends of the Library, a 
private organiztion that helps 
the library. Richmond said he 
could not quote the decision 
directly because Solicitor 
Levine asked him not to, 
claiming the ruling is not a 
public document yet. 

The decision is not based on 
any violation of any state 
statute, Richmond said, but is 
based upon the legislation that 
sets up libraries and other 
municipal agencies that is 
"always interpreted 
narrowly." 


The library had given the 
Firends of the Library space in 
the Newton Comer library to 
sell the new paperbacks. The 
library staff would order the 
new books for the Friends at 
wholesale and sell them for the 
Friends at retail prices, 
making a small profit for the 
Friends that was turned back 
for more inventory of 
paprerbacks. 

After Library Director 
Virqinia Tashjien saw Levine's 
decision, she wrote Richmond 
a letter saying the library 
would no longer sell the books, 
and she would request the 
Friends to donate the few 
remaining unsold books to the 
library. 

The sale of the new paper¬ 
backs was advertised in the 
September Newton Free 
Library Bulletin. Mrs. 
Tashjian said the sale of the 
books a was a convenience to 
readers because certain books 
were always unavailable 
because of demand.

by the aldermen to secure confidential 
information given the assessors when 
abatements were sought. 

State law protects such information, 
but Aid. Mark White argues that such 
information should be available to 
aldermen doing their official duties and 
sees the correction of possible tax 
inequities as part of his official duty as an 
alderman. 

An opinion from the state attorney 
general’s office, however, seemed to 
uphold the assessors. 

In order to try to mollify the aldermen, 
Ix>vell made an offer to split the cost of a 
new appraisal of the Marriott property by 
an independent appraiser to be selected 
by agreement between the Marriott and 
the city, even though, Lovell said, the 
Marriott corporation feels that the 
correct value is $3.2 million, $500,000 less 
than the the 1977 valuation. 

The valuation is set by the Board of 
Assessors at about 30 percent of full and 
fair market value, determined by a 
combination of estimated market value, 
cost, and income. The 30 percent figure is 
used because all of Newton is assessed at 
an average of 30 percent. 

Corporate executives repeated that 
offer Tuesday at a press conference 
called by the Marriott. 

In a long statement, copies of which 
have been sent to Mayor Theodore Mann, 
the Board of Assessors, and the Board of 
Aldermen, Thomas A. Burke, vice 
president for corporate affairs of the 
Marriott chain, explained the Marriott 
position that it feels it is carrying its ‘‘full 
share of the community tax load.” 

Burke said, “Of all the communities 
where we have hotels, not one taxes us to 
the extent the city of Newton does. Our

tax in Newton as a percent of hotel cost 
(amount invested in the hotel so fari is 
the highest in our entire system and is 
more than double our national average.” 

Burke's statement pointed out that the 
tax burden imposed by Newton averages 
$1440 per room, and compared that figure 
to the next highest, $665, for another 400- 
room-category hotel. 

Questioned about how the total taxes 
paid to the city and the state (.sales, 
corporate, and other taxes) compare to 
the total taxes paid by another Marriott 
hotel, Burke said he could not answer. 

As for the statement, often referred to 
in the FinCom meetings, that the 
Marriott had said it would provide $1 
million in taxes to the city, Burke said 
that in 1969 before the Marriott opened, 
taxes were estimated to be in the $200,000 
range. 

The misunderstanding must have 
arisen, he said, from the estimate that 
the hotel would generate $1 million an¬ 
nually in total taxes, including sales, 
personal property, corporate income, and 
personal withholding taxes. 

In fact, Burke continued, the Marriott 
now generates more than $1 million in 
total taxes. 

Burke explained the hotel’s willingness 
to pay full taxes as billed up to 1973, after 
which it asked for and got abatements by 
calling pre-1973 taxes "tolerable” up to 
$618,000. After Several large increases in 
taxes, a consultant was retained by the 
hotel who "revealed that there was a 
substantial difference between the 
assessed ratio applied to Marriott and the 
ratio for residential.” 

According to Burke, "The review 
showed that generally business in Newton

consulting with the Division of 
Occupational Safety in the State 
Department of Labor and Industry to find 
the right person to test the inside of the 
school for levels of carbon dioxide, ozone, 
oxygen, temperature, and humidity. 

Dr. Daniel Bernstein of 22 Hobart Rd., 
Newton Centre, became very upset about 
the school never having been tested. 

"No person in this room can assure me 
that that air is safe, isn’t that correct?" 
he asked. 

He received no direct response. 

Director of Support Services Cornelius 
noted that there are no clear cut safety 
levels, and they vary with the quality of 
air outside the building. 

Dr. Bernstein also noted that smoking 
in the school should warrant testing of the 
carbon dioxide level. 

At least 1 year 

Commissioner Larson testified that if 
the School Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen approve the $1 million ex¬ 
pected request, it would take at least one 
year to repair the system. 

That prediction brought a long hiss 
from the audience, but the worst news 
came later. 

The $20 million school was designed 
with what is called a two-pipe system for 
heating and cooling. One pipe brings hot 
or cold water to an area and another pipe 
brings that used water back to the 
basement.

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was being assessed in 1975 at a higher 
ratio than residential — but the gap was 
not nearly as great as the gap between 
Marriott alone and residential." 

Burke said that if the city will accept 
the Marriott offer to hire an outside 
appraiser and split the cost, the Marriott 
would abide by the findings. 

Further, he said, the Marriott agrees to 
furnish the city with certified annual 
statements. "Although it is highly 
irregular and quite costly to have such 
statements prepared by independent 
auditors, we will consult with our national 
accounting firm of Arthur Andersen on 
this matter." 

The veracity of the statements 
provided the Board of Assessors had been 
questioned in Finance Committee. Small, 
especially, castigated the assessors for 
accepting without doubt figures provided 
by the Marriott. 

The Marriott statement reiterated its 
position that it has been paying more than 
its share of real estate taxes, and said, 
"We regret the threat that all of this 
publicity — so much of it inaccurate and 
unfair — poses to our good name. 

Finance Committee Chairman Small 
has for some time said he is dissatisfied 
with the operation of the assessors, 
especially in relation to the entire 
revaluation program. 

His persistence in the matter of 
Marriott and other business taxes may 
accomplish his goal of getting the 
assessing department to do what he feels 
it should do and must do. 

Small commented this week that there 
are only about 20 months left in which the 
assessors must clear up all the problems 
with revaluation before it goes into effect. 


system with four pipes to allow for instant 
changeover to heating from cooling, 
would take to the fall of 1978 if the school 
is closed for a year, I-arson said, adding, 
"In all honesty I know you don't want to 
hear it." 

Until Larson makes his recom¬ 
mendation on a two- or four-pipe system, 
Cornelius made some suggestions for the 
immediate future.

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College conferences set 
at Newton South High 


voted 6-2 to approve $7,695 for a shuttle 
for about 200 teachers from the old junior 
college parking lot to Lowell Avenue. 

The bus to carry 25 persons will run 
Oct. 18 through April 29, and some ad¬ 
ditional inclement days, Cornelius said. 

The distance from the Claflin Hall lot to 
the front door of the high school is about 
four-tenths of a mile, Cornelius said. 
From the end of Elm Road where 
teachers used to park before the con¬ 
struction of the playing fields was up to 
two-tenths of a mile, a citizen said. 

The bus will .run every 15 minutes for 
two hours in the morning and two hours in 
the afternoon. 

Dr. Edward Prince and Henry Delicata 
voted against the bus. The mayor was 
absent at this time. 

One teacher said this will become a 
negotiated contract item next year for 
Day Junior High teachers who have no 
parking, and an Underwood PTA 
representative noted that teachers’ cars 
at that school often get ticketed after 3 
p.m. 

The Committee also appropriated $5040 
to the Continuing Education Program to 
allow for extra courses in Spanish, 
French, Italian, typing, and know your 

car. 

The eight members also approved the 
request of Murray Road student Kerri 
Klugman to spend her final semester at 
the I.AB School in Boston as long as the 
program is a approved by State Board of 
Education. 

A long discussion with the Student 
Advisory Committee concerning sub¬ 
stitute teachers came to no concrete end; 
and the students will meet with the School 
Committee at its next meeting to discuss 
sophomore and other high school sports.

Growth Policy Committee 
report done, sent to state 


Newton's Local Growth 
Policy Committee recom¬ 
mends more housing and more 
business for Newton. These are 
only two of the many goals for 
Newton's future mentioned in 
the committee’s final report to 
the Office of State Planning. 

The Local Growth Policy 
Committee was most con¬ 
cerned about the regressive 
nature of the property tax and 
its effect on low-income and 
fixed-income residents of 
Newton. Since any change in 
the property tax must take 
place at a state level, the 
committee recommended that 
Ihe city could help the situation 
by providing more housing for 
people of all incomes, to keep 
Newton from becoming a 
community of wealthy only. 

As Newton's housing consists 
mainly of single-family homes, 
the committee found that the 
lack of variety in size and cost 
of rental units makes it dif¬ 
ficult for many people to move 
into the city. People find it 
almost impossible to remain in 
their neighborhood when their 
space demands change. It is 
difficult for city employees to 
find affordable housing. 

Young adults, elderly and 


lower-income residents may be 
forced to leave Newton when 
100 percent evaluation 
becomes effective two years 
from now and its economic 
reverberations are felt, ac¬ 
cording to the committee. 

The I.GPC proposes that the 
city revitalize its existing 
commercial and industrial 
areas in an attempt to provide 
more job opportunities within 
the city for Newton residents. 
An economic revival of this 
sort will enlarge the tax base, 
thus reducing the residential 
property taxes. It will also 
attract a retail mix to the 
neighborhood shopping centers 
that will serve the surrounding 
residents. 

If more jobs are available 
within the city, people will be 
able to walk to work. 
Pedestrian amenities, such as 
trees and benches introduced 
lo the business centers, will 
encourage people to walk to 
Shop. Reduced energy con¬ 
sumption and reduced traffic 
congestion could result from 
this change. The greater 
number of chance meetings 
afforded by increased 
pedestrian use of the com¬ 
mercial areas will enhance the 
sense of community ex¬ 


perienced by Newton 
residents. 

The Ixical Growth Policy 
Committee was formed at the 
direction of the state 
legislature to prepare a 
statement reviewing Newton’s 
past growth, examine the 
likely influences on growth and 
provide a perspective on the 
most desirable direetioas for 
future growth. 

The committee convened in 
February, 1976, and met 
weekly thereafter to produce 
its report. Comments made by 
citizens at the two public 
hearings held by the com¬ 
mittee in March and June have 
been included. The report will 
be incorporated into the for¬ 
mulation of statewide growth 
policies along with the reports 
•from the Local Growth Policy 
Committees in the 350 other 
cities and towns in the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

More detailed information 
about the committee’s 
recommendations and others 
for Newton’s future is in the 
final statement and completed 
questionnaire of the com¬ 
mittee. Copies may be obtained 
at the Planning Department at 


City Hall or may be read at any 
of the Newton libraries.

BARTLETT. N.H. (UPI) - 
Wheeee... Hit that lever, bank 
that curve. Here comes a 
straightaway. Ia?t it all out. 

For a few brief moments, 
young and old, male and 
female, can fantasize they are 
bobsledders hurtling at great 
speeds to victory in the winter 
nivmpics. 

Only it’s not winter. It's 
summer. And the speed (tops 
2a miles per hour) isn't exactly 
hurtling. And it's not really a 
bobrun, only a distant cousin. 

It is what's billed as the 
“longest slide in the world" — 
and that only by a few feet. 

The slide is located at 
Attitash ski area just north of 
North Conway, N.H.,and south 
of the White Mountains' majes¬ 
tic Ml. Washington. 

Thad Thome. Attitash's in¬ 
novative boss, detailed the 
specifics of the slide, the idea 
for which was adopted from 
some similar — but smaller — 
slides in Europe. 

Actually there are two slides, 
winding parallel 4,200 feet 
down the mountainside, on and 
across ski trails, through 
thickets of pine, birch and 
hemlock. The slides, the first 
installed in this country, are 
constructed of molded 
asbestosconcrete, and the rider 
uses an easily controllable 
fiberglass sled. 

To reach the starting point 
three-quarters of the way up 
the mountain, riders — who on 
many days have stood in line 
for up to two hours — get 
aboard a double chairlift, 
operated at speeds lower than 
what would be usual for people 
with skis on their feet. 

At the top, riders place the 
sled in the slide's chute and sit 
on it, getting the feel of the 
lever between their legs and 
the pitch and roll of the sled 
itself. By inching forward, the 
sled is brought to the incline 
where a sign warns that the 
slide can be dangerous. There 
an instructor briefs the riders 
on how to go fast (push lever 
forward), stop (PULL BACK!) 
and degrees in between. 

„ Quite controllable. There 
have been mishaps, such as 
speeding sleds going up and 
over the edges. Thome and his 
assistant Dick Jones attribute 
most of these accidents to 
youthful hotshots. “You really 
have to try to hurt yourself on 
this thing," Jones said. 

Then it's down, here a curve, 
there a curve, faster on the 
straights. The sense of speed is 
intensified because the slide is 
so close to the ground (and 
wow, do those sleds rock and 
roll on their specially designed 
rollers). Adults and kids on 
sleds in front and in back 
whoop their enjoyment. 
Spectators line the course 
cheering each new slider. 

In five minutes, more or less, 
bottom. It's over. And it was 
fun. 

For all this. Attitash gets 
$2.25 per ride for adults, $1.75 
for kids. And they've got lines 
of sliders like lift lines of skiers 
in winter. 

Installation was a $450,000 
project, a major expense, but 
the ski industry is for the first 
time taking a look at something 
ihey seldom ever saw — 
summer money. They like it. 

Julies said a large number of 
ski areas are giving serious 
consideration to installing the 
new money-maker. It might 
just be. Jones said, the answer 
to providing income to ski 
areas during otherwise idle 
summer months. He said 
Attitash expects to gel its 
money back within three 
years. 

One other already exists, at 
Bromley, Vt., and several are 
definitely planned, including 
Great Gorge, N.J., a site in 
Michigan and one at Galten- 
bery, Tenn. 

It's an investment and the 
return looks tremendous, judg¬ 
ing from the results here. 
Although the slides never leave 
the mountain, it seems they 
still lead straight to the bank. 
Wheeee!

The 
next meeting will be Sept. 29, at

The major objectives of PT’s 
therapeutic community are to 
help individuals develop and 
maintain (1) constructive 
styles of interpersonal 


relating; (2) the fundamental 
skills of interpersonal relating; 
(3) functional alternatives to 
the antisocial and drug 
dependent patterns of behavior 
which they have previously 
demonstrated. 

Project Turnabout is com¬ 
prised of professional, 
paraprofessionql, exaddict, 
and volunteer staff. 

The five phases of the PT 
progam are intake, orien¬ 
tation, residential, phaseout, 
and aftercare. 

The results of Turnabout's 
goals to establish a self-help 
progam to provide education, 
prevention and rehabilitation 
for drug abuse- are quite 
evident in the community since

Work should be requirement of welfare system 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has released 
preliminary returns from a 
constituent opinion poll he 
included with his recent 
newsletter. 

The poll invited people living 
in Waban, Newton Highlands, 
Newton Upper Falls, Newton 
Lower Falls, Newton Centre, 
Oak Hill and Precinct H in 
Needham to send in their 
thoughts on a variety of issues. 
"While I recognize the limits of 


the sample and the unscientific 
aspects of the survey,” 
Mofenson said, "I find the 
opinions and comments ex¬ 
pressed to be quite interesting 
and informative. I appreciate 
the time and thought each of 
the respondents spent an¬ 
swering the questionnaire." 

Mofenson has tabulated 166 
of the returned questionnaires' 
and others are still coming in, 
he said. 

The survey asked, "Do you 
support legislation to...” and 
asked for "yes," "no,” or "no 
opinion” answers and invited 



additional comments. 

The strongest position ex¬ 
pressed was in favor of the 
establishment of work 
requirements for welfare 
recipients: 78.7 percent said 
“yes”; 13.9 percent said "no." 
There was also strong sen¬ 
timent expressed to abolish the 
Governor's Council: 66.6 
percent said "yes," 9.9 percent 
said "no," and 27.2 percent 
were "undecided." 

Of those responding, 57.3 
percent supported the abolition i 
of Sunday closing laws (blue 
laws), and 36.4 percent were 
opposed. 

On educational issues, 
respondents favored main¬ 
taining fiscal autonomy for 


local school committees 61.4 
percent to 25.9 percent. A 
plurality favored the funding of 
voluntary metropolitan 
educational and cultural 
programs: 45.5 percent an¬ 
swered "yes," 37.4 percent 
"no," the rest "no opinion." 

Respondents, in this 
preliminary sounding, were in 
favor of the establishment of 
mandatory minimum prison 
sentences by a 61.4 percent to 
25.9 percent margin. Support 
for the reinstatement of capital 
punishment for certain crimes 
was about the same — 62 
percent for it, 29.5 percent 
against, the rest undecided. 

While respondents favored 
the legalization of gambling 


through off-track betting (45.9 
percent to 30.3 percent), they 
opposed legalizing all sports 
betting (24.2 percent "yes, 52.6 
percent “no”) and professional 
sports betting only (24.7 per¬ 
cent "yes," 45.8 percent "no"). 

As for providing cost of living 
increases for state employees, 
there was stronger support for 
cost of living increases for 
retired state employees (55.9 
percent "yes," 31.8 percent 
"no") than for those currently 
employed (52 percent "yes,” 
35.5 percent "no”). By a close 
margin — 46.4 percent "yes" to 
39.3 percent "no" — respon¬ 
dents supported cost-of-living 
increases for welfare 
recipients. .

classic and classy 


A fur coal is a big investment for any 
woman and she should know the incoming 
trends. 

The fashion direction of the American 
Fur Industry, as seen this June at the 
American Designer Showing in New 
York, reflects great styling and elegance 
in furs. 

There are far fewer gimmicks in furs, 
and a greater respect and demand for 
fine furs, even though the fur industry 
reluctantly admits that fur prices have 
risen a great deal.

Rejoice! Apple harvest has begun and 
there's nothing to compare with the fun of 
a family outing to an apple orchard to 
"pick your own." 

Have you heard that some apple 
growers offer a "Rent-A-Tree" leasing 
opportunity whereby you "own" your 


own tree. This means you can visit the 
orchard at intervals, enjoy your apple 
tree at blossom time and check on the 
crop as it grows. The owner agrees to do 
all the work (pruning, spraying and basic 
tree care). This is a very new develop¬ 
ment and may be hard to locate...make 


inquiries at the apple orchard you 
frequent and it may be something the 
grower will want to do if not now, 
sometime in the future. 

It's a good idea to call the grower 
before you start out on your "Pick Your 
Own" journey. Sometimes the supply 
may be limited, picking may be by ap¬ 
pointment only, or they may not have on 
hand the type of apple you're interested 
in buying. When you see a sign "Select 
Your Own" it means you are allowed to 
choose fresh picked apples from bins and 
boxes at the orchard—these apples are 
generally not graded. 

All growers have picking rules that 
should be obeyed. Generally, they are: 
Don’t climb apple trees. The boughs arc 
already heavily weighed with fruit. They 
will break under extra weight and you 
risk injury to yourself and others. Do not 
drive into an orchard without checking 
with the owner first. When picking ap¬ 
ples, lift and turn the apple slightly to 
remove it; careless and hasty pulling of 
the fruit from the tree will remove leaves 
and fruit buds needed for developing next 
year’s apple crop. 

Containers may or may not be fur¬ 
nished by the grower. If in doubt, bring 
your own baskets and bags. Economy 
minded consumers may want to inquire if 
utility grade apples with minor im¬ 
perfections are available. These are 
perfectly good apples and are usually 
good buys for applesauce, apple butter 
and other dishes. Here are some signs of 
quality to look for when you pick your 
own: 

Look for good color, whether red, 
yellow or green. Occasionally you'll sec 
minor patches of a rough, brownish skin 
on part of the apple—this is called 
russeting, usually caused by the weather 
and does not affect the eating quality of 


the fruit. Good apples feel firm and 
heavy. Watch out for excessive bruising 
which can cause decay and spoilage. You 
may be tempted to pick the big apples 
that look so tempting, however, small and 
medium sizes may be more practical 
buys and may keep better after you get 
them home. I.arge quantity buying (by 
half or full bushel) is usually more 
economical than buying in small 
amounts. A refrigerator is the ideal place 
to store apples; put the fruit in 
polyethylene bags to help hold the 
moisture. 

America's favorite dessert still 
remains the apple pie with its tender, 
flaky crust. A slightly burned edge on an 
apple pie is preferable to a pale unbaked 
color. The filling should fairly sing with 
natural apple flavor and apple slices 
tender, but not mushy. Good choice of 
apples for a pie are: R.I. Greening, 
Northern Spy, Stayman, Rome Beauty 
and Cortland. Try combining two or three 
varieties in a single pie. If juice bubbles 
through slits in the top crust, that in¬ 
dicates the filling has reached the boiling 
point. The apples will be thoroughly 
cooked and syrupy. Apple pie should be 
served warm. Never refrigerate a 2-crust 
pie. 

PASTRY FOR DOUBLE-CRUST PIE 
2 cups sifted all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
two-thirds cup shortening 
5 to 6 tablespoons cold water 
Sift flour and salt into mixing bowl. Cut 
in shortening, using a pastry blender or 
knife, until mixture is the size of small 
peas. Sprinkle water a little at a time, 
over mixture, stirring lightly with fork, 
until dough is moist enough to hold 
together. Divide in half. Roll out one 
portion for bottom crust and fit loosely 
into pan. Fill with apple filling. Roll out 


remaining dough; cover; seal and flute 
edge. 

APPLE PIE 

Filling: 

6 to 7 cups sliced apples 
’i to 1 cup sugar (depending on 
sweetness or tartness of apples) 

4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 1 teaspoon nutmeg 
2 tablespoons butter 
Peel apples. Quarter and slice into 4 
inch slices. Measure sugar and spices and 
mix well. (If apples seem extra juicy, a 
tablespoon or two of flour may be mixed 
with the sugar and spices to thicken 
juice). Toss sugar into apples and 
transfer apples into pastry lined pan. Dot 
with butter; cover with top crust. Fold 
over edges and flute or press with tines of 
fork. Make several slits in top crust with 
sharp knife and bake at 400 degrees for 
50-60 minutes or until juice bubbles 
through slits on top of the pie. 

DEEP DISH APPLE PIE 
Use an 8 or 9 inch baking dish, 2 inches 
deep, line sides but not bottom with 
pastry, arranging it to come over edge of 
dish to seal to top crust. Double the 
amount of filling in Apple Pic recipe; 
sprinkle with 1-4 tablespoons of water 
and cover with top crust. Seal as above. 
Bake in hot 425 degrees, 45-50 minutes. 
Serves 8-10. 

APPLE PIE WITH CRUMB TOPPING 
Make crust for one-crust pie, line 9-inch 
pie plate. Add filling as in Apple Pie 
recipe using the minimum amount of 
sugar. Cream 4 cup butter, 4 cup light 
brown sugar together. Add 1 cup flour 
and mix well. Sprinkle crumb topping 
over apples. Bake at 400 degrees 50-60 
minutes or until apples are cooked and 
top is rich brown. Serve warm with 
cream or vanilla ice cream. 


SMOOTH APPLESAUCE 
Quarter 6 medium summer apples and 
remove cores. Do not peel. Place apples 
in 3 quart saucepan over high heat and 
add 1 cup apple juice. Bring apples to a 
boil; reduce heat to low. Cover and 
simmer 10-12 minutes until apples are 
tender. Add one-third cup sugar and 
press apples through a food mill to 
remove skins (the mixture may be put 
into a blender). Makes about 4 cups. 

RUM GLAZED APPLE CAKE 

1 cup butter or margarine 

2 cups sugar 

3 eggs 

3 cups sifted flour 
1-4 teaspoons soda 
‘a teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 h teaspoon nutmeg 

3 cups peeled and chopped apples 

2 cups chopped walnuts 
2 teaspoons vanilla 

Cream butter and sugar until well 
blended. Add the eggs, one at a time, 
beating after each addition. Mix dry 
ingredients and add gradually. Add the 
chopped apples, nuts and vanilla. Pour 
into a greased and floured 10 -inch tube or 
bundt pan. Bake at 325 degrees about 1-4 
hours or until a cake tester inserted in 
center of cake comes out clean. Let stand 
15 minutes and turn out. 

RUM GLAZE 

1 cup sifted confectioners’ sugar 
1 tablespoon butter or margarine 
1 tablespoon milk 
1 teaspoon rum flavoring 
Combine all ingredients and blend until 
smooth. Spread over cake.

Answer: This is a super way of serving a main dish, using 
zucchini as a "boat." 

STUFFED ZUCCHINI 

6-8 zucchini squash (as large as possible) 

2 teaspoons salt 

3 tablespoons lemon 

2 tablespoons vinegar 

2 to 3 quarts water 

STUFFING: 

l-‘j cups finely chopped or ground cooked beef, chicken 
or veal 

two-thirds cup cooked rice 

2 tablespoons melted butter or margarine 

1 clove garlic, minced 

4 teaspoon pepper 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 egg 

1 tablespoon minced dill (optional) 

1 tablespoon minced parsley 

2 cups white sauce {follows i 

Wash zucchini and cut crosswise. With a grapefruit knife 
or mellon bailer, scoop out the inside. Do not break the 
vegetable while taking out the inside. In a large kettle, 
bring water to boil, add salt, lemon and vinegar. Drop the 
zucchini into the water. Blanch for 2 to 3 minu .•*. Remove 
from water and cool. 

Prepare Stuffing: Combine meat with rice, butter or 
margarine, garlic, pepper, salt, parsley and egg. Blend 
until smooth. Stuff the zucchini with the meat mixture. 
Place in a large baking dish, side by side. Pour the White 
sauce over all and bake in a preheated oven for 25 min. at 
350 degrees. Before serving sprinkle with chopped almonds, 
if desired. 


WHITE SAUCE 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

3 tablespoons flour 

2 cups milk 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 
4 tablespoons canned tomato sauce 
Melt butter or margarine and add the flour, stirring 
constantly with wooden spoon. When butter and flour 
bubble up, add the milk, stirring constantly. (A wire whisk 
is good for this.)

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Tigers put on running show; 20-0 


North crushes Medford 


in another whitewash 


One of the team's greatest rushing days ever combined 
with a lid-slamming defense helped Newton North duplicate 
the score of a week before in downing Medford High's 
football team, 20-0, at Dickenson Stadium on Sunday. 

The Tigers, behind Jim Acheson's 100-plus yards, ran for 
some 300 yards as a team and scored two second-quarter 
touchdowns to seal the Mustangs' fate as Newton ran its 
season's record to 2-0. The week before, Newton blanked 
Framingham North in a nonleaguer by the same 200 count. 

Scoring the Tigers' touchdowns were Kevin Hinchey and 
Acheson, both on shorts runs, and Mario Luchetti, on a 42- 
yard pass from quarterback Hinchey. Hinchey’s and 
Acheson's scores both came in the second quarter while 
Hinchey's lob to Luchetti, who also made two fine in¬ 
terceptions on defense, came in the third frame. 

Dallas Morgan added to Newton's scoring parade with 
two extra-point kicks in the victory. 


Hinchey scored first with what proved to be the winning 
points in the opening seconds of the second quarter, capping 
a 92-yard drive that began after Luchetti made the first of 
his two interceptions in his own end rone. Hinchey went in 
from the three on first and goal and together with Morgan's 
kick, it was Newton 7, Medford 0. and the Tigers had 
already established the pattern for the whole game, as it 
turned out 

The Tigers came back to score again a short time later, 
helped again in part by the defense, as Greg O'Halloran 
recovered a fumble near midfield. After making a big 42- 
yard run, Jim Acheson got the honors once again and took 
the ball in from the two ns Newton made it 13-0. A pass try 
for the extra points failed. 

That would be all for the first half, as Newton just did 
miss out on one golden opportunity to score in the second 
quarter. A penalty nullified a great TD catch by end Kevin 


Jones. 

The Tigers, who were not to be denied this day, came 
back in the third quarter to score on a great pass play from 
Hinchey to Luchetti. At the Medford 42, Hinch found his 
teammate with a quick pass, Luchetti got a great block, and 
was gone as he raced downfield for the final Newton touch¬ 
down. Morgan's extra point was good once again, and the 
scoring was over for the afternoon at 2iH> for the hosts. 

Enough simply can't be said for the Tigers' overall effort. 
Offensively, it was a hanner afternoon. Newton combined 
for close to 300 yards on the ground and well over 100 yards 
in the air as Hinchey was throwing on target. 

Luchetti made two fine interceptions on defense and was 
a factor on offense as well. John Riley, Kerin Hinchey, Jim 
Acheson, the team's leading ground gainer, and Rich Proia 
paced the ground game. 

The offensive line was at its best, opening up holes all day 


and protecting Hinchey like a ten foot wall. 

A measure of the defense's success was Medford's total 
yardage of just over 100. 

This was surely a sweet day for Newton players and Head 
Coach Norm Walker, whose club was in the running for the 
Division 1 Super Bowl last year, ending up with an 8-2 
record. 

The Tigers are now 2-0 on the year and 1-0 in the uburban 
league. 

Sunday's victory was a pretty good tuneup for next 
Saturday's clash with Brockton at Dickenson Stadium. This 
matchup is always something special and you’ve got to 
believe Newton will be ready for this one. The Boxers are 
also unbeaten in a pair of games and look like the old 
Brockton.

Investigate illegal 
ticket selling 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. 
lUPI) — The Massachusetts 
attorney general is in¬ 
vestigating possible deceptive 
sales tactics used by an 
American Hockey League club 
in selling tickets to National 
Hockey League exhibition 
games. 

Atty. Gen. Francis Bellotti’s 
office said Tuesday it received 
complaints on the way the 
Springfield Indians sold tickets 
for two NHL games. 

Involved were Tuesday's 
Boston Bruins game against 
the Chicago Black Hawks and 
Sunday’s clash between the 
Washington Capitols and New 
York Rangers. 

The tickets were originally 
sold in a package, highlighted 
by the Boston-Chicago game 


featuring former Bruin super- 
star Bobby Orr in a Black 
Hawk uniform. 

But when sales were slow, 
Indians management allegedly 
began selling tickets for the 
two games separately. Many 
patrons who had bought the 
package asked for refunds on 
the Washington-New York 
game. 

Indians management 
refused, claiming the package 
afforded “better seat selec¬ 
tion" in the 7,500-seat 
Springfield Civic Center. 

A spokeman for the attorney 
general's office said that was 
“a pretty weak argument. I 
think its unfair ethically, but 
we’re not sure if its illegal."

But the currency still had 
lost more than 4 V 4 cents since 


against European currencies, 
registering new lows against 
the Swiss franc and West 
German mark, among others. 
Measured against 10 leading 
world currencies, the pound 
has lost 45.5 per cent of its 
value since December 1971 
when new parity rates were 
established. 

The pound's weakness also 
ir,nrfnn depressed share prices, 
n stockbrokers said, and the 
Financial Times share index 
dropped 8.5 points to close at 
336.1, a new low for the year for 
the market indicator. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healey postponed his 
trip to Hong Kong and Manila 
for world monetary talks 
because of the crisis. He 
conferred with economic ad¬ 
visers for five hours Tuesday 
evening, but no statement was 
issued. 


Callaghan's message, In a 
tough keynote speech to the 
ruling labor party's annual 
conference at Blackpool, ap¬ 
peared to be grim and un¬ 
compromising. 

"We have lived too long on 
borrowed time, borrowed 
money, and even borrowed 
ideas,” he said.

BOSTON (TJPI) — In what may be a precedent-setting 
case, a nursing home owner ha3 charged the state with 
taking over his facility and asked a Superior court to order 
reimbursement. 

The suit in behalf of Mathew A. Chiara, owner of the 
Woodlawn Nursing Home in Methuen, was filed in Essex 
Superior Court Tuesday. 

Chiara's attonrey, Richard Gens, said the suit charges 
the state has taken possession of the facility and must now 
pay Chiara a fair price for the land, buildings and business. 

"We're not challenging the fact that they've taken over 
tha facility,” Gens said, "because they have.” 

The suit stems from unprecedented action taken by the 
Department of Public Health earlier this month under a 
state of emergency declared by Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. 

Following the issuance of Dukakis' order, Public Health 
Commissioner Jonathan Fielding issued a series of orders 
which he said were necessary to protect the life and safety 
of the 90 patients in the facility. 


Under Fielding's order Chiara has been barred from 
transferring patients from the facility. 

In addition, the staff of the facility is now being paid by 
the Public Health Department with funds provided by the 
Department of Public Welfare. 

Fieling said he also was prepared to send state personnel 
into the facility, but that action never became necessary. 

The current battle is the latest in a long war between 
various state agencies and the owners of the nursing home. 
The dispute concerns improvements in the facility required 
under the federal Life Safety Code and payment of state 
funds for publicly assisted patients. 

State public health and welfare officials contend Chiara 
was demanding special treatment in the payment of his 
bills for Medicaid patients. Chiara, however, contends the 
state owed him the money and should have paid it. 

When the state refused to continue the weekly payments, 
Chiara then sent a notice to his employes stating he would 
no longer be responsible for their pay. 


Boston plumbers 
on strike 


BOSTON (UPI) - About 
1,300 plumbers and gasfitters 
from the Boston area have 
gone on strike against the 
Master Plumbers Association. 

Matthew Twomey, 
secretarytreasurer of the 
Plumbers and Gasfitters Union 
I-ocal 12 said Tuesday the 
workers voted to strike 
because the association failed 
to implement previously 
negotiated increases in health 


insurance and pension 
benefits. 

He claimed the union mem¬ 
bers accepted a 40-cent per 
hour pay decrease in order to 
get the increased health and 
pension benefits. The union 
signed a new two year contract 
on Sept. 1. 

Thomas Sullivan, a spokes¬ 
man for the association, said 
his organization will go to court 
to end the strike. 


Attorney Belli: 
Troubles with the bar 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - San 
Francisco attorney Melvin 
Belli, once dubbed "King of 
Torts," is tweaking 
professional bar associations 
again for "retrogressive 
leadership." 

Belli, 69, has been in trouble 
with the California bar and the 
American Bar Association in¬ 
termittently in the past 20 
years. The state bar suspended 
him for one month because he 
endorsed a brand of Scotch in a 
New York newspaper adver¬ 
tisement. Belli defended the 
endorsement on free speech 
grounds. 

By his own account, Belli 
once introduced the late rack¬ 
eteer Mickey Cohen to the 
ABA's national convention 
under a pseudonym and called 
him a tax expert. The lawyers 
listened to Cohen attentively 
and did not learn who was 
really addressing them until 
later. Cohen was under indict¬ 
ment for tax evasion at the 
time. 

Belli’s autobiography, "My 
Life on Trial", is now at West 


Coast bookstores and will be 
available nationally next 
month. In it he claims the ABA 
and state bar associations are 
riddled with conflict of interest 
and that "the legal establish¬ 
ment in America is not there to 
serve the people but to serve 
itself." 

"And," he said, "as mem¬ 
bers of their various bar 
associations, they have 
provided retrogressive 
leadership in the country for 
more than a century — and 
continue to do so." 

A spokesman at the ABA 
headquarters in Chicago said 
the organization "will not 
dignify Belli’s remarks with a 
response." 

Belli writes that most bar 
leaders "work for the nation's 
largest establishment law 
firms and, in that capacity, 
their main concern is to help 
predatory corporations screw 
the people at large, fix prices, 
challenge the constitutionality 
of antipollution laws, put 
together phony bond issues." 


Three persons die

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Chief surgeon sees hospitals 
in Israel similar to ones here 


Modern operating rooms, up- 
lo-date surgical techniques, 
and nursing strikes all sound 
familiar to doctors in the 
United States. Rut they were 
also part of a two-week visit to 
Israel for Dr. John McGlnty, 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital’s 
chief of orthopedic surgery. 

Dr. McGinty, whose trip was 
arranged and supported by a 
Jewish philanthropic 
organization in Canada, 
Hadassah Wizo, was invited to 
teach arthroscopy at a military 
hospital near Tel , Aviv in 
Zerifin, Israel. (Arthroscopy is 
a technique for diagnosifig 
internal knee problems with an 
optical instrument the size of a 
ballpoint pen. 

Dr. McGinty made his trip 
serve double duty — he vyorked 
at two Irsoitals the first week 
and tra ed with his wife and 
three lildren the second 
week nc first hospital, Assaf 
Harr n in Zerifin, is a 600-bed 
military hospital actually 
located on a military base. 

Comparing it to an American 
hospital, Dr. McGinty said, “It 
was modern and up-to-date 
with a superb staff—equal to 
what we have here. Their 
surgical techniques, equip¬ 
ment, drugs — everything was 
up to date." 

Explaining that Israel lias a 


system of socialized medicine 
supported by a heavy tax 
structure. Dr. McGinty said 
that only about 5 percent of the 
population go to private doc¬ 
tors or private hospitals. The 
majority go to government 
hospitals when they are sick or 
injured. 

Because the free enterprise 
system is so limited, salaries 
arc comparably low. For 
example, he said the beginning 
doctor nets about $350 a month 
in Israel. 

While he was there, the 
nurses organized a national 
one-day strike for higher 
wages and were available only 
for emergencies. When he left, 
they were still lobbying and 
negotiating, "But if they raise 
the nurses' salaries, they'll 
have to pay the doctors more 
too," he said. 

Dr. McGi did both surgery 
and instructing, said nty, who 
it was not difficult to com¬ 
municate with other staff 
members because so many of 
them were foreign trained and 
understood English. He taught 
orthopedic surgeons as well as 
some orthopedic residents. 

After five days at Assaf 
Harofeh Hospital, Dr. McGinty 
traveled to Safad, a cultural 
community in the Galilee 
Mountains about 120 miles 


away. He worked in the 
government hospital there one 
day seeing and caring for 
outpatients. 

Although the Safad Hospital 
is smaller—it is a 350-bed 
facility, comparable to 
Newton-Wellesley—it seemed 
busier and shorter on staff. 
“Even though it's a smaller 
hospital, it services a much 
wider area than Assaf 
Harofeh," said Dr. McGinty. 

Dr. McGinty noted that the 
hospitals are seeing more 
serious illnesses and injuries 
now that they have begun 
allowing Lebanese patients 
over the border to be treated. 

“And it’s frustrating, too, 
because the lebancse are well 
cared for in Israel but lack the 
follow-up therapy af home 
which they need to recover," 
he said. 

The patients at the military- 
base hospital also tend to be 
young because Israel has 
compulsory three-year 
military training for both men 
and women starting at age 18. 

Following his week of work, 
Dr. McGinty and his family 
traveled extensively, covering 
500 miles in a week. 

Of course it doesn’t take long 
to get where you want to go," 
he noted, “since Israel is only 
as big as Massachusetts!"

Winchester Street near Carl Street. 

This adds up to a lot of wetland.

Norumbegn's wooded, riverfront 13.3 
acres are to become a northside city 
park. 

Southside residents, especially those in 
Ward 8, have no riverfront open space of 
comparable quality and size. 

The 100 or more people attending the 
Conservators’ Conference at 
Meadow-brook last week are developing 
specific plans for the Novitiate Park and 
will continue to press Mayor Theodore 
Mann and the Board of Aldermen for 
open space within walking distance of 
their homes. 

In another development this week, the 
Conservation Commission has expressed 
a willingness to change its capital im¬ 
provements request to include more of 
the Novitiate land. 

In a memo dated September 23, but 
released at Monday night's meeting of 
the Newion Recreation Commission, 
Commissioner Helen Heyn said the 
Conservation Commission now wants to 
"leave open the possibility of recom¬ 
mending acquisition of the entire site for 
public use." 

To this end the Conservation Com¬ 
mission wants input from the Recreation 
Commission "about their possible in¬ 
terest in using all, or parts of, the land 
and-or the buildings," Ms. Heyn said. 

Finally, the Conservation Commission 
wants to finish discussions with the 
Metropolitan District Commission on the 
Novitiate land before making any further 
recommendations, she said.

"This land is not going to be sold as a 
piece of land," he added. 

"If the city feels it should acquire all 
the land and all the buildings and utilize 
the buildings for recreational facilities - 
that is fine," McGrath said.

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He hunts meteorite bits

LOS ANGELES 1 UPI 1 - 
Ronald Oriti likes to search for 
something he might never find 
- all in the interest of science. 

Oriti is an expert on meteors 
and meteorites. What he looks 
for are fragments of meteori¬ 
tes. 

"Meteorites are so fascinat¬ 
ing and interesting you get a 
big thrill when you find one," 
he said. "Then add to that the 
scientific importance. Then the 
excitement of the hunt is 
enough to make you want to 
look for fragments in the most 
rugged places." 

An astronomical lecturer at 
Griffith Park Observatory, his 
latest search effort was for 
remnants of a single brilliant 
fireball that burst over north¬ 
ern California shortly before 
midnight Aug. 23. 

Hundreds of people in three 
states — California, Nevada 
and Arizona — reported seeing 
the flash of the meteor as it 
exploded in the earth's atmos¬ 
phere. Some even reported 
hearing a "sonic boom." That 
convinced Oriti that fragments 
survived the trip to earth and 
can be recovered. 

But even Oriti admits 
searching for the fragments is 
like looking for a needle in a 
haystack. 

Almost all meteors burn up 
in the earth's atmosphere. The 


ones that do survive often fall 
in inaccessible areas - the 
ocean, the forests. 

Using preliminary calcula¬ 
tions drawn at the observatory, 
Oriti concluded the meteor 
exploded over northern 
California, possibly In the 
Sonora area. 

He packed his bags, arrived 
in the Mother Lode Country 
several hours later and began 
interviewing anyone who saw 
or heard anything the night the 
fireball was sighted. 

From eye-witness accounts 
of where the meteor was seen 
overhead, he calculated the 
"sub-end point" — the area 
over which the meteor burst - 
was somewhere near Hetch 
Hctchy Reservoir on the west 
side of Yosemltc National 
Park. 

"We can determine the sub¬ 
end point to within two miles," 
said Oriti. "But the thing to 
remember is that when it 
breaks up, It falls in an area 
that sometimes covers several 
square miles. 

"If there were 100 
specimens, then we’ll have a 
chance of finding one or two 
fragments. If we find anything, 
then we'll know the ellipse of 
fall ithe area in which 
fragments were thrown from 
the explosion). Once we’re in 
this area, we'll comb it with a 
fine-tooth comb."

The Green Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 
Dried Arrangements—Now's 
a good time to be thinking 
about gathering leaves, stems, 
grasses, pods and other 
materials for dried 
arrangements. The selection is 
unlimited. Try Queen Anne's 
lace 'wild carrot), zinnias, 
larkspur, yarrow, globe 
amaranth, plus scads of other 
items found in meadows, or in 
vour own backyard. There are 
several methods of dry. the 
simplest being the upside or 
hanging system. Golden rod, 
blue salvia, statice, and 
several grasses dry easily by 
tying the stems in a bunch and 
hanging them in a garage. 

Pick materials on a hot. dry 
day so no moisture is on them. 
They dry best in hot weather, A 
garage is a better place than a 
basement for drying. Attics are 
good places to dry your 
specimens. 

Another method for drying 
consists of using sand or borax. 
Take fine, dry sand (never 
lamp i and pour it in a box 
about 3 or 4 inches deep. Put 
Ik'wer heads in, upside down, 
ami pour more sand in gently 
until the flower heads are 
•■vered. Store in a cool dry 
place for 2 to 3 weeks, then take 
them out. pour off the sand and 
arefully wipe the flowers from 
particles, using a soft brush or 
.• piece of cleansing tissue. 
Ni-tne people prefer a mixture 
f sand and borax; others use 
sitnd and com meal. Sand is 
-lower working whereas borax 
t.s fast acting. The borax alone 
may make the flowers too 
brittle if they are watched 
• arefully and removed at the 
right time. We like a mixture of 
two thirds borax and one third 
sand. 

If you want to try your hand 
preserving foliages such as 
loaves of maples, poplars, 


rhododendrons, etc. try 
glycerine. Remove dust from 
leaves, pound the lower ends of 
stems with a hammer to split 
the bark and loosen the wood. 
Stand the material in a jar 
containing solution of two 
thirds water, one third 
glycerine, so it reaches 3 or 4 
inches up the stems. Allow a 
week or so for the solution to be 
absorbed. Leaves and low 
growing plants may be placed 
flat in a pan of glycerine. This 
solution may change the color 
<if the foliage (usually darker). 
Use the glycerine over and 
"ver again as it will last In¬ 
definitely. 

Green Thumb Clinic—"Our 
peony bush started out 
beautifully this spring, but the 
buds did not open. They turned 
brown and dried up. What 
should we do with the plants? 
Dig them up?” 

Ans: No, do not dig them. Cut 
the stems back now, close to 
the ground. Place the clippings 
in a plastic bag and haul them 
t> the dump (not on the com¬ 
post i. Spray the bed with 
Bordeaux Mixture, Captan, or 
Renlale. now and again in the 
spring when growth starts. 
Spray again when the buds 
start to open. Your trouble is 
botrytis or fireblight disease, 
serious on peonies and tulips. 

MUSHROOM BOOM 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Mush¬ 
room production is mushroom¬ 
ing in the United States. It hit a 
record high of 309.8 million 
pounds for the period that 
ended in June, 1976, up more 
than 10 million pounds over the 
previous year, according to the 
USDA Crop Reporting Board. 
Although most of the crop was 
processed, sales of fresh 
mushrooms totaled 142.1 
million pounds, an increase of 
16 per cent over the previous 
year.

NEW YORK (UPI) -An ex- 
jet fighter pilot, he bought his 
first title, won a second and has 
been challenged by Muham¬ 
mad All. 

Baron Vemon Ball, whose 
match with Bobby Riggs was 
rained out, now wants to play 
Jackie Onassis. 

His game is backgammon. 
He's the world champion. 
That's the title he won. 
"Baron" is the one he bought. 
Now he's opening promoting 
his backgammon title by 
playing celebrities. 

"If you were the world 
champion of something, 
wouldn't you want people to 
know?" 

"The interesting thing about 
the game is that a beginner can 
take a champion — once," said 
the Baron. "That's because the 
game is 75 per cent luck and 25 
per cent skill. 

"In the long run or a tour¬ 
nament, however, the good 
player will win," says Ball, 
who has challenged the Rus¬ 
sians to put up a champion and 
has put his title on the line for 
$ 100 , 000 ." 

A Boris Spaasky-Bobby 
Fisher type match would give 
the game worldwide visibility, 
says the 45-year-old hotel 
owner from St. Thomas in the 
Virgin Islands. What is more, 
he figures the publicity "would 
benefit me as well as help the 
game." 

So Ball has challenged the 
Russians to put up a champion. 
He has put his title on the line 

- for $ 100 , 000 . 

Of his desire to play Mrs. 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, 
he says, "I hear she plays an 
excellent game of backgam¬ 
mon and she's always doing 
things for charity, so the 
proceeds could go to the 
charity of her choice if she 
wins." 

He feels he can get sponsors 
to put up $25,000 to $50,000 for 
such a match. 

The tanned, lean resort 
owner has pulled other stunts. 
In 1970 he bought his first title 

— that of Baron — for $13,000 
from an impoverished Italian 
"just for a lark." More 
recently, he staged what he 
says was the world’s first 
underwater backgammon 
game in the waters-of St. 
Thomas. 

He became champion of the 
world's oldest recorded game 
last January, beating top pros, 
many of whom had been 
playing for 40 years. 

"I had only been playing for 
Just over two years at the 
time," he said. "So if I can do 
it, anyone can." 

About the same time he met 
Ali and taught him the basics of 
the game, only to have the 
world heavyweight boxing 
champion turn around and 
challenge him to a money 
match which hasn't been 
played yet. 

He once agreed to a money 
match of backgammon 
followed by a tennis match 
with "Bobby Riggs, the great 
hustler himself," but "it 
started raining and we had to 


cancel." said Ball, who was 
once a rated tennis player. 

"It's an addictive game that 
completely absorbs me when I 
play," he said while scratching 
his bushy mustache. "I usually 
have one cigarette in my 
mouth and one going in the 
ashtray." 

The backgammon boom has 
spread to college campuses 
and neighborhood bars, says 
Ball. He estimates there are at 
least two million players in the 
country. He says "There are 3 t 
least six new backgammon 
clubs in New York City this 
year." 

"I think the game deserves 
the promotion," says the 
Baron. His current promotions 
include a display his expertise 
In a forthcoming film, "The 
Great Balloon Race," and a 
pro-celebrity tournament in 
Mexico featuring Lucile Ball, 
George Plimpton and Polly 
Bergen.

100,000 families per year, Hart 
said, "this program would 
create 185,000 more jobs for 
craftsmen, laborers, and 
minorities.

These government programs 
are "a needed adjunct to other 
government efforts designed to 
assure that every American 
family has the opportunity to 
obtain adequate housing at a 
cost it can afford." Norman, 
the immediate past president 
of NAHB, said. "They are 
especially needed when other 
government actions tighten up 
the supply of mortgage funds 
and drive up interest rates." 

Although the housing picture 
has brightened considerably in 
the past year, Nonnan warned 
that interest rates hover at 
about 9 percent — far too high 
for the budgets of millions of 
moderate income families. 
Many of these families, 
however, would be able to 
afford a new home with 7.5 
percent mortgage money 
provided under the Brooke- 
Cranston program, he said. 

The Brooke-Cranston 
program is one of the govern¬ 
ment's most effective but least 
expensive housing programs. 
The Government National 
Mortgage Association agrees - 
in advance to buy mortgages 
from lenders at 7.5 percent 
interest rates. The lender 
issues the 7.5 percent mortgage 
to a new homebuyer or aprt- 
ment builder and then sells the 
mortgage to GNMA, which, in 
turn, either keeps the mor¬ 
tgage in its own portfolio or 
sells it on the open market. In 
effect, the government is 
subsidizing the difference 
between the 7.5 percent in¬ 
terest rate and the gging rate 
for mortgages in the secondary 
market. 

In 1974-75, $7.75 billion In 
Brooke-Cranston money was 
released for purchase of single 
family mortgages. Another $5 
billion was released this year 
for purchase of FHA-VA 
aprtment mortgages. 

The recent upturn .n 
multifamiiy starts, Norman 
said, can be attributed to the 
release of the 7.5 percent 
mortgage money. 

Another possibility would be 
for Congress to enact a per- 
manenl trigger mechanism 
whereby tandem funds would 
be available whenever housing 
starts fall below a certain 
level," Norman said. This 
would eliminate the un¬ 
certainty m the housing in¬ 
dustry created by the govern¬ 
ment's "start again — stop 
again" policy in regards to 
whether the program would be 
renewed. 

Norman also noted that 
GNMA has recaptured about $5 
billion from its reent mortgage 
sales. He urged HUD to release 
this money for purchase of 
single family mortgages.

Evelyn Nesbit and Stanford 
White, by Michael Macdonald 
Mooney. I Morrow. $10 1 The 
story of the Nesbit-White love 
affair deserves retelling, en¬ 
hanced here by a beautifully 
textured background of New 
York City at the turn of the 
century, the storied "Gilded 
Age.” Architect White seduced 
Miss Nesbit, then an innocent 
of 19, and he in turn was shot by 
the man who later married her.

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Of the many wine-producing areas in the United States, 
the area that receives the most publicity is California, and 
this is probably will-deserved, 

quality, some being extraordinary, California wines reach 
national markets, and have become a permanent fixture in 
wine shops across the USA. I have heard it often repeated 
though, that we do not ever see the "best".of California 
wines on the eatern seaboard, as they are quickly bought up 
in their home state. 

Often they are spoken for before they leave the winery. 

I have also heard the same people lament that our east 
coast wine producers don't hold a candle to their California 
counterparts. Having heard this once too often, and 
discovering myself in possession of a week of vacation, I 
journeyed to the New York wine country surrounding 
Hammondsport, on Lake Keuka. 

As luck would have it, my wife and I chose the Bully Hill 
Wine Co. as the object of our first curiosity, and as luck 
would have it, we were no sooner out of our car when we 
bumped into a certain Walter S. Taylor, owner of Bully Hill, 

artist, traveler, grape-grower, philosopher and poet,.all 

by his own admission. 

Mr. Taylor proved to be a most interesting and 
charismatic individual, but more to the point, the wines 
which he so kindly provided for us to taste were somewhat 
of a revelation. Many of us have been brought up to think 
that European wines (those of France and Germany par¬ 
ticularly) are the only wines that fall into the category of 
good, drinkable wines. 

A recent development is that we now are encouraged to 
believe that the only wines we should consider in the fine 
wine category are European wines and California wines 
made from transplanted European (known as Vinifera) 


Despite the fact that many European wines, along with 
many California wines, are excellent, we should not trap 
our wine-tastes in a single groove. We should be open to the 
diversity of the product of the grape. 

Mr. Taylor utilizes what are known as French hybrids in 
the making of his wines. He also uses native American 
grapes. His wines do not bear familiar sounding names 
such as Chardonnay, and Cabernet Sauvignon and Riesling. 
Instead, they bear names such as Baco Noir, Aurora Blanc 
and Seyval Blanc. Rather than looking down on such wines 
without even trying them, we should look on them as new 
and different experiences. 

Not every grape grown in New York is a Catawba. Not 
every wine has the "foxiness" we hear about so often. Mr. 
Taylor’s Baco Noir was full, rich red wine, and his Seyval 
Blanc was off-dry and delicate. 

His new product, Walter S. Taylor Red, is a fruity, 
berry— like blend of several grapes that had a freshness, a 
lightness and a very clean finish that was unexpected and 
very pleasing. And wy & why should we miss something 
that is pleasing to us, out of pure habit? The point is, of 
course, that if you like European wines and you like 
California wines, go ahead and drink them. But if you like to 
try new wines, don't let anyone tell you that there aren't 
some good ones to be had up near Ixike Keuka. 

As another example, following our visit with Mr. Taylor, 
we ventured on up the sloping mountain road overlooking 
the lake a mile or two, where we paid a visit to Dr. Kon¬ 
stantin Frank, a strong-willed old winemaker of 77 years 
who has achieved fame in the United States wine industry 
because he was the first vintner to successfully grow 
vinifera vines on the eastern coast (cold weather, short 
growing season). 

He was hospitable enough to allow us to taste several of 
his wines, including Johannisberg Riesling, Chardonnay 
and Gewurztraminer and we found these wines at once 
different in character from their European brethren, and 
yet curiously the same. The wines, like the winemaker 
himself, were vigorous and lively, steely and complex. 
These wines, we felt, would grace any table and add to the 
enjoyment of many a meal. 

Comparison with other more well-known wines is 
unavoidable, yet on this occassion we felt comparison to be 
pointless. 

The New York wines we tasted really could stand on their 
own, just as the fine wines of California, Europe, and a 
hundred other places aou & around the world. Try them! 
You just might like them.and here’s to your health!

Review 


Taming of the Shrew' terrific

In celebrating the opening of its second 
season, the Boston Shakespeare Com¬ 
pany has a terrific production of "The 
Taming of the Shrew." 

The scene is the Italian town of Padua. 
A wealthy citizen, Baptists, is father of 
two daughters; Bianca, charming, 
beautiful and wooed by the bachelors of 
the town; and Katharine, normally 
referred to as "Kate the Cursed." 

The local suitors are in a bind because 
Bianca cannot be married before her 
older sister; and who would ever marry 
her? 

Along comes Pelruchio, a gentleman 
from Verona, who just happens to be in 
the market for a rich wife. When told of 
Baptista’s wealth and Kalharina’s 
availability, Pelruchio resolutely sets out 
to win her. 

The scenes between the determined 
and sharp-witted Pelruchio and the 
equally unbending Katharina are literary 
classics and are peformed here 
tremendously well. Spirit, timing and 
emotion are blended wonderfully in these 
clashes and credit must be given to the 
actors for sustaining the momentum and 
adding to it, for the sexes never battled 
such as this. 

As amusing as these scenes are, they 


admirably do not pass into outright farce, 
thus lending more credibility to the play 
as a whole. 

Lucentio is from Pisa and instantly fell 
in love with Bianca. Grernio is a rich old 
man who desires her, as does Hortensio, 
imother local suitor. 

Lucentio and Hortensio switch roles 
with their servants, and disguised us 
tutors, enter the house of Baptista with 
the intention of getting to Bianca and 
having her fall in love with them. 
Meanwhile, Grernio plays it straight and 
barters with Baptista while opposing 
Lucentio, who is actually Tranio the 
servant. 

Involved as the plot is, it is to the credit 
of the cast that all remains very clear to 
the audience. 

This production is tremendously funny, 
well-acted and excellently directed by 
Bill Cain. 

Sterling Swann as Pelruchio has great 
stage presence. Confidence, style, wit 
and good looks are interwoven in such a 
manner that his asides and undeqilaying 
carry great effect as well as prevent him 
from being offensive. Swann couldn’t 
have been better. 

Opposite him is S. Proctor-Gray as 
Katharina. She is Swann's equal in their 
scenes together, but early in the play in 
her scenes with the other characters she 
has a tendency to overact. Her gradual

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Spain: political violence since Franco's death

MADRID iUPIi — Political 
violence in Spain has claimed 
more lives in the nine months 
since the death of Generalis¬ 
simo Francisco Franco than in 
the nearly 2- ! 2 years of tur¬ 
bulent political change in 
neighboring Portugal. 

When Francisco Javier Ver- 
dejo. an 18-year-old member of 
the Maoist Young Red Guards, 
was killed by a police bullet in 
the southeastern town of 
Almeria last month, he was the 
30th Spaniard to die in violence 
involving extremists of both 
the left and the right and 
Spain's police forces. 

Hundreds of persons have 
been injured in politically 
motivated incidents during the 
nine months that Spain has 
been traveling the road from 
Franco's authoritarian regime 
to the democracy promised by 
King Juan Carlos. 

In Portugal, 21 lives have 
been claimed by political 
violence since the military 
coup on April 24. 1974, ac¬ 
cording to unofficial 
tabulations. 

The reason why politics in 
Spain are bloodier than in 
Portugal is generally ex¬ 
plained by the more violent 
nature of Spaniards and the 
existence of old hatreds 
generated by the 1936-39 civil 
war. 

One major source of violence 
is the existence of a guerrilla 
movement in the northern 
Basque provinces. Most of the 


bloodshed lias occurred in the 
Basque region - a reflection of 
i he strong political tensions in 
that independent-minded part 
"f the nation. 

Eleven of the 30 post-Franco 
deaths — among them four 
policemen — fell victim to 
terrorist acts by "Basque 
Homeland and Liberty" 

1 ETA i, the guerrilla arm of the 
Basque separatists. Another 11 
persons died as a result of 
police action, and eight in other 
violence directly or indirectly 
connected with politics. 

The bloodiest incident of the 
post-Franco era so far oc¬ 
curred last March in the 
basque town of Vitoria during 
an illegal twomonth strike by- 
thousands of steel workers 
who. the government said, 
were led by a former Catholic 
priest turned Marxist 
revolutionary. 

Police dropped tear gas and 
smoke flares into a church 
where 5,000 strikers were 
meeting, then used their 
submachineguns as the crowd 
surged from the church and 
engulfed police. Five workers 
died and about 100 persons — 
among them many police — 
were injured. 

Violence also was sparked by 
the escape in April of 40 left- 
wing prisoners — among them 
many convicted terrorists — 
from a maximum-security jail 
in Segovia. 

Hidden under a double floor 
of a trailer truck, the prisoners 
made it to the French border 


but then lost their way in the 
fot. In a series of shootouts 
along the smuggler trails of the 
Pyrenees mountains, police 
recaptured all but four of them. 
One prisoner was killed and 
several injured. 

On Montejurry, a "holy 
mountain" in the Basque 
region, right-wing and left- 
wing members of a dissident 
monarchist movement clashed 
during the annual pilgrimage 
of the Carlist Movement to 
honor their war dead. 

The right-wingers, who dug 
mountaintop trenches and in¬ 


stalled machineguns to stop the 
left-wing monarchists, killed 
two persons and injured 
several others. 

ETA. in turn, killed three 
policemen with boobytrapped 
Basque flags whose display Is 
illegal and automatically re¬ 
sults in removal by police. 
Another victim of the Basque 
guerrillas was industrialist 
Angel Berazadi who was 
kidnaped and later slain - 
despite the announced willing¬ 
ness of his family to pay a $3 
million ransom. 

Two bombers - alleged by 


police to be members of a far 
left revolutionary movement — 
died in a nationwide wave of 
bombings of government build¬ 
ings and civil war monuments 
last July when the bomb they 
were carrying blew up 
prematurely. 

In recent months, police 
action resulting in the death of 
street demonstrators or left- 
wing militants has caused 
increasing public protests and 
demands that the government 
restrict the use of firearms by 
the civil guards and armed 
police, the two forces responsi¬ 


ble for maintaining law and 
order. 

The death of Verdejo stirred 
public protests throughout the 
nation and Premier Adolfo 
Suarez personally visited his 
parents to express his con¬ 
dolences. 

Verdejo was killed when 
police surprised him painting 
the words “Bread, Work and 
liberty" on a house wall. A 
police statement said a police 
gun discharged accidentally 
when the officer pursuing 
Verdejo stumbled In the dark¬ 
ness.

TOKYO (UPI) - The Japa¬ 
nese are more frightened of 
war than burglars, but the 
thing they fear most is traffic 
accidents, according to a 
recent survey. 

The poll was conducted by 
leisure Development Center, a 
Tokyo think tank. It shows 
almost 60 per cent of all 
Japanese leave their doors 
unlocked, but take out life or 
casualty insurance policies. 

They believe defense ex¬ 
penditures are necessary for 
national security and that 
politicians should be judged 
according to character rather 
than talent. 

The company sent question¬ 
naires to 3.500 Japanese men 


and women between the ages of 
20 and 70. Replies were 
received from 1.808. 

About 50 per cent of those 
polled said defense expendi¬ 
tures are a barometer of 
national security. 

Eighty-eight per cent said 
traffic accidents, viewed as a 
kind of modem natural disas¬ 
ter. are a menace to life and 
limb. Eighty-five per cent 
expressed fear of fire. 77 per 
cent earthquakes, 68 per cent 
inflation. 62 per cent typhoons. 
62 per cent air pollution. 55 per 
cent a food crisis and 50 per 
cent war. 

Half of those polled said they 
fear water shortage, 46 per 
cent burglary and thunder. 37 
per cent epidemics. 33 per cent 


fascism and 25 per cent 
discrimination. 

The survey showed the 
Japanese value harmonious 
personal relations over in¬ 
dividuality and independence. 
Seven out of 10 surveyed said 
they would think twice about 
carrying out plans that could 
be detrimental to the interests 
of their family. 

The same number said good 
personal relations with clients 
are essential to successful 
business, and mutual trust is 
more important than laws and 
regulations in solving 
problems. 

A whopping 90 per cent said 
teachers, judges and 
politicians should be judged 
according to their humanity

Army of crooks 
ripping off 
London tourists 


By MICHAEL DENNIGAN 

LONDON (UPI) — An army 
of international crooks, win¬ 
ning with a variety of new-to- 
Britain ripoffs, is grabbing an 
illicit share of the nation's 
estimated $2.6 million tourist 
revenue this year. 

There is little Scotland Yard 
can do except hope that visitors 
will hold on to their valuables 
' and money with as much effort 
as they used in securing them. 

Froni all over the world, 
thieves, pickpockets, call per¬ 
sons of both sexes, pimps, 
confidence tricksters and 
camp followers have swarmed 
into the moneypots signposted 
by the hotels and shops of Park 
Lane. Bond Street and 
Knightsbridge. 

They operate, too, in the 
gaudy streets of Soho, packed 
with cheap-looking strip clubs, 
pornographic movie houses 
and some of I,ondon's best re¬ 
staurants. 

The crooks have been at¬ 
tracted by the big money 
spenders of America and the 
Arab oil world and wealthy 
businessmen from Europe and 
Asia, drawn to one of the great 
wide-open cities of the world. 

A special London police 
squad set up to deal with 
crimes involving foreign visi¬ 
tors reported more than 2.000 
thefts from hotel rooms with 
the 1976 tourist season less than 
halfway through. 

One Arab guest claimed 
$180,000 lost in jewelry and 
money from his luxury hotel 
located in Park Lane across 
from Hyde Park. 

Detective Inspector Brian 
O'Loughlin. head of detectives 
in the tourists' “Golden Mile." 
says a more average take for 
the increasingly cool and 
daring hotel thieves is about 
! $18,000 at a time.

They can 
earn four credits for eight 
weeks or six credits for 12 
weeks by attending the 
nutrition-behavior-body aw¬ 
areness course, which is part of 
the Green Mountain Weight 
Control Community for Young 
Women on campus.

O'Loughlin, who operates 
from Vine Street police station 
in the center of the well-heeled 
tourist belt, says hotel room 
robberies are a new and 
growing headache for his men. 

"I thought I left all that 
behind in the United States," 
said one victim, Don Soldini, a 
realtor from Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla. 

Early in August a gang led 
by a woman burst into his 
room, roughed up his wife, 
Dolores, and coolly walked off 
with $50,000 worth of Soldini's 
jewelry and property in Sol¬ 
dini's suitcases. 

Soldini was out at the time 
and the gang apparently knew 
his wife was alone. 

Investigating Detective Ser¬ 
geant David Frost said the 
Soldini robbery was the first 
time in his experience that 
violence was used in such a 
caper. 

It worried detectives all the 
more as it appeared the 
Soldinis were victims of a trick 
that normally did not involve 
rough stuff. 

"They had made some 
friends and it appears the 
robbery derived from that," 
said Frost in the guarded 
manner of a British policeman 
on a case. 

He meant the Soldinis were 
set up. like many of ihe victims 
this year. 

A ploy more familiar to Frost 
and his Vine Street colleagues 
is the bogus Dutch or South 
African "jewel expert" who 
strikes up a friendship with 
outof-towners, then disappears 
with the wife’s jewels, pretend¬ 
ing he knows a place where 
they can be cleaned cheaply. 

Most hotel room thefts are 
carried out by prostitutes, 
male or female, with or without 
gangs or help from ac¬ 
complices among the high- 
turnover hotel staff, says 
O'l-oughlin. 

The special tourist protection 
squad has files on 800 well- 
dressed women who use the 
lobbies of top-class hotels as 
their hunting grounds. The 
bedrooms are where they 
collect the prizes. 

The girls come from the 
United States, Canada. Italy 
and West Germany, as well as 
other British cities, says 
O'Loughlin. After a "strike" 
they move on to other pastures 
until their faces are forgotten 
- and then they return. 

Not far behind are the roving 
bands of pickpockets, alumni 
of internationally recognized 
pickpocket schools in North 
Africa, Colombia and Peru, 
says O'Loughlin. 

They are organized and 
arrive in London equipped with 
an array of aids, including 
specially cut rubber gloves to 
aid the "dip," and lists and 
maps of choice locations, as 
well as pictures of members of 
Scotland Yard's an¬ 
tipickpocket squad.

Movie theater holds 
presidential 'straw' vote 


Voting for the presidential 
candidate of their choice, by 
patrons of Chestnut Hill 
Cinema, one of the General 
Cinema theatres, is now in full 
swing. This marks the third 
presidential straw vote, which 
began in 1968 and has con¬ 
tinued to increase in 
popularity. 

Every theatre patron at 
Chestnut Hill cinema, Rte. 9, 
requesting a cold drink at the 
concession stand through Nov. 
1 will be asked, "Do you wish a 
Carter straw or a Ford 
straw?” 

The straw of the patron’s 
choice will be a vote for the 
candidate of their choice. At 
the end of each day, the votes 
will be tallied and the daily 
results sent to General Cinema 
theatres home office in Boston. 

The daily results from over 
600 theatres in 39 states, coast 
to coast, will be fed into a 
computer and a national 
percentage for each candidate 
will be determined. This in¬ 
formation will be seent to all 
General Cinema theatres and 
the results posted in every 


theatre lobby. Each theatre 
will also post the percentage of 
votes cast for each candidate in 
their own theatre. 

In 1968, General Cinema 
theatres presidential straw 
vote picked Richard Nixon as 
the winner within one tenth of a 
percentage point of the actual 
winning margin. 

In 1972, with over 790,000 
straw votes cast, General 
Cinema theatres again picked 
Nixon as the overwhelming 
victor, and again the straw 
vote proved uncannily ac¬ 
curate. 

In 1976, over 1,000,000 straw 
votes are expected to be cast, 
nationally.

24 cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
14 teaspoons baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 cup chopped pecans or 
walnuts 

24 cups finely grated carrots 

Beat butter until creamy. Beat 
in sugar and eggs. Mix in lemon 
peel, cinnamon, vanilla and 
yogurt. Stir together the flour, 
baking soda, baking powder and 
salt and add to the creamed 
mixture, beating until smooth.

The room adapts neatly to 
working, hobbies, entertaining, 
sleeping, playing - even 
growing plants.

The chances of an American 
woman being head of her own 
household and responsible for its 
finances are growing every day. 
Census Bureau figures show 
more women are staying single 
and more are getting divorces 
than every before. And on 
average, women outlive their 
husbands by about eight years. 

Yet millions of working women 
— despite steady earnings — 
have not yet begun to prepare 
financially for retirement. 

Whether she’s single or 
married now, the sooner she 
starts making plans the better off 
she is likely to be. After all, a 
working woman deserves more 
than a farewell -arty and an 
orchid corsage at retirement 
time. 


If you're a working woman and 
employed by a firm that does not 
sponsor a retirement program, 
you can do something for yourself 
about retirement by opening an 
Individual Retirement Account 
i IRA). 

This program, authorized 
under Federal law, lets you 
prepare financially for your later 
years while reducing your 
current Federal taxes. 

Every year, you can set aside 
15 percent of annual earnings, up 
to $1,500, in an IRA. These con¬ 
tributions can then be deducted 
on your Federal income tax 
return, thus minimizing Uncle 
Sam’s bite. 

Every year you make these 
payments you will be getting this 


tax break — and that can add up 
to a lot of money. Also, any 
dividends, interest or capital 
gains that your contributed 
payments earn will be tax- 
deferred until you start to make 
withdrawals from the plan. 

But when you start 
withdrawing (these withdrawals 
must start after the age of 59 "z 
and before 70 1 z or you'll be 
penalized) you'll probably be 
retired — and so be in a lower tax 
bracket and you’ll therefore pay 
less taxes. 

To qualify for these tax 
deductions, you should establish 
and contribute payments to an 
IRA plan by December 31st of 
any year. Of course, you needn’t 
put in $1,500 or the same amount

Would you hand over more than 
a third of your income without 
finding out what it was being 
spent for? Some people may be 
doing just that if they don’t keep 
informed on government spen¬ 
ding-federal and local-based on 
their tax dollars. 

From a quiz on taxes and 
spending compiled by Ralph 
Kinney Bennett in the April 
Reader’s Digest come some 
staggering sums and frightening 
facts: 

Federal, state and local tax 
collectors put the bite on 37 cents 
out of every dollar of national 
income. 

Government spending (all 


levels) averages $7383 per U.S. 
household-up 1300 percent since 
1940. 

The national debt is now $38 
billion. Interest on this debt is the 
third largest item in the federal 
budget-right behind domestic 
assistance (Social Security, 
Medicare, food stamps, etc.) and 
defense. 

While U.S. private economy 
has flourished-our Gross 
National Product has grown 275 
percent in the past twenty years- 
government spending is far 
outstripping it. Secretary of the 
Treasury William E. Simon says, 
"There has been close to a 40- 
percent growth in government 


spending in the last two years 
alone." 

One out of six working 
Americans are employed by one 
level of government or another- 
but the number of federal em¬ 
ployees has not increased sub¬ 
stantially in the past twenty 
years. What has increased is the 
federal payroll: it has tripled 
since 1955 

If these statistics were not 
news to you, you are in a good 
position to advise your legislators 
in Washington. But, concludes 
the article, if these facts are news 
to you, "you’re a soft touch for 
those who want you to believe 
that you can have something for 
nothing.”

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Many means to minimize moving day 


Sooner or later, moving day 
arrives for virtually every family 
in America. Each year’ one 
family out of five moves, and an 
average individual will move 14 
times in his-her lifetime. In 
theory, moving day is a time of 
exictement, anticipation, and 
happiness. In fact, moving day is 
frequently marked by 
frustration, headaches, fear, and 
unexpected expense. 

Many of the problems and 
expenses related to moving can 
be reduced or eliminated if you 
plan ahead, are willing to do at 
least some of the work yourself, 
and are flexible. Here are a few 
tips: 

Select the right means — There 
are basically four means of 
moving: van line, rental 
equipment, owned or borrowed 
equipment’ and liquidation. The 
latter three are essentially do-it- 
yourself and together they 
comprise about three-fourths of 
all household moves. 

One method may seem just 
right for you, depending upon 
how much money you can spend, 
how much work you're willing to 
do, and how much damage to 
your goods you’re willing to risk. 
Money alone will not guatantee a 
damage-free move, so consider 
this: 

Van lines are most expensive 
because they will do all the work 
for you. However, about 35 per 
cent of all van line moves result 
in late pickup or delivery and-or 
damage to goods. 

Rental equipment — trucks and 
trailers — cost about half as 
much as van lines. You rent the 
equipment, drive or tow it 
yourself, and do your own 
packing. You give good personal 
care and can obtain professional 
type moving aids so you can 
eliminate damage and hold down 
expenses at the same time. But 
no fooling, it is work. 

Owned or borrowed equipment 
may be the least expensive 
method’ but there are several 
hazards: the equipment is not 
designed for moving furniture 
and you may not be able to obtain 
moving aids so the chance of 
damage is increased and the job 
will be harder. You may have to 
make several back-and-forth 
trips, and you won’t have any 
insurance protection for your 
goods. However, for local, short- 
distance moves and very few 
goods, this can be quick and 
cheap. 

Liquidation means you get rid 
of everything you can’t carry in 
your car or suitcase. This is great 
for bachelors and those folks 
living in furnished apartments, 
but you should measure the cost 
of replacing your goods against 
the cost of moving some of them. 
It may be cheaper to move them. 

You don't need to settle on just 
one method of moving. Depen¬ 
ding on your ability to pay and 
work, a combination of different 
methods may yield the most 
desirable resutls and still result 
in substantial savings. 

For instance, no matter what 
method you choose, you can save 
a substantial sum by doing your 
own packing. Obtain sturdy 


packing cartons trom the van 
line, rental equipment dealer, or 
local stores, and pack correctly. 
Van lines charge for packing and 
unpacking services and they 
can't possibly do as good a job as 
you can if you take time to do it 
properly. 

Then, if you don't want to do 
anything else, call a van line. Or, 
if you want to save even more, 
and at the same time insure that 
you won’t be stranded in a new 
home without furniture or clothes 
because the van was late, rent a

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Storm windows save more fuel 
dollars than any other type of 
insulating material. 

That’s the definitive conclusion 
of the federal government's 
National Bureau of Standards, 
which decided to find out where a 
house loses heat, how much it 
loses and what measures could be 
taken to cut losses. NBS 
engineers used different energy¬ 
saving measures, monitored by 
infrared photographs, and 
managed to cut the cost of 


Cut energy costs by pushing a button 


heating a home by a full 52 
percent. 

But — fully 24 percent of the 
fuel cost was saved by adding 
storm windows. Three other 
insulating materials saved the 
remaining 28 percent: floor in¬ 
sulation — 8 percent, ceiling 
insulation — 5 percent, wall in¬ 
sulation — 15 percent. 

Although engineers have, for 
years, pointed to single-glazed 
windows as losing more heat than 
any other part of the wall area, 


the National Bureau of Standards 
decided on a full-length study, 
taking over an entire h 
use and evaluating different 
insulating materials under 
scientifically-controlled condi¬ 
tions. 

The house chosen was a con¬ 
ventional one-family, one-level 
ranch house in Gaithersburg, Md. 
The house is of frame con¬ 
struction and 22 years old. 

Formerly, the house needed 881 
gallons of fuel oil for a total cost
